PUBLIC SERVICES - CONDUCT OF A GOVERNMENT SERVANT 
IN RELATION TO THE PROPER MAINTENANCE OF HIS 

FAMILY - INSTRUCTIONS ISSUED . 
Government wish to impress upon all their Servants that it 
is incumbent on them to look to the proper maintenance of their 
families, and maintain a reason able and decent standard of con 
duct in their private lives, and not bring discredit to the service 
by their raisdemeanour. It is considered not necessary to make 
any specific provision in the Government Servants Conduct 
Rules in this behalf; but if a Government Servant is reported to 
have acted in a manner unbecoming of his conduct as a Govern 
ment Servant by the neglect of his wife and family , it will be 
open for the Government to take departmental action against 
him under Rule 11 of the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , 
Control and Appeal) Rules, 1960, which specifies the kinds of 
penalties that may, for good and sufficient reasons, be imposed 
on a Government Servant, and Government consider that the 
neglect of one s family will be good and sufficient reason for the 
imposition of the penalties specified in Rule 11 referred to above. 

2. It should, however, be noted that in such cases the party 
affected has a legal right to claim maintenance. If any legal 
proceedings in this behalf are pending in a Court of Law , it 
would not be correct for Government to take action against the 
Government seryant on this ground as such action may be con 
strued by the Court to amount to contempt.

RULES FOR FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE TO 
CO - OPERATIVE SOCIETIES AND OTHER ORGANISATIONS 

ENGAGED IN THE MARKETING OF 

HANDICRAFT PRODUCTS . 
1. (1) Co -operative So : ieties registered or deemed to be 
registered under the Madras Co - operative Societies Act, 1932 
(VI of 1932 ) or the Travancore -Cochin Co-operative Societies 
Act, 1951 ( X of 1952) and other organisations managed by 
Committees appointed by the Government, which are engaged in 
the marketing of handicrafts products, are eligible for financial 
assistance by way of loans and grants from the Government 
under the handicrafts scheme. 

(2) The term other organisations means institutions like 
the S. M. S. M. Institute , Trivandrum , managed by Trust Fund 
or depots run by Handicrafts Associations financed by Handi 
crafts dealers and manufacturers. 

( 3 ) The committees constituted by the Government for the 
management of such Organisations shall include both official 
and non -officialmembers. Such Committees shall have power 
to supervise and manage all the activities of the sales depots 
and emporia , such as purchase and sa e of articles , participation 
in exhibitions, appointment of the staff with the concurrence of 
the Director of Industries and Coinmerce, etc. 

(4 ) The term Handicraft products means any or all of the 
following goods and includes any other productwhich the Govern 
mentmay declare to be a handicraft product for the purposes of 
these rules. 

i. Horn , wood and ivory carving; 
ii. Palmyra leaf, screwpine, kora grass, bamboo reed and 

cane articles; 
iii. Lacquerware; 
iv . Papier mache; 

v . Conch shell articles ; 
vi. Fibre articles; 
vii. Furnishing fabr cs and lace products ; 
viii. Brass, copper and bell metal items; 
ix . Lace and embroidery articles; 
x . Tys and dulls; 
xi. Artistic pottery; 
xii. Ornamental furniture and laminated wood products; 
xiii. Glass beads articles: 
xiv . Musical instruments ; 
xv. Jewellery and artificial stone articles ; 
xvi. Kathakali costumes and access units; 
xvii. Kullgari; 
xviii. Stone and marble carvings ; 
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xix . Incence and perfumery ; 

xx . Artistic leather goods; 
xxi. 

Art metal work ; 
xxii. Coconut shell and coconut pith articles ; and 

xxiii. Crockeries and ceraric articles. 
2. The Co -operative Societies or other organisations shall be 
elieible for grant and loan only if they_run Class I or Class 11 
Sales Depots or Central Marketing Emporia in the pattern 
approved by the All India Handicrafts Board . 

3. These emporia or sales depots will market all cottage 
industries and handicrafts goods produced in Kerala and other 
states. They shall also procure and sell raw materials , tools and 
equipments required for the manufacture of handicrafts 
products . 

4. They shall also engage in inter -state trade in handicrafts 
products on reciprocal basis. 

5. Applications for grants and loans shall be made to the 
Director of Industries and Commerce in the forma prescribed 
in Annexure I and shall be accompanied by a resolution of the 
General Body, in the case of Co -operative Societies and a resolu 
tion of the Committee in the case of other organisations . 

6. The Director of Industries and Commerce on receipt of an 
application shall enquire or cause enquiries to be made by the 
District Industries Officer of the District in which the Depot or 
Emporium is situate , as to the financial position and the general 
working of the Society or the Organisation . The enquiring 
Officer shall also certily as to the eligibility of the society or 
organisation for the grant or loan applied for. 

7. The grants and loans under this scheme shall be sanctioned 
by the Government . The grant shall be utilised only for meet 
ing the establishment charges, rent of building, contingencies, 
publicity, propaganda, showcases, furniture fixtures and 
electrical fittings in the show cases and the loans shall be 
utilised only as working capital for the purchase of handicrafts 
goods, raw materials, tools and equipments. 

8. The grants payable under these rules shall not exceed Rs. 
One lakh in the first year and Rs. 50,000 in subsequent years and 
the total loan payable shall not exceed Rupees Ihree lakhs. In 
the case of a Co-operative Society the loan amount payable shall 
not also exceed the borrowing limit fixed in its bye- laws. 

9. The grants shall be paid after executing an agreement in 
the form appended ( Annex ire II) duly signed by the President / 
Chairman and the Committee Members in the case of a Co 
Operative Society and by any one specified in the Rules for the 
management in the case of other organisations,on a stamp paper 
of the value of Re. 1. 50 np. The loans shall be paid on execut 
ing a mortgage deed by the Presid .nt/ Chairman and Committee 
Meinbers in the case of a Co- operative Society and by any one 
authorised in this cehall by the rules for the management in the 
case of other organisations, in the prescribed from appended 
(Annexure III) in favour of the Government creating a first 
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charge on the assets of the society or other organisations, as the 
case may be, to the extent of the loan sanctioned from time to 
time. The loan shall bear simple interest at 24 per cent per 
annum . 

10. The grants and loans shall be drawn by the President/ 
Chairman of the Society and by the Secretary in the case of 
other organisations . The grants shall be drawn in a grant-in - aid 
bill (Form 71 of T. F. A. Code ) and loan amount in Forn No. 15 
of T. F. A. Code. The Bill shall be countersigned by the 
Director of Industries and Commerce . The President/ Chairman 
or the Secretary as the case may be, shall forward to the 
Director of Industries and Commerce along with the bill for 
countersignature , a formal receipt for the amount. 

11. The amount thus drawn shall be deposited in a schedu 
led Bank approved by the Director of Industries and Commerce 
within two weeks from the dale of receipt of the amount, in the

THE MINERAL CONCESSION RULES , 1960. 

CHAPTER I. 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title . - These rules may be called the Mineral 
Concession Rules, 1960 . 

2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires 
(i) " Act" means in the Mines and Minerals (Regulation 

and Development) Act, 1957 (67 of 1957) ; 
(ii) “ Form " means a form set out in Schedule I to these 

rules ; 
( iii) " railway" and " railway administration " have the 

ineanings respectively assigned to them in the 

Indian Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890 ) ; 
(iv ) " Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules; 

( v ) " Section " means a section of the Act . 
3. Saving of Act 29 of 1948. - Nothing in these rules shall 
affect the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act, 1948 ( 29 of 1948 ). 


CHAPTER II. 

CERTIFICATE OF APPROVAL . 
4. Persons to whom certificate of approval be granted. 
( 1) Any person who is an Indian nalional shall, on payment of 
a fee of five hundred rupees, be entitled to obtain from the 
State Government a certificate of approval. 

(2) Any Indian national who before the commencement of 
these rules had applied to the State Government for a certificate 
of approval may , within sixty days of such commencement, 
either claim a refund of the fee paid by him , or obtain from the 
State Government a certificate of approval on payment, within the 
aforesaid period of the difference, if any, between the amount of 
fee payable under sub - rule (1 ) and the fee already paid by him . 
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( 3 ) The State Government may , with the previous approval 
of the Central Government, grant a certificate of approval to any 
person who is not an Indian national on payment of the fee speri 
fied in sub - rule ( 1) or wiere any such person had applied so the 
State Government for such certificate before the commencement 
cf these rules, on payment of the difference , if any, between the 
amount of fee payable under sub -rule (1 ) and the fee already 
paid by him : 

Provided that in the case of any such person the fee already 
paid by him shall be refunded if a certificate of approval is not 
granted to tim . 

(4 ) A certificate of approval shall be in Form A. 

( 5 ) In this rule , the expression " Indian national” has the 
same meaning as in the Explanation to sub -section (2 ) of 
section 5 , and if any question arises as to whether a person is an 
Indian national or not, it shall be referred to the Central Govern 
ment for decision whose decision shall be final. 

5. Period for which certificate of approval is valid . - A certi 
ficate of approval shall be valid up to the 31st day of December 
of the year in which it is granted : 

Provided that a certificate granted in the last quarter of a 
year shall be valid until the 31st day of December of the year next 
foilowing. 

6. Renewal of certificate of approval.- ( 1) A certificate of 
approval 

(i) in the case of an Indian national, shall be renewed by 
the State Government if a fee of two hundred and fifty rupees 
is paid before the date of expiry of the certificate ; 

(ii ) in the case of any other person , may be renewed by 
such Government, with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, on payment of a fee of two hundred and fifty 
rupees before the date of expiry of the certificate. 

( 2 ) In the case of any person who has applied for a renewal 
of the certificate of approval before the commencement oftese 
rules, the certificate of approval shall not be renewed unless the 
difference , if any, between the amount of lee payable under this 
rule and the fee already paid by him is paid within thirty days 
of such commencement. 

(3 ) Where a certificate of approval is not renewed to any 
person under this rule , the fee paid by the applicant shall be 
refunded to him . 

( 4 ) A certificate of approval valid for the Slale of Bombay 
before the 1st May, 1950, may be renewed for the State of 
Maharashtra or the State of Gujarat , as the holder of the certi.

GRANT OF PROSPECTING LICENCES IN RESPECT OF LAND IN

8. Applicability of this chapter and chapter IV .-- The provi 
sions of this chapter and chapler IV shall apply to the grant or 
renewal of prospecting licences and mining leases only in respect 
of land in which the minerals vest in the Government of a 
State . 
9. Application for prospecting licence and its renewal. 

( 1) Aa application for a prospecting licence in respect of 
land in which the minerals vest in the Government shall be 
made to the State Government in Form B through such officer 
or authority as the State Government may specify in this 
behalf. 

(2 ) Every such application shall be accompanied by 
(a) a lee calculated in accordance with the provisions of 

Schedule II; and 
(b ) an income-tax clearance certificate in Form C from 

the Income- tax Officer concerned . 
( 3) An application for the renewal of a prospecting licence 
shall be made to the State Government in Form E through such 
officer or authority as the State Government may specify in this 
behalf. 

10. Acknowledgement of application .-- (1) Where an applica 
tion for the grant or renewal of a prospecting licence is delivered 
personally, its receipt shall be acknowledged forttiwith . 

(2) Where such application is received by registered post, 
its receipt shall be acknowledged on the same day . 

(3 ) In any other case , the receipt of such application shall 
be acknowledged within three days of the receipt. 

( 4 ) The receipt of every such application shall be acknow 
ledged in Form D. 

11. Disposal of application for the grant and renewal of pros 
pecting licence.- ( 1) An application for the grant of a prospect 
ing licence shall be disposed of within nine months front the 
date of its receipt and, if it is not disposed of within that period , 
it shall be deemed to have been refused . 

( 2 ) An application for the grant of renewal of a prospecting 
licence shall be made at least ninety days before the expiry of 
the prospecting licence and shall be disposed of before the 
expiry of the licence and if the application is not so disposed of 
within that period , it shall be deemed to have been refused . 

( 3 ) The State Governmentmay, for reasons to be recorded 
ir, writing, at the time of renewal, reduce the area applied for . 
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12. Refusal of application for a prospecting licence. 

( 1) Where the State Government passes any order refusing 
to grant or renew a prospecting licence, it shall communicate in 
writing the reasons for such order lo the applicant. 

(2 ) An application for the grant of a prospecting licence 
shall not be refused on the ground only that, in the opinion of 
the State Government, a minin , lease should be granted for the 
area for which the application for a prospecting licence has been 
made : 

Provided that where applications for the grant of prospect 
ing licence and applications for the grant of mining lease in 
respect of the same area are received on the same date or on 
different dates within a period of thirty days, the applications 
for the grant ofmining lease shall , if the area was previously 
held and worked under a mining lease, be disposed of before the 
applications for the grant of prospecting licence are considered . 

13. Refund of fee.- ( 1) Where an application for the grant 
of a prospecting licence is refused or deemed to have been 
refused under these rules, the fee paid by the applicant shall be 
refunded to the applicant. 

(2 ) Where an applicant for the grant of a prospecting 
licence dies before the order granting him a prospecting licence 
is passed , his application for the grant of a prospecting licence 
shall be deemed to have been rejected and the fee paid by him 
shail be refunded to his legal representative . 

(3 ) In the case of an applicant in respect of whom an order 
granting a prospecting licence is passed but wlio dies before the 
deed referred to in sub - rule ( 1) of rule 15 is executed, the 
order shall be deemed to have been revoked on the occurrence 
of the death and the fee paid shall be refunded to the legal 
representative of the deceased . 

14. Conditions of a prospecting licence.- (1) Every prospect 
ing licence granted under these rules, shall, in addition to any 
other conditions thatmay be specified therein , be subject to the 
following conditions, namely : 

(i) the licensee shall pay such prospecting fee as may be 
fixed by the State Government, being not less than twenty - tive 
naye paise and not more than two rupees fiſty naye paise per 
hectare of land covered by the licence for each year or part 
of a year of the period for which the licence is granted or 
renewed ; 

(ii) in the case ofminerals other than gold, silver, pre 
cious stones or mica , the licensee shall not win or carry away 
the minerals for commercial purposes: 

Provided that the licensee may win and carry away for pur 
poses other than commercial purposes 
( a ) any quantity of such minerals within the limits speci 

fied in Schedule III without any payment ; 
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(b ) any quantity of such minerals exceeding such limits 

butnot exceeding twice such limits, which is won 
during prospecting operations, on payment of royalty 
for the time being specified in the Second Schedule 

to the Act in respect of those minerals; 
( c ) any quantity of limestone not excecding 500 tons for 

testing its use in any industry specified by the 
Central Governinent in this behalf, on payment of 
royalty for the time being specified in the Second 

Schedule to the Act in respect of limestone ; 

( iii) in the case of gold, silver, precious stones or mica 
the licensee may carry away any quantity won during the course 
of prospecting operalions on payment of royalty for the time 
being specified in the Second Schedule to the Act in respect of 
such mineral ; 

(iv ) save in the case of land in respect of which the 
licensee is granted a mining lease , he shall, within six months 
next after the determination of the licence or the date of 
abandonment of the prospecting operations, whichever is earlier, 
securely plug all bores and fill up or fence all excavations in the 
land covered by the licence ; 

(v ) the licensee shall report to the State Government the 
discovery of any mineral not specified in the licence within a 
period of sixty days from the date of such discovery and shall 
not undertake any prospecting operations in respect of such 
mineral unless such mineral is included in the licence ; 

(vi) the licensee shall not employ , in connection with the 
prospecting operations, any person who is not an Indian national, 
except with the previous approval of the Central Government. 

(vii ) the licensee shall not except with the previous 
sanction of the State Government transfer his licence : 

Provided that no prospecting licence in respect of any 
mineral specified in the First Schedule to the Act shall be 
transferred except with the previous approval of the Central 
Government: 

Provided further that no prospecting licence shall be trans 
ferred to any person not holding the certificate of approval and 
an income-tax clearance certificate in Form C from the Income 
tax Officer concerned and except on payment to the State Gov 
ernment of a fee of one hundred rupees. 

( 2) A prospecting licence may contain such other conditions 
relating to the following as the State Government may think fit 
to impose , namely :--- 

(i) compensation for damage to land in respect of which 
the licence has been granted ; 

( ii) indemnity to Government against the claim of a third 
party for any dainage , injury or disturbance caused to him by 
the licensee ; 
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(iii) restrictions regarding felling of trees on unoccupied 
and unreservd Government land ; 

( iv ) restrictions on prospecting operations in any area 
prohibited by any competent authority ; 

(v ) operalions in a reserved or protected forest ; 
(vi) conditions regarding entry on occupied land ; 

(vii) facilities to be given by the licensee for working 
other minerals in the licenced area or adjacent areas. 

( 3) The State Government may, with the previous apnroval 
of the Central Government, impose such further condition in 
the licence as it may think necessary in the interest of mineral 
development. 

(4 ) In the case of breach of any condition imposed on any 
holder of a prospecting licence by or under this rule, the State 
Government may , by order in writing, cancel the licence and / 
or forfeit, in whole or part, the amount deposited by the licensee 
under rule 20 : 

Provided that no such order shall be made without giving 
the licensee a reasonable opportunity of stating his case . 

15. Licence to be executed within threemonths.-- ( 1) Where 
on any application for a prospecting licence an order has been 
made for the grant of such licence, a deed granting such licence 
shall be executed within ninety days of the date of the commu 
nication of the order or such further period as the State Govern 
ment may allow in this behalf, and if no such deed is executed 
within the said period due to any default on the part of the 
applicant, the State Governinent may revoke the order granting 
the licence and in that event the fee paid shall be forfeited to 
the State Governinent. 

(2 ) The deed referred to in sub-rule ( 1) shall be in Form 
F , or in a form as near thereto as circumstances of each case 
may require . 

( 3 ) The date of the commencement of the period for which 
a prospecting licence is granted shall be the date on which the 
deed is executed under sub -rule ( 1 ) . 

16. Report of information obtained by licensee. - The licensee 
shall sutmit confidentially 10 the State Government a full report 
of the work done by hiin and disclose all information acquired 
by him in the course of prospecting operations, regarding the 
geology and mineral resources of the area covered by the licence : 

Provided that if the licensee is granted a miring lease in 
respect of the whole or part of the area covered by the prospect 
ing licence , the report shall be submitted to th : State Govern 
ment within one year of the date of the lease . 

17. Pending application for prospecling licence.--An applica 
tion for a prospecting licence pending at the commencement of 
these rules shall be disposed of in accordance with the provisions 
of these rules. 
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18. Maintenance of accounts.-- Every licensee shall maintain 
a correct and faithful account of all the expenses incurred by 
him on prospecting operations and also the quantity and other 
particulars of all minerals obtained during such operations and 
their despatch . 

19. Inspection.- ( 1) The licensee shall allow every officer 
authorised by the CentralGovernment or the State Government 
in this behalf to examine at any time accounts maintained under 
rule 18 and furnish the Central Government or the State Goy 
erriment such information and returns as it or any officer autho 
rised by it in that behalf may require . 

(2) The licensee shall allow any officer authorised by the 
Central Government or the State Government in this behalf to 
inspect any prospecting operations carried on by him . 

20. Security deposit.- ( 1 ) An applicant for a prospecting 
licence shall, before the deed referred to in sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 
15 is executed , deposit as security for the due observance of the 
terms and conditions of the licence a sum of two hundred rupees 
in respect of every square kilometre or part thereof for which 
the licence is granted . 

(2 ) Any deposit mad- under sub -rule ( 1 ) , if not forfeited 
under the e rules, shall be refunded to the applicant as soon as 
the report referred to in rule 16 is submitted . 

21. Registers.- ( 1) A register of applications for prospecting 
licences shall be maintained by the State Government in 
Form G 

(2 ) A register of prospecting licences shall be maintained 
by the State Government in Form H. 

CHAPTER IV . 
GRANT OF MINING LEASES IN RESPECT OF LAND IN WHICH 

THE MINERALS VEST IN THE GOVERNMENT. 
22. Applications for grant of mining ieases.- ( 1) An applica 
tion for the grant of a mining lease in respect of land in which the 
minerals vest in the Government shall be made to the State 
Government in Form I through such officer or authority as the 
State Government may specify in this behalf. 

(2 ) Every such application shall be accompanied by 

( a ) a fee of two hundred rupees ; 

(b ) a deposit of five hundred rupees for meeting the 
preliminary expenses in connection with the grant of the 
mining lease ; and 

( c ) an income- tax clearance certificate in Form C from 
the Income tax Officer concerned . 

( 3) Every application for the renewal of a mining lease 
shall be made to the State Government in Form J at least six 
months before the date on which the lease is due to expire 
through such officer or authority as the State Government may 
specify in this behalf. 
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23. Acknowledgement of ap lication .-- ( 1 ) Where an applica . 
tion for the grant or renewal of a mining lease is delivered per 
sonally , its receipt shall be acknowledged forthwi h . 

(2) Where such application is received by registered post, 
its receipt shall be acknowledged on the same day . 

(3 ) In any other case , the receipt of such application shall 
be acknowledged within three days of the receipt. 

(4) The receipt of every such application shall be acknowl 
edged in Form D. 

24. Disposal of application for mining lease .- (1 ) An appli 
cation for the grant of a mining lease shall be disposed of within 
nine months from the date of its receipt. 

(2 ) An application for the renewal of a mining lease shall 
.. be disposed of within ninety days from the date of its receipt. 

(3 ) If any application is not disposed of within the period 
specified in sub- rule (1) of sub-rule (2 ), it shall be deemed to 
have been refused . 

23. R - fund and forfeiture etc.- (1 ) Where an application for 
the grant or renewal of a mining lease is refused or deemed to 
have been refused under rule 24 or the applicant refuses to 
accept the lease on account of any conditions imposed under sub 
rule ( 3) of rule 27 , the fee paid by the applicant under clause 
( a ) of sub - rule (2 ) of rule 22 shall be reunded to him . 

(2 ) Where the whole or any part of the amount deposited 
under clause (b ) of sub- rule (21 of rule 22 has not been 
expended for the purposes specified in rule 31, it shall be re 
funded to the applicant. 

26. Reasons for refusal to be recorded .- Where the State 
Government passes any order refusing. to grant or renew ai 
mining lease, it shall communicate in writing the reasons for 
such order to the person against whom such order is passed . 

27. Conditions.- (1 ) Every mining lease shall be subject to 
the following conditions and such conditions shall be incorpora. 
ted in every mining lease : 

(a ) the lessee shall report to the State Government the 
d scovery in the leased area of any mineral not specified in the 
li ase , within sixty days of such discovery ; 

(b ) if anymineral not specified in the lease is discovered 
in the leased area, the lessee shall not win and dispose of such 
mineral unless such mineral is included in the lease or a scparate 
lease is cb ained therefor ; 

(c) the lessee shall pay , for every year, except the first 
year of the lease , such yearly dead rent within the limits speci. 
fied in Schedule IV as may be fixed from time to timeby the 
State Government and if the lease permits the working of more 
than one mineral in the same area , the State Government may 
charge separate dead rent in respect o . cach mineral : 

G.3805 
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Provided that the lessee shall be liable to pay the dead rent 
or royalty in respect of each mineral whichever be higher in 
amount but not both ; 

(d ) the lessee shall also pay , for the surface area used 
by him for the purposes of mining operations, surface rent and 
water rate at such rate, not exceeding the land revenue , water 
and cesses assessable on the land, as may be specified by the 
State Government in the lease ; 

( e ) the lessee shall not employ, in connection with the 
mining operations , any person who is not an Indian national, 
except with the previous approval of the CentralGovernment; 

( f ) unless the State Government for sufficient cause 
permits otherwise , the lessee shall commence mining cperations 
within one vear from the date of execution of the lease and 
shall thereafter conduct such perations in a proper, skilful and 
workman like manner. 

Explanation : -For the purposes of this clause, mining 
operations shall include the erection of machinery , laying of a 
tramway or construction of a road in connection with the work 
ing of the mine ; 

(g ) the lessee shall at his own expense erect and at all 
times maintain and keep in good repair boundary marks and 
pillars necessary to indicate the demarcation shown in the plan 
annexed to the lease ; 

(h ) the lessee shall not carry on , or allow to be carried on 
any mining operations at any point within a distance of fifty 
metres from any railway line, except under and in accordance 
with the written permission of the railway administration con 
cerned or from any reservoir , canal or other public works, or 
buildings, except under and in accordance with previous per 
mission of the State Government ; 

(i) the lessee shall keep correct accounts shoving the 
quantity and other particulars of all minerals obtained and 
despatched from the mine, the number and nationality of persons 
employed therein , and complete plans of the mine, and shall 
allow any officer authorised by the Central Government or the 
State Government in this behalf to examine at any time any 
accounts plans and records maintained by him and shall furnish 
the Central or the State Government with such information and 
returns as it or any officer authorised by it in this behalfmay 
require ; 

(j) the lessee shall keep accurate records of all trenches, 
pits and buildings made by him in the course of mining opera 
tions carried on by him under the lease, and shall allow any 
officer authorised by the Central or the Sta e Government to 
inspect the same. Such records shall contain the following 
particulars , namely :-- 

( a ) the subsoil and strata through which such trenches , 

pits or drillings pass ; 
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( b ) any mineral encountered ; 
( c ) such other particulars as the Central or the State 

Government may from time to timerequire ; 
(k ) the lessee shall strengthen and support, to the satis 
faction of the railway administration concerned or the State 
Government, as the case may be , any part of the mine which in 
its opinion requires such strengthening or support for the safety 
of any railway, reservoir, canal road or any other public works 
or buildings ; 

(1) the lessee shall allow any officer authorised by the 
Central or the State Government to enter upon any building , 
excavation or land comprised in the lease for the purposes of 
inspecting the same; 

(m ) the State Government shall at all times have the 
right of pre -emption of the minerals won from the land in 
respect of which the lease has been granted : 

Provided that the fair market price prevailing at the time of 
pre -emption shall be paid to the lessee for all such minerals. 

( 2 ) A mining lease may contain such other conditions as the 
State Government may deem necessary in regard to the fo.low 
ing , namely : 

( a ) the time- limit, mode and place of payment of rents 
and royalties ; 

(b ) the compensation for damage to the land covered by 
the lease ; 

( c ) the felling of trees ; 

( d ) the restriction of surface operations in any area prohi. 
bited by any authority ; 

( e ) the notice by lessee for surface occupation ; 
(f ) the provision of proper weighing machines ; 

( g ) the facilities to be given by the lessee for working 
other minerals in the leased area or adjacent area ; 

(h ) the entering and working in a reserved or protected 
forest ; 

(i) the securing of pits and shafts ; 
(j) the reporting of accidents ; 

(k ) the indemnity to Government against claims of third 
parties ; 

(1) the delivery of possession of lands and mines on the 
surrender , expiration or determination of the lease ; 

(m ) the forfeiture of property left after determination of 
lease ; 

(n ) the power to take possession of plant, machinery, 
premises and mines in the event of war or emergency . 

( 3) The State Government, if it is of the opinion that in the 
interest of mineral development it is necessary so to do , may , in 
any case , with the previous approval of the Central Govern 
ment, impose such further conditions as it thinks fit. 
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(4 ) If the lessee does not allow entry or inspection under 
clause (i) , (j) or (1) of sub-rule (i) , the State Government shall 
give notice in writing lo tie le see requiring hiin to show cause 
within such time as may be specified in the notice why the lease 
should not be determined and his security deposit forfeited ; and 
if the lessee fails to show cause within the aforesaid time to the 
satisfaction of the State Government, the State Government 
may determine the lease and forfeit the whole or part of the 
security deposit. 

(5 ) If the lessee makes any default in payment of royalty as 
required by Section 9 or commits a breach of any of the condi 
tious other than those referred to in sub rule (4 ) , the State 
Government shall give notice to the lessee requiring him to pay 
the royalty or remedy the breach , as the case may be, within 
six y days from the date of the receipt of the notice and if the 
royalty is nut paid or the breach is not remedied within such 
period , the State Government may , without prejudice to any 
proceeding thatmay be taken against him , determine the lease 
and forſent the whole or part of the security deposit. 

28. Renewal of mining lease.- (1 ) Applications for renewal 
of a mining lease shall be made to the State Government in 
Form J at least six months before the expiry of the lease. 

(2 ) Application for the first renewal of a mining lease 
granted in respect of mineral/minerals specified in the First 
Schedule may , subject to the provisioas of sub-section (2 ) of 
section 8 , and with the previous approval of the Central Gov 
ernment, be granted by the State Government. 

( 3) Application in respect of mineral /minerals which is / are 
not specified in the said Schedule shall, subject to the provisions 
of sub -section ( 2 ) of section 8 , be granted by the State Gov 
ernment. 

( 4) The second or subsequent renewal of a mining lease in 
respect of any mineral, shall be granted by the State Govern 
ment only with the prior approval of the Central Government 
and be subject to the provisions of sub -section ( 3) of section 8 . 

(5) The State Government, while granting, renewal of the 
mining lease under sub -rules (1) , (2 ) , ( 3) or ( 4)may, for reasons 
to be record : d in writing , reduce the area applied for. 

29. Restriction on determination of lease.--- The lessee shall 
not determine the lease except after notice in writing of not less 
than twelve calendar months to the State Government or to such 
officer, or authority as the State Government may specify in this 
behalf. 

30. Rights of lessee . - Subject to the conditionsmentioned in 
rule-27, the lessee with respect to the land leased to him shall 
have the right for the purpose of mining operations on that 
land 

( a ) to work the mines ; 

(b ) to sink pits and shafts and construct buildings an 
roads ; 
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( c) to erect plant and machinery ; 

( d ) to quarry and obtain building and road materials and 
make bricks ; 

( e ) to use water and take timber ; 
( f) to use land for stacking purposes ; 

(g ) to do any other thing specified in the lease . 
31. Lease to be executed within six months.- ( 1) Where, on 
on application for the grant of a mining lease , an order has 
been made for the grant of such lease, a lease deed in Form K 
or in a form as near thereto as circumstances of each case may 
require, shall be executed within six months of the order or 
within such further period as the State Government may allow 
in this behalf, and if no such lease deed is executed within the 
said period due to any default on the part of the applicant, the 
State Governmentmay revoke the order granting the lease and 
in that event the application fee shall be forfeited to the State 
Government. 

( 2 ) The date of the commencement of the period for which 
a mining lease is granted shall be the date on which the deed is 
executed under sub rule ( 1) . 

32. Security deposit. - An applicant for a mining lease , shall, 
before the deed referred to in rule 31 is executed , depositas 
security for the due observance of the terms and conditions of 
the lease 

(a ) in the case of a lease for a metalliferous mineral as 
may be specified by the Central Government by notification in 
the Gazette , a sum of one thousand rupees ; and 

(b ) in the case of a lease for any other mineral, a sum of 
five hundred rupees. 

33. Survey of the area leased .- When a mining lease is 
granted by the State Government, arrangements shall be made 
at the expense of the lessee for the survey and demarcation of 
the area granted under the lease . 

34. Manner of exercise of preferential rights formining lease. 
A mining lease to any person who has a preferential right there 
to under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 11 , may at his option , be 
granted to himn either for the whole of the area for which he 
ho.ds the prospecting licence or such part or parts thereof as he 
may select but the State Government may for any special 
reasons to be recorded in writing reduce the area or exclude a 
portion therefrom . 

35. Length and breadth of area leased . - Tlie length of an 
area held under a mining lease shall not exceed four times its 
breadth : 

Provided that, in the case of a mining lease relating to coal, 
the length shall not exceed twice the breadth and the area leased 
shall not be less than forty hectares. 
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36. Boundaries below the surface. The boundaries of the 
area covered by a mining lease shall run vertically downwards 
below the surface towards the centre of the earth . 

37. Transfer of lease.-- (1 ) The lessee shall not, without the 
previous consent in writing of the State Government, which in 
the case of a mining lease in respect of any mineral specified in 
the First Schedule to the Act shall not be given except after 
previous approval of the Central Government 

( a ) assign , sublet, mortgage , or in any other manner , 
transfer the mining lease , or any right, title or interest therein , or 

(b ) enter into or make any arrangement, contractor 
understanding whereby the lessee will or may be directly or 
indirectly financed to a substantial extentby, or under which 
the lessee s operations or undertakings will or may be substan 
tially controlled by, any person or body of persons other than 
the lessee . 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub rule ( 1) , the 
lessee may, subject to the conditions specified in the proviso to 
rule 35, transfer his lease or any right , title or interest therein , 
to a person holding a certificate of approval and an income -tax . 
ciearance certificate in Form C from the Income- tax Officer 
concerned on payment of a fee of rupees one hundred to the 
State Government: 

Provided that the lessee shall make available to the trans 
feree the original or certified copies of all plans of abandoned 
workings in the area and in a belt 65metres wide surrounding it. 

(3 ) The State Government, inay , by order in writing, deter 
mine any lease at any time if the lessee has, in the opinion of 
the State Government, committed a breach of any of the provi 
sions of sub rule ( 1) or bas transferred any lease or any right, 
title or interest therein otherwise than in accordance with 
sub rule (2 ) : 

Provided that no such order shall be inade without giving 
the lessee a reasonable opportunity of stating his case . 

38. Pending application for mining lease. - An application for 
the grant or renewal of the mining lease pending at the com 
mencement of these rules shall be disposed of in accordance 
with the provisions of these rules. 

39. Pending applications for transfer .-An application for 
the transfer of a nining Jease pending at the commencement of 
these rules shall be disposed of in accordance with these rules. 

40. Registers.- ( 1) A register of applications for _mining 
lea.es shall be maintained by the State Government in Form L. 

(2 ) A register of mining leases shall be maintained by the 
State Government in Form M. 
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CHAPTER V. 


PROCEDURE FOR OBTAINING A PROSPECTING LICENCE OR 
MINING LEASE IN RESPECT OF LAND IN WHICH THE MINERALS 

VEST IN A PERSON OTHER THAN THE GOVERNMENT. 
41. Applicability of this chapter. - The provisions of this 
chapter shall apply only to the grant of prispecting licences and 
mining leases in respect of land in which the minerals vest 
exclusively in a person other than the Government. 

42. Restrictions on the grant of prospecting licence and 
mining lease.- ( 1) No prospecting licence or mining lease shall 
be granted to any person unless he 

(a ) holds a certificate of approval in Form A from the 
State Government; 

(b ) produces an income-tax clearance certificate in 
Form C from the Income-tax Officer concerned . 

(2 ) Except with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, no prospecting licence or mining lease shall be 
granted 

( i) as respects any mineral specified in the First Schedule 
to the Act; or 

( ii ) to any person who is not an Indian national. 
Explanation .-- The expression " Indian national" has thesame 
meaning as in the Explanation to sub - section (2 ) of section 5 
and if any question arises as to whether a person is an Indian 
national or not, it shall be referred to the Central Governinent 
for decision whose decision shall be final. 

43. Renewal of prospecting licence .-- A prospecting licence 
may be renewed for one or more periods each not exceeding the 
period for which the prospecting licence was originally granted 
if the grantor is satisfied that a longer period is required to 
enable the licensee to complete prospecting operations: 

Provided that no prospecting licence granted in respect of a 
mineral specified in the First Schedule to the Act shall be 
renewed except with the previous approval of the Central 
Government. 

44. Conditions of prospecting licence. - Every prospecting 
licence shall be subject to the following conditions : 

(i) The licensee shall pay the grantor such prospecting fee 
as may be agreed upon , being not less than twenty five naye 
paise and not more than two rupees fifty naye paise per hectare 
of the land covered by the licence for each year or a part of the 
year of the period for which a licence is granted or renewed . 
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( ii ) In the case of minerals other than gold , silver, pre 
cious stones or mica, the licensee shall not win or carry away the 
minerals for cor.mercial purposes: 

Provided that the licensee may win and carry away for 
purposes other than commercial purposes . 

( a ) any quantity of such minerals within the limits speci 
fied in Schedule III without any payment; 

(b ) any quartity of such minerals exceeding such limits 
but not exceeding twice such limits . which is won during pros 
pecting operations, on paymet of royalty for the time being 
specified in the Second Schedule to the Act in respect of those 
minerals; 

(c ) any quantity of limestone not exceeding 500 tonnes 
for testing its use in any industry specified by the Central 
Governmert in this behalf, on payment of royalty for the time 
being specified in the Second Schedule to the Act in respect of 
limestone. 

( iii) In the case of gol !, silver, precious stones or mica , 
the licensee may carry away any quantity won during the course 
of prospecting operations on payment of royalty for the time 
being specified in the Second Schedule to the Act in respect of 
such mineral. 

(iv ) Such other cončitions as may be agreed upon between 
the parties notibeing in consistent with the provisions of the Act 
or these rules. 

45. Conditions ofmining lease .--Every mining lease shall be 
subject to the following conditions : 

(i) The provisions of clauses (b ) to (I) of sub -rule ( 1) ot 
rule 27 shall apply to such leases with the modification that in 
clauses ( c ) and (d ) for the words " State Government the word 
" lessor shall be substituted . 

(ii ) The provisions of rule 35 shall also aprly to such 
leases. 

(iii) The lease may contain such other conditions, not 
being inconsistent with the provisions of the Act and these 
rules, as may be agreed upon between the parties. 

( iv ) If the lessee makes any default in payment of royalty 
as required by section 9 or commits a breach of any of he con 
ditions of the lease, the lessor shall give notice to the le - see 
requiring him to pay the royalty or remedy the breach , as the 
case may be, within sixty days from the date of the receipt of 
the notice and if the royalty is not paid or the breach is not 
remedied within such period , the lessur without prejudice to any 
proceeditg thatmay be taken against the leasee determine the 
lease . 
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( v ) the lessee may determine the lease at any time by 
giving not less than one year s notice in writing to lessor. 

46. Transfer or assignment.- ( 1) No prospecting licence or 
mining lease or any right, title or interest in such licence or 
lease shall be transferred to a person unless he holds a certifi 
cate of approval in Form A from the State Government and 
unless he produces an income tax clearance certificate in Form 
C from the Income-tax Officer concerned. 
( 2) No prospecting licence or mining lease or 

any right, 
title or interest in such licence or lease in respect of any inineral 
specified in the First Schedule to the Act shall be transferred 
except with the previous approval of the CentralGovernment. 

47. Submission of copy of licence or lease. - Every person 
obtaining a prospecting licence or a mining lease shall, within 
three months of the grant of such licence or lease , su mit to the 
State Government concerned a certified copy of the licence or 
lease in duplicate. 

48. Communication of transfer or assignment --Every 
transferee or assignee of a prospecting licence or a mining lease 
or of any right, title or interest iherein , shall, within one month 
of such transfer or assignment, inform the State Government of 
the transfer or assignment and of the terms and conditions of 
such transfer or assignment. 

49. Prohibition of premium . - No person granting or transfer 
ring a prospecting licence or any right, title or interest in any 
such licence or lease shall charge or pay any premium in addi 
tion to, or in lieu of the prospecting fee, surfaccent, dead rent 
or royalty payable under the Act or such proportionate part of 
such fee, rent or royalty as is payable in respect of such right, 
title or interest . 

50. Prohibition of working of mines. - If the State Govern 
ment has reason to believe that the grant or transfer of a pros 
pecting licence or a mining lease or of any right, title or interest 
in such licence or lease is in contravention of any of the provi 
sions of this chapter, the State Government may, after giving 
the parties an opportunity to represent their views and with the 
approval of the Central Government, direct the parties concern 
ed not to undertake any prospecting or mining operations in the 
area to which the licence or lease relates. 

51. Returns and Statements. The holder of a prospecting 
licence or a mining lease shall furnish to the State Government 
such returns and Statements and within such period as may be 
specified by it. 

52. Penalty.- (1 ) If the holder of a prospecting licence or a 
mining lease or his transferee or assignee fails without suffi 
cient cause, to furnish the documents or information cr returns 
referred to in rule 46 , 47 or rule 51, he shall be punishable with

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imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months or 
with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees or with 
both . 

(2 ) If any person grants or transfers or obtains a pros 
pecting licence or mining lease or any right, title or interest 
th rein , in contravention of any of the provisions of this chapler , 
he shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to 
six months or with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees or with both . 


CHAPTER VI 


GRANT OF PROSPECTING LICENCES AND MINING LEASES IN 
RESPECT OF LAND IN WHICH THE MINERALS VEST 
PARTLY IN GOVERNMENT AND PARTLY IN 

PRIVATE PERSON . 


53. Chapters III and IV to apply to prospecting licences and 
mining leases in respect of minerals which vest partly in Gov 
ernment and partly in private persons .---The provisions of 
chapters III and IV shall apply in relation to the grant of pros 
pecting licences and mining leases in respect of minerals which 
vest partly in the Government and partly in a private person as 
they apply in relation to the grant of prospecting licences and 
mining leases in respect of minerals which vest exclusively in 
theGovernment: 

Provided that the dead rent and royalty payable in respect 
of minerals which partly vest in the Government and partly in 
a private person shall be shared by the Government and by that 
person in proportion to the shares they have in the minerals. 


CHAPTER VII 

REVISION . 
54. Application for revision .- ( 1) Any person aggrieved by 
any order made by the State Government or other authority in 
exercise of the powers conferred on it by the Act or these rules 
may , within two months of the date of communication of the 
order to him , apply to the Central Government in duplicate in 
Form N for revision of the order. The application should be 
accompanied by a treasury receipt showing that a fee of Rs. 100 
has been paid into a Government treasury or in any branch of 
the State Bank of India doing the treasury business to the credit 
of the Central Government under the Head of account XXXVI 
Miscellaneous Departments- Miscellaneous - Central - Mineral 
Concession fees" : 

Provided that any such application may be entertained after 
the said period of two months , if the applicant satisfies the 
Central Government that he had sufficient cause for not making 
the application within time. 
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(2 ). In every application under sub - rule ( 1) against the 
crder of a State Government refusing to grant a pro pecting 
licence or a mining lease, any person to whom a prosepecting 
licence or mining lease was granted in respect of the same area 
or for a part thereof, shall be impleaded as a party. 

(3 ) Along with the application under sub -rule ( 1) , the 
applicant shall submit as many copies thereof as there are 
parties impleaded under sub - rule ( 2 ) . 

(4) On receipt of the application and the copies thereof, 
the Central Government shall send a copy of the application to 
each of the parties impleaded under sub rule (2) specifying a 
date on or before which he may make his representations, if any, 
against the revision application . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this rule , where a State 
Government has failed to dispose of an application for the grant 
or renewal of a prospecting licence or a mining lease within the 
period specified in respecth reuf in these rules, the State Gov 
ernment shall be deemed to have made an order refusing the 
grant or renewal of such licence or lease on the date on which 
such period expires. 

55. Orders on revision application. - Where a petition for 
revision is made to the Central Governinent under rule 54, it 
may call for the record of the case from the State Government , 
and after considering any comments made on the petition by the 
State Government or other authority, as the case may be, may 
confirm , modify or set aside the order or pass such other order 
in relation thereto as the Central Government may deem just 
and proper: 

Provided that no order shall be passed against an applicant 
unless he has been given an opportunity to makehis representa 
tions against the comments, if any, received from the State Gov 
ernment or other authority. 

( 2 ) Pending the final disposal of an application for revi. 
sion , the Central Government may for sufficient cause, stay the 
execution of the order against which the revision application 
has been made . 


CHAPTER VIII 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


56. Power to rectify apprrent mistakes. - Any clerical or 
arithmeticul mistake in any order passed by the Governinent or 
any other authority or officer under these rules and any error 
arising therein from accidental slip or omission ,may , within two 
years from the date of the order, be corrected by the Govern 
ment, authority or officer, as the case may be: 

Provided that no order prejudicial to any person shall be 
passed unless he has been given a reasonable opportunity for 
stating his case . 
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57. Copies of licences and leases and annual returns to be 
supplied io Government.-- ( 1 ) A copy of every prosepecting 
licence and mining lease granted or renewed under these rules 
shall be supplied by each State Government, within twomonths 
of such grant or forwal, to the Director, Indian Bureau of 
Mines , aid the Chief Inspector of Mines. 

(2) A consolidated annual return of all prosepecting 
licences and mining leases granted or renewed under these rules 
shill also be supplied by falh State Government to the Director, 
Indian Bureau oi Mines, in su h form as may be specifies by 
him , not luter than the 30th day of June following the year to 
which the return relates. A copy of such return shall also be 
supl.ed by the Sta e Governmeul to the Chief Inspector of 
Mines at the same time. 

(3 ) Every State Government shall send copies of all returns 
received ly it ur der sib -rule ( 1) of rule 19 and clause ( 1) of 
sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 27 to the Director, Indian Bureau of Mines . 

58. Availability of areas for regrant to be notified .- No area 
which was previously held or whah is being held under a pros 
pecting licence or a mining lease or in respect of which an order 
had teen made for the grant thereof but the applicant ha died 
tefore the execution of a licence or lease , as the case may be, or 
in respect of which the order granting licence or lease bus teen 
revoked uncer sub- rule (1) of rule 15 or sub-rule ( 1) of rule 31, 
shall be available for grant unless 

( a ) an entry to the effect is made in 
referred to in sub - rule (2 ) of rule 21 or sub -rule (2 ) of rule 40 , 
as the case may be, in ink ; and 

(b ) the date from which the area shall be available for 
grant is notified in the Official Gazette at ieast thirty days in 
advance. 

59. Availability of certain areas for grant to be notified - In 
the case of any land which is otherwise available for the grant 
oi a prospecting licence or a mining lease but in respect of 
which the S ate Government has refused to grant a prospecting 
licence or a mining lease on the ground that the land should be 
reserved for any purpose other than prospecting or mining for 
minerals, the State Government shall, as soon as such land 
becomes again available for the grant of a prospecting or mining 
lease, grant the licence or lease after following the procedure 
laid down in rule 58. 

60. Premature applications.--Applications for the grant of a 
prospecting licence or a mining lease in respect of the areas in 
which 
( a ) no notification has been issued under rule 58 or 

rule 59; or 


the register 
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or 


( b ) if any such notification has been issued the period 

specified in the notification has not expired 
shall be deemed to be premature and shall not be entertaine 1 
and the fee, if any, paid in respect of any such application shall 
be refunded . 

61. Lessor to supply certain information to the lessee. 
Where any area has previously been held under a prospe: lin ; 
licence or a mining lease, the person who was granted such 
licence or lease shall make available to the new licensee or 
lessee the original or certified cop es of all plans of abandoned 
workings in that area and in a belt 60meters surrounding it. 

62. Change of name, nationality etc., to be intimated. — The 
holder of a certificate of approval or the applicant for, or the 
holder of, a prospecting licence or a mining lease shall intimate 
to the State Government within sixty days any change that may 
take place in his name, _nationality other particulars 
mentioned in the relevant Forms. 

63. Previous approval of the Central Government to be 
obtained through State Government.--Where in any case the 
previous approval of the CentralGovernment is required under 
the Act or these rules, the application for such approval shall 
be inade to the Central Government through the State Govern 
ment. 

64. How the fees and deposit to be made.-- Any amount pay 
able under the Act or these rules except that payable in respect 
of revi- ion petition under sub -rule ( 1) of rule 54 , shall be paid 
in such manner as the State Government may specify in this 
behalf. 

65. Facilities for training of students.- ( 1) Every owner , 
agent or manager of a mine shall permit students of mining and 
geological institutions approvet by the Central Government to 
acquire practical training of the mines and plants operated by 
them and provi le all necessary, facilities required for the train 
ing of such students. 

( 2 ) Applications for training from students of institutions 
teaching mining or geology should be forwarded to the 
wner, 
agent ormanager of a mine through the Principal or Head of 
the institution .. Cases of refusal to provide facil ties for 
practical training by any owner, agent or manager of a mine 
should be referred to the Director, Indian Bureau of Mines. 

66. Geophysical data to be supplied to Geological Survey 
of India and Department of Atomic Energy .-- A licensee or 
lessee shall furnish , 
( a) all geophysical data relating to prospecting /mining 

fields or engineering any ground water surveys, 
such as anomaly maps, sections, plans, structures, 
contour maps, logging coilected by him during the 
course of prospecting or mining operations to the 
Director, Geological Survey of India , Calcutta ; 
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(b ) all information pertaining to investigations of radio 

active minerals colleted by him during the course of 
prospecting or mining operations to the Secretary , 

Department of Atomic Energy , New Delhi. 
(2 ) Data or information referred to in sub -rule ( 1) shall 
be furnished every year reckoned from the date of commence 
ment of the period of the prospecting licence or mining 
lease .

this license. 

13. Section 18 of the Act 67 of 1957. - The licensee /licen 
sees shall be bound by such rules as may be issued by the Central 
Governinent under section 18 of the Mines and Minerals (Regula 
tion and Development ) Act, 1957, (67 of 1957) and shall not carry 
on prospecting or other operations under the said license in any 
way other than as prescribed under these rules.

If any buildings, structures , plant, engines , 
machinery implements utensils or other properly or effects or 
any minerals which ought to be removed by the licensee/ licen 
sees from the said lands, in accordance with the covenant in 
that behalf hereinbefore contained, be not so removed within 
one calendar month after notice in writing requiring their

ment original or authenticated copies of contracts and charter 
par ies entered into for the sale of Ireightage of such minerals 
or products, 
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( d ) In the event of the existence of a State of war or 
emergency (of which existence the President of India shall be 
the sole judge and a notification to this effect in the Gazette of 
India shall be conclusive proof), the State Governmentwith the 
consent of the Central Government shall from time to time and 
all times during the said term have the right ( to be exercised by 
a notice in writing to the licensee /licensees) forthwith take 
possession and control of the works - plant machinery and 
premises of the licensee /licensees on in connection with the 
said lands or the operations under this licence and during such 
possession or control, the licensee /licensees shall conform to 
and obey all directions given by or on behalf of the Central or

The expression force majeure means act of God, war, in

ing which the licensee /licensees could not reasonably prevent 
or control. 

(3 ) Service of notices. - Every notice required to be given 
to the licensee licensees shall be given in writing to such person 
as the licensee licensees may appoint for the purpose of receiv 
ing such notices or if no such appointment is made then the 
notice shall be sent to the licensee licensees by registered post 
addressed to him them at the address shown in his their applica 
tion for the licence or at such other address in India as he they 
designate from time to time, and every such service shall be 
deemed to be proper and valid service upon the licenseellicensees 
and shall not be questioned or challenged by him . 

(4) Discovery of new minerals. - The licensee shall report 
to the State Government the discovery of any mineral not

(5 ) Immunity of State Government from liability to pay 
compensation - If in any event the orders of the State Govern 
ment are revised , reviewed or cancelled by the Central Govern 
ment in pursuance of proceedings und r Chapter VII of the 
Mineral Concession Rules , 1960, the licensee licenses shall 
not be entitled to compensation for any loss sustained by the 
licensee / licensers in exercise of the powers and privileges con 
ferred upon him them by these presents.

(6 ) The number of persons employed in the mines or 

works or upon the said lands specifying nationality , 

qualifications and pay of the technical personnel. 
(7) Such other facts, particulars and circumstances as 

the Central or the State Governments may from 
time to time require and shall also furnish free of 
charge to such Officers and at such times as the 
Central and State Governments may appoint true 
and correct abstract of all or any such books of 
accounts and such inforination and returns to all or 
any of the matters aforesaid as the State Govern 
mentmay prescribe and shall at all reasonable times 
aliow such officers as the Central Government or 
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State Government shall in that behalf appoint to 
enter into and have free access to the said offices 
for the purpose of examining and inspecting the 
said books of accounts , plans and records and to 

make copies thereof and make extracts therefrom . 
11. To maintain plans etc. — The lessee / lessees shall at all 
times during the said term maintain at the mine office correct 
intelligible up -to -date and complete plans and sections of the 
mines in the said lands. They shall show all the operations, and 
workings and all the trenches, pits and drillings made by him / 
them in the course of operations carried on by him / them under 
the lease, faults and other disturbances encountered and geolo 
gical data and all such plans and sections shall be amended and 
filled up by and from actual surveys to bemade for that purpose 
at the end of twelve months or any period specified from time 
to time and the lessee / lessees shall furnish free of charge to the 
Central and State Governments true and correct copies of such 
plans and sections whenever required . Accurate records of all 
trenches, pits and drillings shall show : 

(a ) The subsoil and strata through which they pass . 
(b ) Any mineral encountered. 
(c ) Any other matter of interest and all data required by 

the Central and State Governments from time to 

time. 
The lessee /lessees shall allow any officer of the Central or 
the State Government, authorised in this behalf by the Centrai 
Government, to inspect the same at all reasonable times. He/ 
they shall also supply when asked for by the State Government/ 
the Coal Controller / the Director , Geological Survey of India 
The Director, Indian Bureau of Mines, a composite plan of the 
area showing thickness, dip , inclination etc., of all the seams as 
also the quantity of reserves quality -wise . 

12. Act 67 of 1957. - The lessee / lessees shall be bound by 
such rules as may be issued from time to time by the Govern 
ment of India under Section 18 of the Mines and Minerals 
(Regulation and Development) Act, 1957 (Act 67 of 1957) and 
shall not carry on mining or other operations under the said 
lease in any way other than as prescribed under these rules. 

13. To provide weighing machine. - Unless specifically ex 
empted by the State Government the lessee /lessees shall provide 
and at all tiraes keep at or near the pit head or each of the pit 
heads at which the said minerals shall be brought to bank a 
properly constructed and efficient weighing machine and shall 
weigh or cause to be weighed thereon all the said minerals from

during the previous twenty - four hours to be entered in the 
aforesaid books of accounts . The lessee /lessees shall permit ihe 
State Government at all times during the said term to employ 
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any person or persons to be present at the weighing of the said 
minerals as aforesaid and to keep accounts thereof and to check 
the accounts kept by the lessee /Iessees. The lessee /lessees shall 
give.. 

...days previous notice in writing to the 
Deputy Commissioner /Collector of every such measuring or 
weighing in order that he or some officer on his behalf may be 
present thereat. 

14. To allow test of weighing machine. - The lessee /lessees 
shall allow any person or persons appinted in that behalf by the 
State Government at any time or times during the said term to 
examine and test every weighing machine to be provided and 
kept as aforesaid and the weights used therewith in order to as 
certain whether the same respectively are correct and in good 
repair and order and if upon any such examination or testing 
any such weighing machine or weights shall be found incorrect 
or out of repair or order the State Government may require that 
the samebe adjusted , repaired and put in order by and at the 
expense of the lessee / lessees and if such requisition be not com 
plied with within fourteen days after the same shall have been 
made, the State Government may cause such weighing machine 
or weights to be adjusted , repaired , and put in order and the ex 
pense of so doing shall be paid by the lessee / lessees to the State 
Government on demand and if upon any such examination or 
testing as aforesaid any error shall be discovered in any weighing 
machine or weigiits to the prejudice of the State Government 
such error shall be regarded as having existed for three calendar 
months previous to the discovery thereof or from the last occasion 
of so examining and testing the same weighing machine and 
weights in case such occasion shall be within such period of 
threemonths and the said rent and royalty shall be paid and 
accounted for accordingly . 

15. To pay compensation for injury of third parties. The 
lessee /lessees shall make and pay reasonable satisfaction and 
compensation for all damage , injury or disturbance of person or 
property which may be done by or on the part of lessee /lessees 
in exercise of the liberties and power granted by these presents 
and shall at all times save harmless and keep indemnified the 
State Government from and against all suits claims and demands 
which may be brought or made by any person or persons in res 
pect of any such damage, injury or disturbance . 

16. Not to obstruct working of other , minerals. - The lessee / 
lessees will exercise the liberties and powers hereby granted in 
such a manner as to offer no unnecessary or reasonably avoidable 
obstruction or interruption to the development and working 
within the said lands of any minerals not included in this lease 
and shall at all times afford to the Central and State Government 
and to the holders. of prospecting licenses or mining leases in 
respect of any such minerals or any minerals within any land 
adjacent to the said lands as the case may be reasonable means 
of access and safe and convenient passage upon and across the 
said lands to such minerals for the purpose of getting working 
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developing and carrying away the same provided that the lessee / 
li ssees shall receive reasonable compensation for any damage or 
injury which he/ they may sustain by reason or in consequence 
of the use of such passage, by such lessees or holders of pros 
pecting licences. 

17. Transfer of lease.- ( 1) The lessee / lessees shall not, 
without the previous consent in writ:ng of the State Govern 
ment, which in the case of a mining lease in respect of any 
mineral specified in the First Schedule to the Act shall not be 
given except aſtt r previous approval of the CentralGovernment. 

(a) assign , sublet,mortgage , or in any othermanner , 

transfer the mining lease, or any right, title or 

interest therein , or 
(b ) enter into or make any arrangement, contract 

or understanding whereby the lessee / les ees 
will ormay be directly or indirectly financed 
to a substantial extent by, or under which the 
lessee s operations or undertakings will or may 
be substantially controlled by , any persons or 

body of persons other than the lesseeles.ees. 
(2 ) Without prejudice to the above provisions, the 
lessee / lessees may , subject to the conditions specified in the 
proviso to rule 35 , of said Rules transfer this lease or any right, 
title or interest therein , to a person holding a certificate of 
approval and an income-tax clearance certificate from the In 
come-tax Officer concerned , on payment of a fee of rupees one 
hundred to the State Government : 

Provided that the lessee ; lessees shall make available to the 
transferee the original or certified copies of all plans of aban . 
dened workings in the area and in a belt 65 metres wide 
surrounding it. 

( 3) The State Government, may , by order in writing , 
determine the lease at ary time if the lessee /lessees has/ have in 
the opinion of the State Government. committed a breach of any 
of the above provisions or has / have transferred the lease or any 
right, title or interest therein otherwise than in accordance with 
clause. (2 ) : 

Provided that no such order shall be made without giving 
the lessee /lessees a reasonable opportunity of stating his /their 

18. Not to be financed or controlled by a Trust Corporation 
firm or person . The lease shall not be controlled and the lessee/ 
lessees shall not allow themselves to be controlled by any Trust , 
Syndicate , Corporation Firm or person except with the written 
consent of the Central Government. The lessee / lessees shall not 
enter into or make any arrangement compact or understanding 
whereby the lessee /1. ssees will or may be directly or indirectly 
financed by or under which the lessee s /lessees operations or 
undertakings will or may be carried on directly or indirectly by 
or for the benefit of or subject to the control of any Trust, Syndi 
cate, Corporation , firm or pers : n unless with the written sanc. 
tion given prior to such arrangement compact or understanding 
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being entered into or made of the Central Government and 
any or every such arrangement compact or understanding 
as aforesaid (entered into or made with such sanction as afore 
said) shall only be entered into or made and shall always be 
subject to an express condition binding upon the other party or 
parties thereto that on the occasion of a state of emergency of 
which the President of India in his discretion shall be the sole 
judge it shall be terminable if so required in writing by the 
State Government and shall in the event of any such requisition 
being made be forthwith thereafter determined by the lessee / 
lessees accordingly.

20. Delivery of workings in good order to Slate Govornments 
after determination of lease . The lessee /lessees shall at the 
expiration or sooner determination of the said term or any rene 
wal thereof deliver up to the State Government all mines pits 
shafts, inclines, drifts, levels,waterways, airways and other works 
now existing or hereafter to be sunk or made on or under the 
said lands except such as ha e been abandoned with the sanction 
of the State Government and in any ordinary and fair course of 
working all engines machinery plant buildings structures other 
works and conveniences which at the commencement of the said 
term were upon or under the said lands and all such machinery 
set up by the lessee/ lessees below ground which cannot be re. 
moved without causing injury to themines or works under the

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(b ) Should the right of pre -emption conferred by this 
present provision be exercised and a vessel chartered to carry 
The minerals or products thereof procured on behalf of the Siate 
Government or the Central Government be detained on demur. 
rage at the port of loading the lessee / lessees shall pay the 
amount due for den urrage according to the terms of the charter 
parıy of such ve: sei unless the State Government shall be satis 
fied that the delay is due to causes teyond the control of the 
lessee / lessees. 

( c) The price to be paid for all minerals or products of 
minerals taken in pre -emption by the State Government in ex 
ercise of the right hereby conferred shall be the fair market price 
prevailing at the time of pre- emption PROVIDED THAT in 
order to assist in arriving at the said fair market price the 
lessee /lessees shall if so required furnish to the ate Govern 
ment for the confidential intormation of the Government parti 
culars of the quantities descriptions and prices of the said mi 
nerals or products thereof sold to other customers and of chart 
ers entered into for freight for carriage of the same and shall 
produce to such officer or officers as may be directed by the 
State Government original or authenticated copies of contracts 
and charter parties entered into for the sale or freightage of 
such minerals or products . 

(d ) In the event of the existence of a state of war or 
emergency (of which existence the President of India shall be 
the sole judge and a notification to this effect in the Gazette of 
India shail be conclusive proof ), the State Government wi h the 
consent of the Central Government shall from time to time and 
all times during the said term have the right (to be exercised by 
a notice in writing to the lessee / lessees) forthwith take posses 
sion and control of the works , plant, machinery and premises of 
the lessee / lessees on or in connection with the said lands or 
operacions under this lease and during such possession or con 
trol the lessee /lessees shall conform to and obey all directions 
given by or on behalf ofthe CentralGovernment or State Gov 
ernment regarding the use or employment of such works, plants, 
premises and minerals PROVIDED THAT fair compensation 
which shall be determined in default of agreement by the State 
Government shall be paid to the lessee / lessees for all loss or

- The lessee /lessees 
shall not employ, in connection with the mining operations any 
person who is not an Indian na ional except with the previous 
approval of the Cen ; ralGovernment. 
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23. Recovery of expenses incurred by the State Govern 
ment .-- If any of the works or matters which in accordance with 
the covenants in that behalf hereinbefore contained are ti be 
carried or performed by the lessee / lessees be not so carried 
out or performed within the time specified in that behalf, the 
State Governmentmay cause the same to be carried out or per 
formed and the lessee / lessees shali pay the State Government on 
demand all expenses which shall be incurred in such carrying 
out r performance of the same and he decision of the State 
Government as to such expenses shall be final. 

24. Furnishing of geophysical data . - The lessee / lessees shall 
furnish : 

(a ) all geophysical data relating to mining fields or en 
gineeriig and ground water surveys, such as anomaly maps, sec 
tions, plans, structures , contournaps, ogging, collected by bim / 
them during the course of mining operations to the Director , 
Geological Survey of India , Calcutta; 

(b ) all information pertaining to investigations of radio 
active minerals collected by him / them during course of mining 
operations to the Secretary ; Department of Atomic Energy , 
New Delhi, 

Data or information referred to above shall be furnished 
every year reckoned from the date of cominencement of the 
period of the mining lease . 

PART VIII. 
THE COVENANTS OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT. 
1. Lessee /lessees may hold and enjoy rights quietly. 
The lessee / lessees paying the rents, water rate , and royalties: 
hereby. reserved and observing and performing all the co 
venants and agreements herein contained and on the part of 
lessee / lessees to be observed and performed shall and may 
quietly hoid and enjoy the rights and premises hereby demised 
for and during the term hereby granted without any unlawful 
interruption from or by the State Government, or any person 
rightfully claiming under it. 

2. Arquisition of land of third parties and compensation 
thereof.- If in accordance with the provision of Clause 4 of Part 
VII of this Schedule the lessee / lessees shall offer to pay to an 
occupier of the surface of any part of the said lands compen 
sation for any damage or injury which may arise from the 
proposed operations of the lessee /lessees and the said occupier 
shail refuse his consent to the exercise of the right and powers 
reserved to the Siate Government and demised to the lessee / 
lessees by these presents and the lessee / lessees shall report tie 
matter to the State Government and shall deposit with it the 
an.ount offered as compensation and if the Central / State 
Government are satisfied that the amount of compensation 
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offered is fair and reasonable or if it is not so satisfied and the 
lessee /lessees shall have deposited with it such further amount 
as the State and Central Governments shall consider fair and 
reasonable the State Government shall order the occupier to 
allow the lessee /lessees to enter the land and to carry out such 
operations as may be necessary for the purpose of this lease . In 
assessing the amount of such compensation the State Government 
shall be guided by the principles of the Land Acquisition Act. 

3. To renew . - Where the mining lease relates to any mineral 
not specified in the First Schedule to the Act, it shall be renew 
able for one period not exceeding the period specified in sub 
section (2 ) of section 8 , at the option of the lessee / lessees. 

Provided that the State Government may for reasons to be 
recorded in writing reduce the area applied for. 

If the lease is in respect of minerals specified in the First 
Schedule to the Act, renewal will be subject to the prior 
approval of the Central Government. 

If the lessee / lessees be desirous of taking a renewed lease of 
the premises hereby demised or of any part or parts of them for 
a further term from the expiration of the term hereby granted 
and is otherwise eligible, he / they shall prior to the expiration 
of the last mentioned term give to the State Government six 
calendar months previous notice in writing and shall pay the 
rents, rates and royalties hereby reserved and shall observe and 
perform the several covenants and agreements herein contained 
and on the part of the lessee /lessees to be observed and per 
formed up to the expiration of the term hereby granted . The 
State Government on receipt of application for renewal, shall 
consider it in accordance with rule 28 of the said rules and 
shall pass orders as it deems fit. If renewal is granted, the State 
Government will at the expense of the les.ee/lessees and upon 
his executing and delivering the State Government if required 
a counterpart thereof execute and deliver to the lessee /lessees a 
renewed lease of the said premises or part thereof for the 
further term of ........years at such rents , rates and royalties 
and on such terms and subject to such rents, rates and royalties 
and on such terms and subject to such covenants and agree 
ments , including this present covenant to renew as shall be in 
accordance with the Mineral Concession Rules, 1960, applicable 
to ... 

(name of minerals) on the day next following 
the expiration of the term hereby granted. 

. 4. Liberty to determine the lease .-The lessee / lessees may 
at any time determine this lease by giving not less than 12 
calendar months notice in writing to the State Government or 
to such officer, or authority as the State Government may specify 
in this behalf and upon the expiration of such notice provided 
that the lessee /lessees shall upon such expiration render and 
pay all rents, water rates, royalities, compensation for damages 
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and other moneys which may then be due and payable under 
these presents to the lessor or any other person or persons and 
shall deliver these presents to the State Government then this 
lease and the said term and the liberties, powers and privileges 
hereby granted shall absolutely cease and determine but 
without prejudice to any right or remedy of the lessor in respect 
of any breach of any of the covenants or agreements contained in 
these presents: 

5. Refund of security deposits. - On such date as the State 
Government may elect within 12 calender months after the 
determination of this lease or of any renewal thereof, the amount 
of the security deposit paid in respect of this lease and then 
remaining in deposit with the State Governnient and not required 
to be applied to any of the purposes mentioned in this lease 
shall be refunded to the lessee / lessees. No interest shall run on 
the security deposit. 


PART IX . 


GENERAL PROVISIONS , 
1. Obstructions to inspection . In case the lessee / lessees or 
his /their transferee / assignee does ; do not allow entry or 
inspection by the officers authorised by the Central or State 
Government under clauses (i) , (j) or ( 1) of sub-rule (1 ) of rule 
27 of said Rules , the State Government shall give notice in 
writing to the lessee / lessees requiring him /them to show cause 
within such time as may be specified in the notice why the 
lease should not be determined and his / their security deposit 
forfeited ; and if the lessee lessees fails / fail to show cause within 
the aforesaid time to the satisfaction of the State Government, 
the State Government may determine the lease and forfeit the 
whole or part of the security deposit. 

2. Penalty in case of default in payment of royalty and breach 
of covenants. - If the lessee/lessees or his / their transferee or 
assignee makes /make any default in payment of rent or water 
rate or royalty as required by section 9 of the Act or commits a 
breach of any of the conditions and covenants other than those 
referred to in clause (i) above, the State Government shall give 
notice to the lessee /lessees requiring him /them to pay the rent, 
water rate , royalty or remedy the breach , as the case may be, 
within sixty days from the date of receipt of the notice and if 
the rent, water rale and royalty are not paid or the breach is not 
remedied within such period, the Stale Government may without 
prejudice to any proceedings that may be taken against him / 
them , determine the lease and forfeit the whole or part of tho 
security deposit. 
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3. Penalty for repeated breaches of covenants. In cases of 
repeated breaches of covenants and agreements by the lessee / 
leszees for which notice has been given by the State Government 
in accordance with clauses ( 1) and (2 ) aforementioned on 
earlier occasion , the State Government without giving any 
further notice , may impose such penalty not exceeding twice the 
amount of annual dead rent specified in clause 2 Part V. 

4. Failure to fulfil the terms of leases due to " Force . 
Majeure " .- Failure on the part of the lessee /lessees to fulfil 
any of the terms and conditions of this lease shall not give the 
Central or State Government any claim against the lessee / lessoes 
or be deemed a breach of his lease , in so far as such failure is 
considered by the said Government to arise from force majeure , 
and if through force majeure the fulfilment by the lessee /lessees 
of any of the terms and conditions of this lease be delayed , the 
period of such delay shall be added to the period fixed by this 
lease . In this clause the expression " Force Majeure means Act 
of God , war, insurrection , riot, civil commotion , strike, earth 
quake, tide, storm , tidal wave , flood , lightning, explosion , fire , 
earthquake and any other happening which the lessee /lessees 
could not reasonably prevent or control. 

5. Lessee /lessees to move his/ their properties on the expiry 
of lease . The lessee / lessees having first paid and discharged the 
rents , rates and royalties payable by virtue of these presents 
inay at the expiration or sooner determination of the said term 
or within six calendar months thereafter (unless the ! ease shall 
be determined under clauses 1 and 2 of this part and in that 
case at any time not less than three calendar months notmore 
than six calendar months after such determination ) take down 
and remove for his / their own benefit all or any engines machi 
nery plant buildings structures tramways railways and other 
works erections and conveniences which may have been erected 
set up or placed by the lessee / lessees in or upon the said lands 
and which the lessee / lessees is/ are not bound to deliver to the 
State Government under clause 20 of Part VII of this Schedule 
and which the State Government shall not desire to purchase. 

6. Forfeiture of property left more than six months after 
determination of lease . - If at the end of six calendar months 
after the expiration or sooner determination of the said term 
under the provision contained in Clause 4 of Part VIII of this 
Schedule become effective there shall remain in or upon the said 
land any engines machinery plant buildings structures tramways 
railways and other work erections and conveniences or other 
property which are not required by the lessee/ lessees in connec 
tion with operations in any other lands held by him / them under 
prospecting licence or mining lease the same shall if not removed 
by the lessee /lessees within one calendar month after notice in 
writing requiring their removal has been given to the lessee / 
lessees by the State Government be deemed to become the pro 
perty of the State Government and may be sold or disposed of 
in such manner as the State Government shall deem fit without 
liability to pay any compensation or to account to the lessee / 
lessees in respect thereof. 
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7. Notices. - Every notice by these presents required to be 
given to the lessee /lessees shall be given in writing to such 
person resident on the said lands as the lessee/lessees may 
appoint for the purpose of receiving such notices and if there 
shall have been no such appointment then every such notice shall 
be sent to the lessec/ lessees by registered post addressed to the 
lessee / lessees at the address recorded in this lease or at such 
other address in India as the lessce / lessees may from time to 
tinie in writing to the State Government designate for the 
receipt of notice and every such service shall be deemed to be 
proper and valid service upon the lessee/ lessees and shall not be 
questioned or challenged by him . 

8. Immunity of State Government from liability to pay com 
pensation . - If in any event the order ; of the State Government 
are revised , reviewed or cancelled by the Central Government 
in pursuance of proceedings under Chapter VII of the Mineral 
Concession Rules, 1960, the lessee, lessees shall not be entitled to 
compensation for any loss sustained by the lessee /lessees in 
exercise of the powers and privileges conferred upon him / them 
by these presents.

The parties hereto having come to a settlement on the matters 
covered by the above reference as well as on all outstanding disputes bet 
ween them , pray that the Honourable Tribunal may be pleased to take the 
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award in respect of the matters covered by the reference in terms of the 
agreement set out hereunder which is the settlement reached between 
the parties : 

Terms of Settlement 
1. Scales of Basic Pay. — The following scales of basic pay will be 
introduced with effect from the 1st April 1959 : 
A. Clerks: 
( a ) Grade I - Rs. 100-10-180 EB - 15-300-20-360. 

Grade II — Rs. 60-5-115 EB -7-150-10-210 . 
Note . - Graduates, if appointed to Grade II, will be started at Rs. 75 . 
B. Tea Boys working in Cochin : 

Rs. 35-145-4244 (EB -242-55-3-76 . 
C. " Peons, Watchmen and Cleaners : 

Rs. 30-1-35-2-55|EB -3-70. 
D. Sweepers: Rs. 20-1-35 . 
E. Drivers : Rs. 45-2-65-3-77 EB-3-86. 

Fitment of Clerks 
The employees will be fitted in to the above scales as on 1-4-1959 , 
the pay that they were drawing on 1-4-1959 including the increment 
they got on 1-4-1959 as per the then existing increments, being the basis 
on which they will be fitted in to the new grades mentioned above. 
After they are so fitted in , an increment in the new grades will be given 
to all such employees who do not get the benefit of an amount equivalent 
to the increments in the various grades as a result of the fitment.

as on 1-4-1959 , Rs. 242 will be added before they are Sitted in to the new 
grades. Thereafter they will also be given an increment in the new 
grade subject to the qualification mentioned above. 

To the basic salary drawn by Sri K. T. Abraham on 1-4-1959 will be 
added Rs. 6 before he is fitted in to the new grades. Since he gets the 
benefit of more than Rs. 5 by fitment alone, he will not be given the 
additional increment on 1-4-1959. 

The above mentioned six employees will be paid for every month

Except in cases of extreme emergency and under the advice of the 
Company s Doctor, expenses incurred in respect of outside Doctors will 
not be paid by the Company . Similarly no medicine bill will be paid by 
the Company unless such medicines are "prescribed by the Company s 
Doctor before they are purchased. 

11. Provident Fund.- Sri Raghavan and Sri George : 
These employees will be given the benefit of the provident fund scheme in 
existence in the Company from the day from which they have become 
eligible for being admitted to the scheme and the Company will make 
its contribution provided the employees pay in their contribution first. 
In case the employees are desirous of paying their contributions only 
from any specified date, the Company will also contribute only from 
that date. 

12. Notwithstanding what is mentioned above, the existing privileges, 
if any, in the Company will be continued. 

13. Notice regarding holidays and any important communication which 
has to be brought to the notice of the employees will be published on 
the Notice Board of the Company . 

14. No Willingdon Island allowance be payable from the date of 
this agreement to any category of any employees . 

15. This agreement will remain in force till such time as agreements 
are concluded after 31-12-1960 in concerns comparable to Forbes, Ewart 
and Figgis Private Ltd., and situate in the Cochin area. When such 
settlements are concluded, a further agreement generally on the lines 
of those agreements will be concluded between the parties hereto for a 
further period of 3 years from the date of the agreement so concluded . 

16. Bonus.Disputes regarding the bonus payable for the years 
1958-59 and 1959-60 are still pending. The dispute regarding first of 
the above years is now pending adjudication before the Industrial Tri 
bunal, Ernakulam in I.D. No. 20 of 1960 and in the latter year is pend 
ing conciliation proceedings before the Deputy Labour Officer. These 
disputes are now being settled by this agreement by the Company agree 
ing to pay an additional half month s earnings for each of the two years, 
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The calculation will be made on the same basis as was done when 4 
months each was paid for the two years that is by taking into consi 
deration the emoluments the employees were receiving in those respec 
tive years without taking into consideration the effect of the introduction 
of new scales of basic pay and dearness allowance by this agreement. 
A final settlement will be filed in I.D. No. 20 of 1960 praying that an 
award in terms of this settlement will be made. 

17. Velamma. - In view of the general settlement reached on all 
outstanding issues, the Company agrees to pay an ex -gratia amount of 
Rs. 4,500 to the dismissed employee Velamma, the case regarding whom 
is now pending in writ application before the High Court as O.P. No. 611 
of 1959 . A petition incorporating the terms of the settlement will be 
filed in the High Court in the above O.P. 

18. The union agrees to withdraw all the Section 33A petitions now 
pending before the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam , in I.D. No. 31 of 
1959. The union also agrees that the new scales of pay and dearness 
allowance will not be applicable to the overtime wages paid and payable 
up to the date of signing this joint Memorandum of Settlement. 

19. In view of the settlement on all matters , the Company agrees to 
treat the application for half days leave as leave only for half a day and 
to calculate the available leave for the employees concerned in that 
manner. It is agreed that the granting of leave will always be at the 
discretion of the company depending on the exigencies of the situation and 
only if the Company is satisfied that the application is bona fide 
and reasonable will leave be granted The employees realise 
the importance of not disrupting the working of the concern 
and agree that they 

will not make unnecessary applications 
for leave. The Company will consider each application on the merits 
and will have no objection to grant leave even for half a day if the 
merits of the case justify such course. 

20. The question of overtime for drivers and cleaners which forms 
the subject matter of I.D. No. 3 of 1960 will be discussed later on 
between the parties . 

21. All other demands made on the Company and all pending disputes 
which have not been specifically dealt with above are hereby withdrawn 
by the employees and the Union. 

22. Payments due as per this settlement will be made on or before 
the 30th November, 1960 .

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to 
me by Government for adjudication under Section 30 ( 1 ) ( c ) of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act of 1947 ( Central Act XIV of 1947 ) by Order No.36182 
L2|59-2|L & LAD dated 24-7-1959. The question referred for adjudication 
relates to : 

" Refusal of the management to appoint Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai 
as a monthly paid weigher in the factory." 

The case put forward by the Union in their statement is the follow 
ing : 

Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai was a weigher of kernals in the Factory for 
more than one year from the end of 1956. There was a dispute between 
the staff of various Cashew Factories and their employers and the same 
was adjudicated by the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum . The award of 
that dispute ( I.D. No. 46156) was published on 10-12-1957. In the award 
the weighers are granted a monthly scale of Rs. 30-1-35-214-50 and a 
flat increase of Rs. 10 and D.A. of Rs. 25. Till 31st December, 1957 
Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai was doing weighing work and this was marked 
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in his attendance card . Knowing that Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai has to be 
paid the wage rates as per the award, on 1-1-1958 the management 
transferred him to maicad section , and another maicad worker was posted 
for weighing kernals and granted new scales of pay to the fresh worker. 
There is no justification for the transfer of Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai as 
maicad worker: The fresh worker (weigher ) is a relative of the factory 
manager. The management is not at all fair in their action. 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed granting Sri Gopala 
krishna Pillai monthly scale of Rs. 30-1-35-24-50 and the flat increment 
of Rs. 10 and D.A., of Rs. 25 and subsequent due increments from the 
date on which the award was enforced . 

In the reply statement filed by the Management the following con . 
tentions are raised : 

The dispute in question is not an industrial dispute and hence this 
Court has no jurisdiction to consider the matter. The claim put forward 
by Gopalakrishna Pillai for the place of weigher of kernals, is bogus. 
He is a malcad employed for drawing and supplying water. From June 
1956 up to the timewhen processing was stopped that year, one Chandra 
sekharan Pillai was the weigher: During this period Gopalakrishna Pillai 
was employed as a worker in the selection section . On 18-2-1957 when 
processing started that year Chandrasekhara Pillai was sent to the shell 
ing section and Gopalakrishna Pillai was temporarily engaged as weigher 
in the former s place. This arrangement lasted for only about three and a 
half months after which Chandrasekhara Pillai- had to return as weigher 
due to the appointment of one Kumaran as maistry in the shelling section . 
Then Gopalakrishna Pillai was posted as maicad for drawing and supply . 
ing water. During the temporary period above mentioned when Gopala 
krishna Pillai was engaged as a weigher, he was issued card to that 
effect . But due to the inadvertance of the cashier of the factory , even 
after Gopalakrishna Pillai ceased to act as weigher, his card was continued 
as that of weigher. Moreover in 1957 there was no distinction between 
a weigher and a maicad. The above circumstances are clarified by the 
cashier as per his explanation dated 18-5-1959 . Except the temporary 
acting work mentioned above, Gopalakrishna Pillal has never attended 
to the work of weigher at all. Gopalakrishna Pillai is not entitled to the 
benefits of award ( I.D. 46 |56 ) in as much as he was not a weigher 
at all. Moreover the said award is applicable only to weighing iaistries. 
The management has not granted any new scale of pay to any fresh 
worker. Without knowing whom the Union.refers to as " fresh worker " 
it is not possible to say whether the manager is related to that person . 
If the reference is about Chandrasekhara Pillai, he is not related to 
the manager. Above all, the present weigher is senior to Gopalakrishna 
Pillai in every respect . Gopalakrishna Pillai is not entitled to the scale 
of pay , Aat increment and dearness allowance claimed by the Union . He 
is entitled to get only the remuneration of a maicad, which he is getting 
now . He is not entitled to any of the reliefs claimed by the Union .” 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed upholding the conten 
tions of the Management . 

The Union has filed a rejoinder reiterating the allegations in their 
statement and controverting, the contentions of the Management. The 
Union further adds that this is an industrial dispute and this .Court has 
jurisdiction to adjudicate upon the same, 
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The issue that arise for determination are:-- 
( 1 ) Is the refusal of the management to appoint Sri Gopalakrishna 

Pillai as á monthly paid weigher in the factory Justified or not ? 
(2 ) In either case to what relief is he entitled ? 

Issue No. 1. - Before passing a verdict on the justifiability or other 
wise of the management s refusal to appoint Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai as 
a weigher , I must decide the question whether Gopalakrishna Pillal or 
Chandrasekharan Pillai was doing the weigher s work on the crucial date 
when the Award in I.D. No. 46 of 1956 came into force. The above 
award of the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum , admittedly came into force. 
on the 10th December 1957. 

Necessarily and naturally it is 
the person who was actually doing the weigher s work must be 
given the benefit under the award Irrespective of seniority or duration of 
service in the particular work. According to the management it was 
Chandrasekharan Pillai (EW1) who was doing the work and hence he 
was given the benefit. But the union s case is that as a matter of 
fact it was. Gopalakrishna Pillai who was actually doing the weigler s 
work, when the award was published , but the management deprived him 
to the benefit and favoured Chandrasekharan Pillai. Mr. T. K. Divakaran , 
President of the Union , fairly conceded that in the matter of general 
seniority Chandrasekharan Pillai is having a higher rank than 
Gopalakrishna Pillai but according to him that is not the criterion to 
be looked into in implementing the said award . There is considerable 
force in the above contention and it has therefore to prevail in the circun 
stances of this case. The decision therefore depends upon the question 
as to who was actually doing the work of the weigher on the 10th Decem 
ber 1957 . 

The oral evidence regarding the point leads me nowhere. The oggrieved 
worker as WW1 swears that right from the time when processing was 
started in 1957 upto the time when the award in question took effect, 
he was doing the weigher s work . He is supported in his version by 
WW2 another worker in the factory. As against this there is also oral 
evidence on the side of the management. EW1 is Chandrasekharan Pillai, 
the rival of the aggrieved worker. He would depose that he was attend . 
ing to the weigher s work throughout in 1936 and when processing was 
started February 1957, he was temporarily posted in the shelling section 
for three months during which time Gopalakrishna Pillal was acting as 
weigher in his place. He would also say that the resumed his work as 
weigher after three months and ever after he is the weigher there . EW2 
the peeling clerk in the factory and EW3 the manager of the factory 
swear in like terms. Therefore everything must depend upon the avalla 
ble documentary evidence in the case. On the side of the union Exts . W1 
to 6 are produced. Ext. Wi is the card issued by the management for 
June 1957 and Exts . W2 to 4 are the cards for the months of May, 
November and December 1957 respectively . Ext W5 is the leave book 
issued by the management for the period up io the end of September 1957. 
In all the above documents Gopalakrishna Pillal has been designated as 
weigher. On the strength of the above documents it is urged by the 
union that these documents are conclusive as against the management 
and that the latter cannot be heard to contend against the tenor of 
these documents . The management contends that Gopalakrishna Pillai 


ceased to attend to the work of the weigher from the middle of May . 
1957 and thereafter he was doing the work of maicad but the cashier 
concerned inadvertently continued the card as before. It is also argued 
that the whole edifice of the union s case is built upon this mistaken 
issue of card . The management has produced Ext. E3 the explanation 
of the cashier to prove the above fact. At the same time, the union 
has produced Ext. W6 which would nullify the effect of Ext. E3. Now 
the management lays much stress on Exts . E1, E1( a ), E2 nd E2 ( a ) . 
Exts . E2 and 2 ( a ) are the cards by the management to Chandrasekharan 
Pillai for the year 1956 wherein he is designated as weigher . It may be 
true that Chandrasekharan Pillai might have done that work in 1956 es 
pecially when Gopalakrishna Pillai has no case that he was doing the 
work then . But that would not entitle Chandrasekharan Pillai to the 
benefits arising out of the award, unless he was doing that particular 
work , when the award came into force. Ext. El and E1 ( a ) are respec 
tively the membership receipt and monthly subscription receipt issued by 
the union to Chandrasekhara Pillai. These receipts bear the date 2-12-1957 
and in both these receipts Chandrasekhara Pillai is designated as weigher. 
My attention was also drawn to the following statement of WW1 
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On the strength of Exts . El and E1 ( a ) and the above statement it is 
strenuously contended by the management s counsel that it could be 
clearly seen that Chandrasekhara Pillai was doing the weigher s work 
in December 1957 and the very union which issued Exts . El and E1 ( a ) 
cannot be allowed to canvass the correctness of the particulars contained 
in these documents . But above all the fact remains that in deciding the 
nature of the work done by a particular employee the card issued by the 
management has to be given more weight than anything else, because 
that is the very purpose for which cards are issued by the management 
and is also the surer test to decide the point at issue. It is significant 
to note that the management which is alleged to have called upon the 
cashier to explain his conduct, has not taken any action against that 
employee. If as a matter of fact, he was in the wrong, I am sure, he 
would not have found a place there even now . Weighing the evidence 
on either side as matters stand, I hold that Gopalakrishna Pillai was 
doing the weigher s work , when the award in question came into force. 
It follows therefore that the refusal of the management to appoint Gopala 
krishna Pillai as a monthly paid employee is quite unjustitied . Issue found 
accordingly . 

Issue No. 2 .--- The question arises as to whether the worker is entitled 
to get arrears in the difference of the wages. Considering the facts and 
circumstances of this case and the union s own conduct in issuing Exts . El 
and E1 (a ) receipts and taking into account the fact that the manage 
ment had to face strike and suffer loss , I think that I must refuse any 
thing as arrears by way of difference in wagas. Moreover the concilla 
tion file called for at the instance of the management shows that this 


dispute had a chequered career in as much as it was raked up several 
times. The delay so caused should not be taken advantage of by the 
union . I therefore only declare that Sri Gopalakrishna Pillai is entitled 
to get monthly wages with effect from the date, when this award comes 
into force and refuse to award any arrears . 

In the result, I pass an award as indicated above . The parties shall 
bear their respective costs. This will come into force on the expiry of 
30 days from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette under 
section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

2. The parties settled all their disputes which are the 
subject matter of this dispute as well as I. D. 40.31 of 1959. The 
question of bonus was also compromised and a Memorandum of 
Settlement was filed on 15-11-1960. According to this Memoran 
dum the Management agreed to pay half month s earnings as 
additional bonus for the year 1958-59 and they have also agreed 
regarding how earnings should be calculated . Hence I find the 
issue accordingly . 

This award comes into effect from 15-11-1960 .

This industrial dispute between the above parties was 
refer ed to me by Government for adjudication under Section 
10 ( 1 ) (c ) of the In ustrial Disputes Act of 1947 ( Central Ac: XIV 
of 1947)by Order No. 36133/ L2/ 59-1 / L & LAD dated 30-6-1959 . 
The question referred for adjudication relates to 
" Relusal of employment to Chandran Pillai, Clerk and 

Kunju Panicker and Arumughom Chettiar, Roasting 

workers. " 
G. 3922 
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The case put forth by the Unions in their joint statement is 
the following : - 

The management has been running cashew factories for the 
last 14 years . As usual the factories at Kottamukku and Kolloor 
vila were closed at the end of December 1958. Sri. Chandran 
Pillaiwas a clerk employed by the management from March , 
1949. In 1958 when an award concerning the staff of various 
cashew factories came into force the revised scale was not 
extended to Sri. Chandran Pillai. Hence he complained about 
this through the Union and subsequently at the instance of the 
Association , he was granted an enhancement of Rs. 15 per 
mensem On 10-10-58 he was transferred to Kottamukku 
factory and he worked there till the end of January , 1959. On 
2nd February when the Kolloorvila factory again re -opened , 
Sri. Chandran Pillai, as usual went for work . He was refused 
employment and salary for January . Even though he presented 
for work several days, he was not given work . 

· Kunju Panicker and Arumugham Chettiar were roasters in 
the Kolloorvila factory . Kunju Panicker was given work on 
2nd February when the factory re - opened. From 3rd February, 
he was refused employment without any reason . Sri Chettiar 
was an old employee in the factory . He was refused employment 
on the plea that the number of bags roasted are too low . The 
management had agreed that he would be re-employed when the 
number of bags roasted increased. But he was not given work 
even after the volume of work increased . 

All the three workers concerned were never given any 
notice nor were intimated the reasons for their refusal of em 
ployment. No allegations were raised against them and were 
proved. The only reason for their denial of employment was 
that they were active trade union members . The denial of em 
ployment is thoroughly u : justifiable and illegal. 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed reinstating 
the workers concerned with full back wages. 

In the reply statement filed by the Management the follow 
ing contentions are raised: 

The Management has not been running cashew factories in 
Quilon for 14 years as alleged . The Kerala Produce Exporting 
Company , Quilon came into being only in January , 1957. It is 
true that the sole proprietor of the said company was one of the 
partners of The Oriental Exporters, Quilon . That firm wound 
up their business in 1955. Their assets were sold by theGovern 
ment by public auction under the Revenue Recovery Act for 
realising accumulated arrears of sales tax and were purchased 
by Sri. S. Annamalai Reddiar in September , 1956. The rights 
under the Revenue sales were purchased by the present owner 
in January, 1957. The factories had been closed down by the 
original owners after discharging all their workers and settling 
their accounts . The new Management started work in the 
factories as a new venture. 
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The management started work in the Kolloorvila factory on 
a small scale on 8th April, 1957 as a temporary and more or less 
experimental enterprise . A few days afterwards , grading and 
packing was started in the Kottamukku factory . Both the 
factories closed down their work on 28th November , 1957. The 
workmen of the two factories were discharged and they were 
given one month s notice or wages for the deficient period of 
notice . 

The management started work in the Kolloorvila factory on 
14-4-58, and in the Kottamukku factory a few days later. 
Although the workmen discharged in November 1957 had no 
right to claim work in the factories, the management entertained 
most of them as new employees. The Kolloorvila factory worked 
upto 15-12-58 and the Kottamukku factory upto 20-12-58 . All 
the workmen who were employed in April, 1958 were finally 
discharged in December, 1958. The management incurred a 
heavy loss of Rs. 16,169 / 01 in 1958 which is about Rs. 4,000 
more than what they had invested in cash , the rest being 
borrowed working capital. Hence the management decided to 
limit the number of employees to the barest workable minimum . 

Sri. Chandran Pillai was employed as a temporary hand in 
April, 1958 and discharged in December , 1958. The management 
implemented the Award in September , 1958 when all the other 
cashew factories began to implement it. It was extended to 
Sri. Chandran Pillai also. No distinction was drawn between 
him and other employees . The management denies that 
Sri. Chandran Pillai worked in the Kottamukku factory till the 
end of January, 1959. He was discharged on 31st December , 
1958. It is not true that Sri. Chandran Pillai reported for work . 
in the Kolloorvila factory on 2nd February 1959 and that he was 
refused work . He did not present himself for work on any day 
either at Kolloorvila or at Kottamukku. Sri. Chandran Pillai s 
service had been finally terminated on 31-12-58. His work in 
1957 and 1958 were far from satisfactory and he had been warned 
several times . But he did not show any improvement. The 
management was forced to make drastic economies in the 
expenses as 1958 working showed a huge loss. His services were 
found redundant as the management were satisfied that the work 
could be carried on even without him or anybody else in his 
place. 

Sri. Arumugam Chettiar has never been a worker either as 
a roaster or otherwise under themanagement. 

Sri. Kunju Panicker was a roaster in the Kolloorvila factory 
under themanagement in 1957 and 1958. He worked for 181 
days in 1957 as a temporary roaster and was discharged on 
28-11-1957. He was given fresh employment in 1958 as a 
temporary worker on 22-4-58 . He worked for 189 days in 1958 
and was discharged on 15-12-58 after full and final settlement of 
accounts. He had no claim to get work . His work was very 
unsatisfactory in 1957 and 1958 and he was given several 
warnings. But he did not show any improvement. He was too 
Id and physically unfit for work , and so his co-workers(roasters ) 


complained that they could not work with him . Out of con 
sideration for him and at his reque- t, his son was given work as 
a roa ter. It is really a case of retirement on account of super 
annuation and physical incapacity , in avuur of his son who has 
been employed in his place. 

The management emphatically denies the allegation that the 
non -employment of Sri. Chandran Pillai ard Sri Kunju 
Panicker in 1959 is in the nature of victimisa ion . T. the 
knowledge of the management, the emplo : ee cor erned ha e 
not taken part in any tr. de union activity . The man geot 
has not bee 1 in any way ho lile to the trade un on activit es of 
their workmen . Tre non.e nployme t of the 3 workmen is 
ne ther illegal nor unjustifiable. They are not e ti led to any 
reliefs. 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed upholding 
the contentions ol the management. 

The Unions have fled a rejoir der reiterating the allega 
tions in their statemeat and controverting the contentions of 
the Management. 

The issues that arise for determination are : - 
( 1 ) Is the refusal of employmert to Chandran Pillai, 

Clerk , and I unju Panicker and Arumughom Chettiar, 

Roastirg workers, ju : tified or not ? 
(2 ) To what ieliets are they entit ed in either case ? 

For the sake of convenience I shall proceed to deal with 
the case of these workers one by one. 
Issue No.1: -CHANDRAN PILLAI: 

Admittedly the worker was serving the management for 
1957 and 1958. According to the management this worker was 
di charged by the end of 1958 terminating all the erplorer . 
employee relationship But the Union s contention is that 
Sri. Chandran Pillai was working in t e Kottamukku factory 
till the end of January 1959 and when the work was nesumed 
in the Kolloorvila factory te went there but he was denied 
work . Further the Union as got a case that this Chandran 
Pillai was working from 1919 but according to the management 
the piese nt management started business as a new venture and 
the Kerala Produce Exporting Company. Qilin has nothing 
to do with the previous mana " ement. On the basis of Exts . 
E24 to 26 it is contended on behalf of the management that the 
present business is an entirely new one and for all pra tical 
and legal purposes it should be deeined to have bee started 
only in 1957. But tte Union conterds with equal force that 
the revenue recovery proceedings were brought about with a 
view to defeat the just claims of the workers and that 
Sri Annamal Reddiar whose name appears as the bidd r is 
only a name lender. From the facts a d circumstances r.vealed 
in this case it could be clearly seen that this is ocly a colour 
able arrangement by the present proprietor to screen tre 
factory and its assets from several clains including tha of the 
workers. On the basis of Exis . El and 2 it is poined out that 
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He says 


Chandran Pillai was discharged in 1997 and enter a ne 1 in 1978 
a , a fres i orker and a lain dishar elby the ed of thit y ar .

This only shows that after having managed to obtain Exts EI & 
receipts the employer is now tryin to evade his liability . The 
employer has sworn “ 1959. 0912.7 mg doel 3000, cum a97 
2.087276 2112100 350D " There is no k : owing as to the 
basis on which the employer chose the require i number of 
workers. Even if he had determined to reduce the numb r of 
workers he can do it only on the principle of last coine first go . 
It is not the case of the employer that Chan iran Pilla ! was 
junior to those who were employed that year. On the other 
hand , the employer says that Chan Iran Pillai did not present 
hinselt for wo k . But Chandran Pillsi deposes that he orked 
till the end of January 1959 in the Kotta nukku fa tory and 
presented himself for work on the very day on which work was 
started in Kulloorvila factory. It is significant to no! e that the 
man igement could not agree to give him employment for the 
reason that his services were termina el and that his past 
conduct was not satisfactory. The management has produced 
certain documents also to prove his past conduct. But those 
documents are not relevant for considering the issue involved in 
the case in as much as the inanag_ment has not proceeded 
against him for the alleged miscondut. For the reasons stated 
above I hold th - t the management refused to give work to 
Chandran Pulai and that the said refusal is quite unjustified and 
arbitrary. 
KUNJU PANICKER : 

The case of this worker also is similar to that of Chandran 
Pillai. Kunju Panicker , as WW2, has deposed that he was given 
work on 2nd February 1959 (the day on which work was nesuined 
tnat year ) and that he was refused work fri m 3.d February 1939 . 
He ha got 10 yea s of service in the factory. In his case also 
the management contends that he was discharged by the end of 
the year 19.8 . The employer stys " 1355.cd Gowos 11.07 34 
0 0 .

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oso moeilosomas atoomlc amomlamo ". It is not the case of the 
employer that when he decided to reduce the number of work 
men due to the exigencies of his business, this worker was kept 
out on the principle of last come first go . The employer cannot 
bank upon the alleged complaint from the co -workers . If Kunju 
Panicker was in any way guilty of any misconduct the employer 
could have legally proceeded against him . I have already found 
that the present business could be deemed to be only a con 
tinuation of " the Oriental Exporters , Quilon " . Admittedly the 
employer has not paid any compensation to the worker, when he 
was alleged to have been discharged in the year 1958. I there 
fore hold that the refusal of employment to Kunju Panicker also 
is quite arbitrary and unjustified . 
ARUMUGHOM CHETTIAR : - 

This worker has not admittedly worked in 1957 or 1958. 
His case seems to be that he worked till the factory was closed 
due to the financial crisis and that when the work was resumed 
in 1957, he approached the employer and that the employer has 
promised to engage him when the volume of work increases. 
It is clear that the alleged demand for work and the alleged 
promise is only a ruse . After having abandoned work for a 
long period , this worker is only making an attempt to get work . 
I therefore hold that absolutely no refusal of employment is 
involved in the case of this worker and if the emploper has 
refused work , it is perfectly justified . 
Issue No. 2 : 

In view of my finding on issue No. 1, it follows that 
Chandran Pillai and Kunju Panicker are entitled to be reinstated 
in the service of the management, and I order accordingly . 
Taking into consideration the facts and circumstances of this 
case , I award only half back wages . 

In the result , I pass an award as indicated above. Both 
parties shall bear their respective costs . This will take effect 
on the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette under Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act .

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ZULES OF PROCEDURE AND CONDUCT OF BUSINESS 

IN THE KERALA LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 


CHAPTER I 


Short Title and Definitions 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) These Rules may be 
called " the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in the 
Kerala Legislative Assembly." . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date on which they 
are published in the Gazette . 
2. Definitions.- ( 1 ) In these rules, 

" Assembly " means the Kerala Legislative Assembly ; 
" Bulletin " means the bulletin of th Assembly contain 

ing ( a ) a brief record of the proceedings of the 
Assembly at each of its sittings and ( b ) information 
on any matter relating to or connected with the busi 
ness of the Assembly or other matter which in the 

opinion of the Speaker may be included therein ; 
" Constitution " means the Constitution of India ; 
" Finance Minister" means the Minister in charge of 

Finance and includes any Minister performing the 

functions of the Finance Minister ; 
" Gazette" means the Kerala Government Gazette ; 
" Legislature Committee " means a Committee which is 

appointed or elected by the Assembly or nominated 
by the Speaker and which works under the direction 
of the Speaker and presents its report to the Assembly 

or to the Speaker ; 
" Member " means a member of the Assembly ; 
" Member in charge of the Bill" means in the case of a 

Government Bill, any Minister , and in any other case , 

the member who has introduced the Bill; 
"Minister " means a member of the Council of Ministers ; 
" Precincts of the Assembly " means and includes the 

Chamber, the Lobby, the Galleries and such other 

places as the Speaker may from time to time specify ; 
" Private members means a member other than a 

Minister ; 
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Secretary " means the Secretary to the Assembly and 
includes any person for the time being performing the 
duties of the Secretary ; 
" Session " means the whole period from the time when 

the Assembly meets to the time when it is prorogued ; 
" Table" means the Table of the Assembly . 

( 2 ) Words and expressions used in the Constitution and 
also in these Rules shall, unless the context otherwise requires, 
have the meanings assigned to them in the Constitution . 

( 3 ) In the computation of " clear days" , Sundays and holi 
days are not excluded , but the day of the meeting and the day 
of receipt of notice by the Secretary are excluded . 


CHAPTER II 


Summons to Members , Seating, Oath or 

Affirmation and Roll of Members 
3. Summons to members.-- The Secretary shall issue Sum 
mons to each member specifying the date, time and place for a 
Session of the Assembly : 


Provided that when a session is called emergently , sum 
mons may not be issued to each member separately but an 
announcement of the date and place of the session shall be 
published in the Gazette and made in the press and themembers 
may be informed by telegram . 

4. Seating of members. — The members shall sit in such order 
as the Speaker may determine. 


5. Oath or Affirmation . — A member who has not already 
made and subscribed an oath or affirmation in pursuance of 
Article 188 of the Constitution , may do so at the commence 
ment of a sitting of the Assembly or at any other time of the 
sitting of the Assembly, as the Speaker may direct on any 
day after giving previous notice in writing to the Secretary. 
: 6 . Roll of members. There shall be a Roll of Members of 
the Assembly which shall be signed in the presence of the 
Secretary by every member, before taking his seat. 
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CHAPTER III 


Election of Speaker and Deputy Speaker and Nomination 

of Panel of Chairmen 


7. Election of the Speaker by the Assembly .- ( 1) The elec 
tion of a Speaker shall be held on such date as the Governor 
may fix , and the Secretary shall send to every member notice 
of the date so fixed . 


( 2 ) At any time before noon on the day preceding the date 
so fixed , any member may give notice in writing addressed to 
the Secretary nominating another member for election as the 
Speaker of the Assembly and the notice shall be seconded by 
a third member and shall also be accompanied by the consent 
in writing of the nominee agreeing to serve as Speaker, if 
elected : 


Provided that a member shall not second a nomination 
proposing his own name or propose or second more than one 
nomination . 


(3 ) The person presiding shall read out to the Assembly 
the names of the members who have been duly nominated 
together with those of their proposers and seconders and if 
only one member has been so nominated , shall declare that 
member to be elected . If more than one member have been 
so nominated the Assembly shall proceed to elect a Speaker by 
ballot. 


( 4 ) For the purposes of sub-rule ( 3 ) a member shall not 
be deemed to have been duly nominated or be entitled to vote 
if he and his proposer and seconder have not, before the read 
ing out of the names by the person presiding, made the oath 
or affirmation as members of the Assembly . 

(5 ) Where more than two candidates have been nominated 
and at the first ballot no candidate obtains more votes than the 
aggregate votes obtained by the other candidates the candidate 
who has obtained the smallest number of votes shall be ex 
cluded from the election and balloting shall proceed, the candi 
date obtaining the smallest number of votes at each ballot 
being excluded from the election , until one candidate obtains 
more votes than the remaining candidate or than the aggregate 
votes of the remaining candidates as the case may be. 
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(6 ) Where at any ballot any of two or more candidates 
obtain an equal number of votes and one of them has to be 
excluded from the election under sub -rule (5 ) , the determina 
tion of the candidate who is to be excluded as between the 
candidates whose votes are equal shall be by drawing of lots 
in such manner as the person presiding may decide. 


( 7 ) If a vacancy in the office of Speaker occurs during the 
life of the Assembly , a fresh election shall be held in accordance 
with the procedure hereinbefore mentioned . 


8. Election of Deputy Speaker. ( 1 ) The election of a 
Deputy Speaker shall be held on such date as the speaker may 
fix , and the Secretary shall send to every member notice of 
the date so fixed . 


( 2 ) At any time before noon on the day preceding the date 
so fixed , any member may give notice in writing addressed to 
the Secretary nominating another member for election as the 
Deputy Speaker of the Assembly , and the notice shall be second 
ed by a third member and shall also be accompanied by the 
consent in writing of the nominee agreeing to serve as Deputy 
Speaker, if elected : 

Provided that a member shall not second a nomination 
proposing his own name or propose or second more than one 
nomination . 


( 3 ) The Speaker shall read out to the Assembly the names 
of the members who have been duly nominated together with 
those of their proposers and seconders, and if only one member 
has been so nominated , shall declare that member to be elected . 
If more than one member have been so nominated the Assem 
bly shall proceed to elect a Deputy Speaker by ballot. 

( 4 ) The provisions of sub-rules ( 4 ) , (5 ) and (6 ) of Rule 
7 shall apply to such election . 


(5 ) If a vacancy in the office of Deputy Speaker occurs 
during the life of an Assembly, a fresh election shall be held in 
accordance with the procedure hereinbefore mentioned . 

9. Panel of Chairmen . — At the commencement of every 
session of the Assembly , the Speaker shall nominate from 
amongst the members of the Assembly a panel of not more than 
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three Chairmen any one of whom may preside over the Assem 
bly in the absence of the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker and 
in such circumstances as may be directed by the Speaker or, 
in his absence, by the Deputy Speaker. 

10. Powers of person presiding . – The Deputy Speaker or 
any other member competent to preside over a sitting of the 
Assembly under the Constitution or these rules shall , when so 
presiding, have the same powers as the Speaker when so pre 
siding and all references to the Speaker in these Rules, shall 
in these circumstances be deemed to be references to any such 
person so presiding . 


CHAPTER IV 


Sittings of the Assembly 
11 . When is sitting of the Assembly duly constituted . — A 
sitting of the Assembly is duly constituted when it is presided 
over by the Speaker or other member competent to preside over 
a sitting of the Assembly under the Constitution or these Rules . 

12. Time of meeting. - Sittings of the Assembly shall , sub 
ject to the direction of the Speaker , ordinarily commence at 
8 a . m ., and conclude at 1 p.m., without interval, except on 
Fridays . On Fridays the Assembly shall commence at 8 a.m., 
and conclude at 12.30 p . m . 

13. Sittings of the Assembly .- ( 1) The Assembly shall sit on 
such days as the Speaker , having regard to the state of busi 
ness of the Assembly , may, from time to time, direct. 

( 2 ) Unless the Assembly otherwise determines , there 
shall be no sittings on Saturdays , Sundays and other public 
holidays . 

14. Adjournment of Assembly . — The Speaker shall deter 
mine the time when a sitting of the Assembly shall be ad 
journed sine die or to a day or hour or part of the same day : 

Provided that the Speaker may, if he thinks fit, call a sit 
ting of the Assembly before the date or time to which it has 
been adjourned or at any time after the Assembly has been 
adjourned sine die. 
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CHAPTER V 


Governor s Address and Messages to the Assembly 
15. Discussion of the matters referred to in the Governor s 
Address under Article 176 of the Constitution .- ( 1 ) The 
Speaker in consultation with the Leader of the House and the 
Leader of the Opposition shall allot time for the discussion 
of the matters referred to in the Governor s Address under 
Article 176 of the Constitution . 

( 2 ) The Assembly shall be at liberty to discuss the matters 
referred to in such Address on a motion of thanks moved by 
the Leader of the House or any other member authorised by 
him . The motion shall be seconded . 

( 3 ) Amendments may be moved to such motion of thanks 
in such form as may be considered appropriate by the Speaker . 
Notice of such amendments may be given before such time as 
may be fixed by the Speaker. 

( 4 ) The Chief Minister or any other Minister whether he 
has previously taken part in the discussion or not, shall on 
behalf of the Government have a general right of explaining the 
position of the Government at the end of the discussion and 
the Speaker may fix the hour by which the discussion shall 
conclude. 

(5 ) The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, prescribe, after 
taking the sense of the Assembly, a time- limit for speeches , 

(6 ) When the motion is adopted , with or without amend 
ment , it shall be presented to the Governor by the Speaker . 

( 7 ) The Speaker shall report to the Assembly the 
Governor s reply . 

16. Governor s Address under Article 175 ( 1) of the Consti 
tution . The Speaker may allot time for the discussion of the 
matters referred to in the Governor s Address under Article 
175 ( 1 ) of the Constitution . 

17. Messages by the Governor - Where a message from the 
Governor to the Assembly under Article 175 ( 2 ) of the Consti 
tution is received by the Speaker, he shall read the message to 
the Assembly and give necessary directions regarding the pro 
cedure to be followed for the consideration of the matters re 
ferred to in the message. In giving such directions, the Speaker 
shall have power to suspend or vary the rules to such extent 
as may be necessary . 
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CHAPTER VI 


Arrangement of Business 
18. Arrangement of Government business. - On days allotted 
for the transaction of Government business , the Secretary shall 
arrange that business in such order as the Speaker, in consulta 
tion with the Leader of the House, may determine: 

Provided that such order of business shall not be varied 
on the day that business is set down for disposal unless the 
Speaker is satisfied that there is sufficient ground for such 
variation . 

19. Allotment of time for private members business and 
precedence of business. The last two and a half hours of a 
sitting on Friday shall be allotted for the transaction of private 
members business : 

Provided that the Speaker may allot different Fridays for 
the disposal of different classes of such business and on 
Fridays so allotted for any particular class of business , busi 
ness of that class shall have precedence : 

Provided further that the speaker may, in consultation 
with the Leader of the House and the Leader of the Opposi 
tion allot any day other than a Friday for the transaction of 
private members business : 

Provided further that if there is no sitting of the Assembly 
on a Friday , the Speaker may direct that two and a half hours 
on any other day in the week may be allcited for private 
members business. 

20. Precedence of private members Bills.- ( 1 ) The rela 
tive precedence of notices of Bills given by private members 
shall be determined by ballot to be held in accordance with 
the orders made by the Speaker on such day as the Speaker 


may direct. 


( 2 ) On a day allotted for the disposal of private members 
Bills , such Bills shall have relative precedence in the following 
order, namely , 

(a ) Bills in respect of which the next motion is that 
the Bill be passed ; 

(b ) Bills returned by the Governor with a message 
under Article 200 or 201 of the Constitution ; 

(c ) Bills in respect of which a motion has been 
carried that the Bill be taken into consideration ; 
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( d ) Bills in respect of which the Report of a Select 
Committee has been presented ; 

(e ) Bills which have been circulated for the purpose 
of eliciting opinion ; 

( f) Bills introduced and in respect of which no fur 
ther motion has been made or carried ; 

( g ) Bills in respect of which the motion is that leave 
be granted to introduce the Bill ; 

( h ) Other Bills . 
( 3 ) The relative precedence of Bills falling under the 
same clause of sub - rule ( 2 ) shall be determined by ballot to 
be held at such time and in such manner as the Speaker may 
direct : 

Provided that Bills falling under clause ( f) of sub-rule ( 2 ) 
shall be arranged in groups in the order of their date of intro 
duction and the relative precedence within each group shall be 
determined by ballot . 


21. Precedence of Resolutions. The relative precedence of 
resolutions , notices of which have been given by private 
members shall be determined by ballot, to be held in accordance 
with the orders made by the Speaker, on such day as the 
Speaker may direct . 

22. Statutory Resolutions.- ( 1 ) A resolution , notice of 
which has been given in pursuance of a provision in the Consti 
tution or in an Act of the Legislature, shall not be balloted 
under rule 21. 

( 2 ) If the Speaker admits notice of such a resolution , it 
shall be immediately notified in the Bulletin under the heading 
Statutory Resolutions , and a copy thereof sent to the Govern 
ment. 

( 3 ) The Speaker may, after considering the state of 
business in the Assembly and in consultation with the Leader 
of the House , allot a day or days or part of a day for the 
discussion of any such resolution . 

23. Business outstanding at the end of day. - Private mem 
bers business set down for the day allotted for that class of 
business and not disposed of on that day shall not be set down 
for any subsequent day , unless it has gained priority at the 
ballot held with reference to that day : 
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Provided that, notwithstanding anything contained in rules 
20 and 21 any such business which is under discussion at the 
end of that day shall be set down for the next day allotted to 
business of that class , and shall have precedence over all other 
business set down for that day . 

24. List of business.- ( 1 ) A list of business for the day 
shall be prepared by the Secretary, and a copy thereof shall 
be made available for the use of every member . 

( 2 ) Save as otherwise provided in these Rules, no busi 
ness not included in the list of business for the day shall be 
transacted at any meeting without the permission of the 
Speaker . 

( 3 ) Save as otherwise provided in these Rules, no business 
requiring notice shall be set down for a day earlier than the 
day after that on which the period of the notice necessary for 
that class of business expires . 

( 4 ) Unless the Speaker otherwise directs, not more than 
three resolutions in addition to any resolution which is out 
standing under the proviso to Rule 23 ) shall be set down in 
the list of business for any day allotted for the disposal of 
private members resolutions. 


CHAPTER VII 


Questions and Short Notice Questions 

( a ) Questions 
25. Time for questions. - Unless the Speaker otherwise 
directs , the first hour of every sitting shall be available for the 
asking and answering of questions. 

26. Notice of questions. - Unless the Speaker otherwise 
directs , not less than ten clear days notice of a question shall 
be given . 

27. Torm of notice of questions. - Notice of a question shall 
be given in writing to the Secretary and shall specify - 

(a ) the official designation of the Minister to whom the 
question is addressed ; and 

( b ) the date on which the question is proposed to be 
placed on the list of questions for answer. 
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28. Notice of admission of question to Ministers. - Unless 
the Speaker otherwise directs, no question shall be placed on 
the list of questions for answer until five days have expired 
from the time when notice of the admission of such question 
by the Speaker has been given by the Secretary to the Minister 
to whom it was addressed . 

29. Starred and unstarred questions. - A star - thus* _ 
should be placed in front of a question to which a member 
wishes to have an oral answer on the floor of the Assembly . 
A star should be placed only against those questions in respect 
of which supplementary questions are likely to be asked and 
not against those which ask for statistics or for statements 
which may be laid on the Table. Questions which relate to local 
matters or which deal with matters concerning individuals 
shall not ordinarily be starred . 

30. Questions of members who have not been sworn in . 
It is open to a member to give notices of questions before being 
sworn in . But a member who has not been sworn in cannot 
exercise any of his functions as a member in the Assembly and 
as such the questions of such a member are not allowed to be 
answered or printed in the proceedings. 

31. Member entitled to oral answers to two questions on a 
day.-- ( 1 ) Not more than two questions distinguished by 
asterisks by the same member shall be placed on the list of 
questions for oral answer on any one day. Questions in ex 
cess of two shall be placed on the list of questions for written 
answer . 

( 2 ) The order in which questions for oral answer are to 
be placed shall be indicated by the member giving notice and 
if no such order is indicated , the questions shall be placed on 
the list of questions for oral answer in the order in which 
notices are received in point of time. 

32. Allotment of days for oral answers to questions. The 
time available for answering questions shall be allotted on 
different days in rotation for the answering of questions relat 
ing to such department or departments as the Speaker may, 
from time to time, provide and on each such day, unless the 
Speaker with the consent of the Minister concerned otherwise 
directs, only questions relating to the department or depart 
ments for which time on that day has been allotted shall be 
placed on the list of questions for oral answer. 
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33. Written answers to questions, not replied orally .-- If any 
question placed on the list of questions for oral answer on any 
day is not called for answer within the time available for 
answering questions on that day, the Minister to whom the 
question is addressed shall forthwith lay upon the table 
written reply to the question . 

34. Questions to private members. - A question may be 
addressed to a private member provided the subject matter of 
the question relates to some Bill, resolution or other matter 
connected with the business of the Assembly for which that 
member is responsible and the procedure in regard to such 
questions shall, as far as may be, be the same as that followed 
in the case of questions addressed to a Minister with such varia 
tions as the Speaker may consider necessary or convenient. 

35. Conditions of admissibility of questions .- ( 1) Subject 
to the provisions of sub -rule (2 ) of this Rule, a question may be 
asked for the purpose of obtaining information on a matter of 
public importance within the special cognizance of the Minister 
to whom it is addressed. 

( 2 ) A question , in order to be admissible , shall be govern 
ed by the following conditions: 

( a ) it shall not bring in any name or statement not 
strictly necessary to make the question intelligible ; 

(b ) if it contains a statement the member shall make 
himself responsible for the accuracy of the statement; 

. (c ) it shall not contain arguments, inferences, ironical 
expressions, imputations, epithets or defamatory state 
ments ; 

( d ) it shall not ask for an expression of opinion or 
the solution of a hypothetical proposition or of an abstract 
legal question ; 

( e ) it shall not ask as to the character or conduct of 
any person except in his official or public capacity ; 

( f ) it shall relate to a single matter ; 

( g ) it shall be so framed as to be merely a request for 
information ; 

(h ) it shall not be of excessive length ; 

( i) it shall not refer to any matter which is not the 
concern of the State Government; 
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(j) it shall not refer to any matter which is under 
adjudication by a court of law ; 

(k ) it shall not reflect on the character or conduct of 
any person whose conduct can only be challenged on 
substantive motion ; 

( 1) it shall not raise questions of policy too large to 
be dealt with within the limits of an answer to a question ; 

( m ) it shall not repeat in substance questions, already 
answered or to which an answer has been refused ; 

( n ) it shall not ask for information on trivial matters; 

(o ) it shall not ordinarily seek information on matters 
of past history ; 

(p ) it shall not require information available in 
accessible documents or in ordinary books of reference ; 

( q ) it shall not relate to a matter with which a Minister 
is not officially connected ; 

(r ) it shall not make or imply a charge of a personal 
character ; 

( s ) it shall not raise matters under the control of bodies 
or persons not primarily responsible to the State Govern 
ment; and 

( t) it shall not ordinarily ask about matters pending 
before any statutory tribunal or statutory authority per 

forming any judicial or quasi judicial functions or any com 
mission or court of enquiry appointed to enquire into , or 
investigate any matter but may refer to matters concerned 
with procedure or subject or stage of enquiry, if it is not 
likely to prejudice the consideration of the matter by the 

tribunal or commission or court of enquiry . 
36. Questions on matters of correspondence between the 
State Government and the Government of India . In matters 
which are or have been the subject of correspondence between 
the State Government and the Government of India , no question 
shall be asked except as to matters of fact and the answer 
shall be confined to a statement of fact. 

37. Speaker to decide admissibility of questions.- ( 1 ) The 
Speaker shall decide whether a question or a part thereof is or 
is not admissible under these Rules and may disallow any ques 
tion or a part thereof when in his opinion it is an abuse of the 
right of questioning or calculated to obstruct or prejudicially 
affect the procedure of the Assembly or is in contravention of 
these Rules. 
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( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of Rule 32 the Speaker may 
direct that a question be placed on the list of questions for 
answer on a date later than that specified by a member in his 
notice, if he is of opinion that a longer period is necessary to 
decide whether a question is or is not admissible. 

(3 ) When a question or any portion of it is not admitted 
or is admitted with any modification or a starred question is 
changed into unstarred under Rule 38, the fact shall be intimat 
ed to the member concerned . 

38. Speaker to decide if a question is to be treated as starred 
or unstarred . — If in the opinion of the Speaker any question 
put down for oral answer is of such a nature that a written 
reply would be more appropriate, the Speaker may direct that 
such question be placed on the list of questions for written 
answer : 

Provided that the Speaker may, if he thinks fit , call upon 
the member who has given notice of a question for oral answer 
to state in brief his reasons for desiring an oral answer, and 
after considering the same, may direct that the question be 
included in the list of questions for oral or written answer. 

39. List of questions.— ( 1 ) Questions which have been 
admitted shall be entered in the list of questions for the 
day for oral or written answer as the case may be in accord 
ance with the orders of the Speaker. 

( 2 ) Questions in the name of each member in the list of 
questions for oral answer every day will be printed in two 
rounds or one according to the number of questions admitted 
in his name. Priority of questions inter se in each round will 
be determined according to the time and date of receipt of 
notice. 


40. Order in which questions shall be called . — Questions for 
oral answers shall be called, in the order in which they stand 
in the list before any other business is entered upon at the 
sitting : 

Provided that a question not reached for oral answer may 
be answered after the end of the question hour with the per 
mission of the Speaker if the Minister represents to the Speaker 
that the question is one of special public interest to which he 
desires to give a reply . 
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41. Withdrawal or postponement of questions. - A member 
may , by notice given at any time before the sitting for which 
his question has been placed on the list, withdraw his question 
or postpone it to a later day to be specified in the notice and 
on such later day the question shall, subject to the provisions 
of Rule 32 be placed on the list after all the questions which 
have not been so postponed : 

Provided that a postponed question shall not be placed 
on the list until two clear days have expired from the time when 
the notice of postponement has been received by the Secretary. 

42. Mode of asking question .- (1 ) The Speaker shall call 
successively each member in whose name a question appears 
on the list of questions. 

( 2 ) The member so called , shall rise in his place and shall 
ask the question by reference to its number on the list of 
questions unless he states that it is not his intention to ask 
the question. 

( 3 ) If on a question being called the member in whose 
name it stands is absent, the Speaker at the request of any 
member, may direct that the answer to it be given . 

43. Questions of absent members. — When all the questions 
for which oral answers are desired have been called , the 
Speaker may, if time permits, call again any question which 
has not been asked by reason of the absence of the member in 
whose name it stands, and may also permit a member to ask 
a question standing in the name of another member, if so 
authorised by him . 

44. Supplementary questions.- ( 1 ) Any member when called 
by the Speaker may put a supplementary question for the pur 
pose of further elucidating any matter of fact regarding which 
an answer has been given : 

Provided that the Speaker shall disallow any supplemen 
tary question , if , in his opinion , it infringes the rules regarding 
questions. 

(2 ) No discussion shall be permitted during the time for 
questions under Rule 25 in respect of any question or any 
answer given to a question . 

45. Disposal of questions when meeting is cancelled or 
adjourned .— When a meeting of the Assembly is cancelled or 
adjourned without transacting any business all the questions . 
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both starred and unstarred , originally entered in the list of 
questions for the day will be treated as unstarred questions for 
the next sitting and will be printed along with their answers 
in the official report of the latter day.. 

46. Publicity of answers to questions in advance . — Answers 
to questions which Ministers propose to give in the Assembly 
shall not be released for publication until the answers have 
actually been given on the floor of the Assembly or laid on the 
Table . 

(b ) Short notice questions. 
47. Short notice questions.- ( 1 ) A question relating to a 
matter of public importance may be asked with notice shorter 
than ten clear days and if the Speaker is of opinion that the 
question is of an urgent character he may direct that an 
enquiry may be made from the Minister concerned if he is in a 
position to reply and , if so, on what date . 

( 2 ) If the Minister concerned agrees to reply , such ques . 
tion shall be answered on a day to be indicated by him and 
shall be called immediately after the questions which have 
appeared in the list of questions for oral answer have been 
disposed of . 

( 3 ) If the Minister is unable to answer the question at 
short notice and the Speaker is of opinion that the question 
is of sufficient public importance to be orally answered in the 
Assembly he may direct that the question be placed as the 
first question on the list of questions for the day on which 
it would be due for answer under rule 26 : 

Provided that not more than one such question shall be 
accorded first priority on the list of questions for any one day. 

(4 ) Where a member desires an answer to a question at 
a short notice, he shall briefly state the reasons for asking 
the question with short notice. Where no reasons have been 
assigned in the notice of the question, the question shall be 
returned to the member . 


CHAPTER VIIT 

Half an hour discussion 
48. Discussion on a matter of public importance arising out 
of answers to questions.- ( 1 ) The Speaker shall allot half an 
hour on two days in a week namely Monday and Wednesday 
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from 12.30 p . m . to 1 p . m . for raising discussion on a matter 
of sufficient public importance which has been the subject of a 
question in the Assembly, in the same session , irrespective of 
the fact whether the question was answered orally or the 
answer was laid on the table . 


( 2 ) If the other business set down for the day is conclud 
ed before 12.30 p . m . the period of half an hour shall com 
mence from the time such other business is concluded . 


( 3) The Speaker may allot any day instead of Monday 
or Wednesday if such a course is , in his opinion , necessary or 
convenient. But there shall be no such discussion on Friday . 


(4 ) A member wishing to raise discussion on such a 
matter shall give notice in writing to the Secretary two clear 
days before the day on which the matter is desired to be rais 
ed , and shall briefly specify the point or points that he wishes 
to raise . 


(5 ) Such notice shall be accompanied by an explanatory 
note stating the reasons for raising discussion on the matter 
in question and shall be supported by the signatures of at least 
two other members . The Speaker may, with the consent of 
the Minister concerned waive the requirement concerning the 
period of notice. 


(6 ) The Speaker shall decide whether the matter is of 
sufficient public importance to be put down for discussion . 

( 7 ) If two or more notices have been received and admitted 
by the Speaker the Secretary shall hold a ballot with a view to 
ascertaining which notice shall have preference for the day. 

(8 ) There shall be no formal motion before the Assembly 
nor voting . The member who has given notice may make a 
short statement and the Minister concerned shall give a brief 
reply . Any member who has previously intimated 

to the 
Speaker may be permitted to put a question for the purpose of 
further elucidating any matter of fact . 


( 9 ) If the member who has given notice is absent any 
member who has supported the notice may, with the permis 
sion of the Speaker , initiate the discussion . 
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CHAPTER IX 
Motion for adjournment on a matter of Public Importance 

49. Speaker s consent necessary to make motion . - Subject 
to the provisions of these Rules, a motion for an adjournment 
of the business of the Assembly for the purpose of discussing 
a definite matter of urgent public importance may be made 
with the consent of the Speaker. 

50. Method of giving notice. — Notice of an adjournment 
motion shall be given before the commencement of the sitting 
on the day on which the motion is proposed to be made both 
to the Speaker and to the Minister concerned . The notice shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the matter proposed 
to be discussed . - 

51. Restrictions on right to make motion . The right to 
move the adjournment of the Assembly for the purpose of dis 
cussing a definite matter of urgent public importance shall be 
subject to the following restrictions, namely : 

(i) not more than one such motion shall be made at the 
same sitting ; 

(ii ) not more than one matter shall be discussed on the 
same motion ; 

(iii ) the motion shall be restricted to a specific matter of 
recent occurrence ; 

( iv ) the motion shall not revive discussion on a matter 
which has been discussed in the same session ; 

(v ) the motion shall not contain arguments, inferences, 
ironical expressions, imputations, or defamatory statements, 
nor shall it refer to the conduct or character of persons except 
in their official or public capacity ; 

(vi) the motion shall not anticipate a matter which has 
been previously appointed for consideration . In determining 
whether a discussion is out of order on the ground of antici 
pation , regard shall be had by the Speaker to the probability 
of the matter anticipated being brought before the Assembly 
within a reasonable time; 

(vii) the motion shall not deal with a matter which is 
under adjudication by a court of law having jurisdiction in any 
part of India ; 
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(viii) the motion shall not raise a question of privilege; 

( ix ) the motion shall not relate to a matter which is not 
the concern of the State Government; and 

( x ) the motion shall not raise any question which under 
the Constitution or these Rules can only be raised on a distinct 
motion by a notice given in writing to the Secretary . 

52. Motion for discussion on matters before tribunals , com 
missions etc. No motion which seeks to raise discussion on a 
matter pending before any statutory tribunal- or statutory 
authority performing any judicial or quasi- judicial functions 
or any commission or court of enquiry appointed to enquire 
into or investigate any matter shall ordinarily be permitted to 
be moved : 

Provided that the Speaker may in his discretion allow such 
matter being raised in the Assembly as is concerned with the 
procedure or subject or stage of enquiry if the Speaker is satis 
fied that it is not likely to prejudice the consideration of such 
matter by the statutory tribunal, statutory authority , commis 
sion or court of enquiry . 

53. Mode of asking for leave to move adjournment motion .-- 
( 1 ) The Speaker, if he gives consent under Rule 49 and holds 
that the matter proposed to be discussed is in order, shall, 
after the questions and before the list of business is entered 
upon , call the member concerned who shall rise in his place 
and ask for leave to move the adjournment of the Assembly . 

(2 ) Where the Speaker has refused his consent under 
Rule 49 or is of opinion that the matter proposed to be dis 
cussed is not in order, he may, if he thinks it necessary, read 
the notice of motion and state the reasons for refusing con 
sent or holding the motion as not being in order . 

( 3 ) If objection to leave being granted is taken , the 
Speaker shall request those members who are in favour of 
leave being granted to rise in their places, and if not less than 
fifteen members rise accordingly , the Speaker shall intimate 
that leave is granted . If less than fifteen members rise, the 
Speaker shall inform the member that he has not the leave 
of the Assembly . 

54. Time for taking up motion . The motion shall be taken 
up at 12 noon or if the Speaker so directs at any earlier hour 
at which the business of the day may terminate . 
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55. Closure of debate . - The Speaker may, if he is Jatistied 
that there has been adequate debate, put the question at 2 p.m., 
or at such other hour not being less than two hours from the 
commencement of the debate or on the conclusion of the debate 
if it terminates earlier : 

Provided that if the debate is not concluded by 2 p . m ., or 
at such other hour not being less than two hours from the com 
mencement of the debate, it shall automatically terminate and 
no question shall be put. 

56. Time limit for speeches. - The Speaker shail prescribe a 
time limit for speeches. 


CHAPTER X 
Discussion on matters of urgent public importance 
57. Notice of raising discussion.- (1 ) Any member desirous 
of raising discussion on a matter of urgent public importance 
may give notice in writing to the Secretary specifying clearly 
and precisely the matter to be raised . 

( 2 ) The notice should be accompanied by an explanatory 
note stating reasons for raising a discussion on the matter in 
question . 

(3 ) The notice shall be supported by the signatures of at 
least two other members . 

58 . Speaker to decide admissibility. - If the Speaker is satis 
fied after calling for such information from the member who 
has given notice and from the Minister as he may consider 
necessary that the matter is urgent and is of sufficient import 
ance to be raised in the Assembly at an early date, he may 
admit the notice and in consultation with the Leader of the 
House fix the date on which such matter may be taken up 
for discussion and allow such time for discussion not exceeding 
two hours as he may consider appropriate in the circumstances : 

Provided that if an early opportunity is otherwise available 
for the discussion of the matter , the Speaker may refuse to 
admit the notice. 

59. No formal motion. There shall be no formal motion 
before the Assembly nor voting. The member who has given 
notice may make a short statement and the Minister shall give 
a brief reply . Any member who has previously intimated to 
the Speaker may be permitted to take part in the discussion . 

60. Time limit for speeches.-- The Speaker may, if he thinks 
fit, prescribe a time limit for the speeches. 
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CHAPTER XI 
Calling attention to matters of urgent public importance 

61. Calling attention to matters of urgent public import 
ance.- ( 1 ) A member may, with the previous permission of the 
Speaker, call the attention of a Minister to any matter of 
urgent public importance and the Minister may make a brief 
statement or ask for time to make a statement at a later hour 
or date . 

( 2 ) There shall be no debate on such statement at the 
time it is made. 

( 3 ) Not more than one such matter shall be raised at the 
same sitting 

(4 ) In the event of more than one matter being presented 
for the same day, priority shall be given to the matter which 
is in the opinion of the Speaker more urgent and impcrtant. 

(5 ) The proposed matter shall be raised after the questions 
and before the list of business is entered upon and at no other 
time during the sitting of the Assembly . 


CHAPTER XII 


Motion of No- confidence in Ministers and Resolution for 

Removal of Speaker or Deputy Speaker from office 
62. Motion of no - confidence in Ministers.- ( 1 ) A motion 
expressing want of confidence in the Council of Ministers may 
be made subject to the following restrictions, namely : 
(a ) leave to make the motion must be asked for after 

questions and before the list of business for the day 

is entered upon ; 
(b ) the member asking for leave must leave with the 

Secretary a written notice of the motion which he 
proposes to move three clear days before the date on 

which he proposes to move it. 
( 2 ) If the Speaker is of opinion that the motion is in 
order, he shall read the motion to the Assembly and shall 
request those members who are in favour of leave being granted 
to rise in their places , and if not less than twenty members 
rise accordingly, the Speaker shall declare that leave is 
granted, and that the motion will be taken on such day, not 
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being more than ten days from the date on which the leave is 
asked for, as he may appoint. If less than twenty members 
rise , the Speaker shall inform the member that he has not 
the leave of the Assembly . 

( 3 ) If leave is granted under sub -rule ( 2 ) the Speaker 
may, after considering the state of business in the Assembly, 
allot a day or days for the discussion of the motion . 

( 4 ) The Speaker shall at the appointed hour en the 
allotted day or, as the case may be, the last of the allotted 
days forthwith put every question necessary to determine the 
decision of the Assembly on the motion . 

(5 ) The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, prescribe a time 
limit for speeches. 

63. Notice of resolution for removal of Speaker or Deputy 
Speaker .--- ( 1 ) A member wishing to give notice of a resolu 
tion under clause ( c ) of Article 179 of the Constitution for 
the removal of the Speaker or the Deputy Speaker shall do so 
in writing to the Secretary. 

( 2 ) On receipt of a notice under sub -rule ( 1 ) a motion 
for leave to move the resolution shall be entered in the list of 
business in the name of the member concerned , on a day fixed 
by the Speaker, provided that the day so fixed shall be any 
day after fourteen days from the date of the receipt of notice 
of the resolution . 


64. Leave of Assembly to take up resolution .- ( 1) Subject 
to the provisions of Article 181 of the Constitution , the Speaker 
or the Deputy Speaker or such other person as is referred to 
in clause (2 ) of Article 180 of the Constitution shall preside 
when a motion under sub -rule (2 ) of Rule 63 is taken up for 
consideration . 

( 2 ) The member in whose name the motion stands in the 
list of business shall, except when he wishes to withdraw it, 
move the motion , when called upon to do so , but no speech 
shall be permitted at this stage. 

( 3 ) The Speaker or the Deputy Speaker or the person 
presiding as the case may be shall thereupon , place the motion 
before the Assembly and shall request those members who are 
in favour of leave being granted to rise in their places . If not 
less than twenty members rise accordingly, the Speaker or 
the Deputy Speaker or the person presiding as the case may 
be, shall declare that the leave is granted and that the resolu 
tion will be taken up on such day, not being more than ten days 
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from the date on which leave is asked for, as he may appoint. 
If less than twenty members rise, the Speaker or the Deputy 
Speaker or the person presiding, as the case may be, shall in 
form the member that he has not the leave of the Assembly. 

65. Inclusion of resolution in the list of business . - On the 
appointed day the resolution shall be included in the list of 
business to be taken up after the question hour and before any 
other business for the day is entered upon . 

66. Time limit for speeches. - Except with the permission 
of the Speaker or the person presiding, a speech on the resolu 
tion shall not exceed fifteen minutes in duration : 

Provided that the mover of the resolution when moving 
the same may speak for such longer time as the Speaker or 
the person presiding may permit . 


CHAPTER XIII 


Legislation 
67. Publication of Bills before introduction . - The Speaker 
may order the publication in the Gazette of any Bill (together 
with the Statement of Objects and Reasons the memorandum 
regarding delegation of legislative power and the Financial 
Memorandum , if any, accompanying it ) although no motion 
has been made for leave to introduce the Bill. In that case 
it shall not benecessary to move for leave to introduce the Bill, 
and , if the Bill is afterwards introduced , it shall not be neces 
sary to publish it again . 

68. Notice ofmotion for leave to introduce private member s 
Bill .- ( 1 ) Any member other than a Minister desiring to move 
for leave to introduce a Bill, shall give notice of his intention 
and shall, together with the notice, submit a copy of the Bill 
and an explanatory Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

( 2 ) If the Bill is a Bill which under the Constitution can 
not be introduced without the previous sanction of the Presi 
dent or recommendation of the Governor , the member shall 
annex to the notice such sanction or recommendation , and the 
notice shall not be valid until this requirement is complied 
with . 

( 3) The period of notice of a motion for leave to introduce 
a Bill under this Rule shall be fifteen clear days unless the 
Speaker allows the motion to be made at shorter notice. 
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69. Motion for leave to introduce Bill.If a motion for 
leave to introduce a Bill is opposed , the Speaker after permit 
ting , if he thinks fit , a brief explanatory statement from the 
member who moves and from the member who opposes the 
motion may without further debate put the question : 

Provided that where a motion is opposed on the ground 
that the Bill initiates legislation outside the legislative com 
petence of the Assembly , the Speaker may permit a full dis 
cussion thereon . 

70. Publication after introduction . As soon as may be 
after a Bill has been introduced , the Bill unless it has already 
been published , shall be published in the Gazette. 

71. Financial memorandum to accompany Bill. - A Bill in 
volving expenditure shall be accompanied by a financial memo 
randum which shall invite particular attention to the clauses 
involving expenditure and shall also give an estimate of the 
recurring and non -recurring expenditure involved in case the 
Bill is passed into law . 

72. Explanatory memorandum to Bills delegating legisla 
tive powers . - A Bill involving proposals for the delegation of 
legislative powers shall further be accompanied by a memoran 
dum explaining such proposals and drawing attention to their 
scope and stating also whether they are of normal or excep 
tional character . 

73. Statement in connection with Ordinance.- ( 1) When - C 
ever a Bill seeking to replace an Ordinance with or without 
modification is introduced in the Assembly, there shall be. 
placed before the Assembly along with the Bill a statement 
explaining the circumstances which had necessitated immc 
diate legislation by Ordinance. 

( 2 ) Whenever an Ordinance, which embodies wholly or 
partly or with modification the provisions of a Bill pending 
before the Assembly is promulgated , a statement explainings 
the circumstances which had necessitated immediate legislation 
by Ordinance shall be laid on the table at the commencement 
of the session following the promulgation of the Ordinance. 

74. Motions after introduction . When a Bill is introduced , 
or on some subsequent occasion , the member -in - charge may 
*make one of the following motions in regard to his Bill , 
namely : 

( a ) that it be taken into consideration ; or 
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( b ) that it be referred to a Select Committee ; or 
( c ) that it be circulated for the purpose of eliciting 

opinion thereon : 
Provided that no such motion shall be made until after 
copies of the Bill have been made available for the use of mem 
bers and that any member may object to any such motion being 
made unless copies of the Bill have been so made available 
three clear days before the day on which the motion is made, 
and such objection shall prevail unless the Speaker in his 
discretion allows the motion to be made . 

75. Discussion of principle of Bill.— ( 1 ) On the day on 
which any motion referred to in Rule 74 is made, or on any 
subsequent day to which the discussion thereof is postponed , 
the principle of the Bill and its provisions may be discussed 
generally but the details of the Bill must not be discussed fur 
ther than is necessary to explain its principles . 

( 2 ) At this stage no amendments to the Bill may be 
moved but, 

( a ) if the member -in -charge moves that the Bill be taken 

into consideration , any member may move as an 
amendment that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committee, or be circulated for the purpose of 
eliciting opinion thereon by a date to be specified 

in the motion ; 
( b ) if the member -in -charge moves , that the Bill be 

referred to a Select Committee any member may 
move as an amendment that the Bill be circulated 
for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by a 

date to be specified the motion ; 
( c ) where an amendment or a motion for appointment 

of a Select Committee has been moved , the mover 
of the amendment or the motion 

or any other 
member may move that the Assembly give instruc 
tions to the Select Committee to which the Bill has 
been referred to make particular or additional pro 
vision in the Bill or to consider and report on amend 
ments which may be proposed to the original Act 

which the Bill seeks to amend . 
( 3 ) Where a motion that a Bill be circulated for the pur 
pose of eliciting opinion thereon is carried and the Bill is cir 
culated in accordance with the direction and opinions are 
received thereon the member - in - charge, if he wishes to proceed 
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with the Bill thereafter , shall move that the Bill be referred to 
a Select Committee unless the Speaker allows a motion to be 
made that the Bill be taken into consideration . 

76. Person by whom motions in respect of Bills may be 
made.-- No motion that a Bill be taken into consideration or be 
passed shall be made by any member other than the member in 
charge of the Bill, and no motion that a Bill be referred to a 
Select Committee or be circulated for the purpose of eliciting 
opinion thereon shall be made by any member other than the 
member - in -charge, except by way of amendment to a motion 
made by the member-in -charge : 

Provided that if the member- in - charge of a Bill is unable, 
for reasons which the Speaker considers adequate, to move 
the next motion in regard to his Bill at any subsequent stage 
after introduction , he may authorise another member to move 
that particular motion with the approval of the Speaker . 

Explanation .- Notwithstanding the provisions contained in 
the proviso , the member who introduced the Bill shall 
con 
tinue to be the member- in -charge. 

[For rules relating to Select Committees on Bills , see 
Chapter XXIII of these rules). 

77. Procedure after presentation of report.- ( 1 ) After the 
presentation of the final report of a Select Committee on a Bill 
the member-in -charge may move 

(a ) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee be 
taken into consideration : 

Provided that any member may object to its being so taken 
into consideration if a copy of the report has not been made 
available for the use of members for three clear days and such 
objection shall prevail, unless the Speaker , in his discretion 
allows the report to be taken into consideration ; or 

(b ) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee be 
recommitted either 

( i) without limitation , or 
(ii) with respect to particular clauses or amendments 

only, or 
( iii) with instructions to the Select Committee to 

make some particular or an additional pro 

vision in the Bill , or 
(c ) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee be 
circulated or re- circulated as the case may be for the purpose 
of obtaining opinion or further opinion thereon . 
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( 2 ) If the member - in -charge moves that the Bill be taken 
into consideration, any member may move as an amendment 
that the Bill be recommitted or be circulated or re- circulated 
for the purpose of obtaining opinion or further opinion thereon. 

78. Scope of debate on report of Select Committee . The 
debate on a motion that the Bill as reported by the Select Com 
mittee be taken into consideration shall be confined to con 
sideration of the report of the Committee and the matters re 
ferred to in that report or any alternative suggestions consis 
tent with the principle of the Bill. 


79. Notice of amendments.- ( 1) If notice of an amendment 
has not been given one clear day before the day on which 
Bill is to be considered , any member may object to the moving 
of the amendment and such objection shall prevail unless the 
Speaker allows the amendment to be moved : 

Provided that in the case of a Government Bill an amend 
ment of which notice has been received from the member- in 
charge, shall not lapse by reason of the fact that the member 
in -charge has ceased to be a Minister or a member and such 
amendment shall be printed in the name of the new member 
in -charge of the Bill. 

( 2 ) If any member desires to move an amendment which 
under the Constitution cannot be moved without the previous 
sanction or recommendation of the Governor he shall annex to 
the notice such sanction or recommendation and the notice shall 
not be valid until this requirement is complied with . 

(3 ) The Secretary shall , if time permits, make available 
to members from time to time lists of amendments of which 
notices have been received . 


80. Conditions of admissibility of amendments. — The follow 
ing conditions shall govern the admissibility of amendments : 

(i) An amendment shall be within the scope of the Bill 
and relevant to the subject matter of the clause to which it 
relates. 

( ii ) An amendment shall not be inconsistent with any 
previous decision of the Assembly on the same question . 

(iii) An amendment shall not be such as to make the 
clause which it proposes to amend un-intelligible or un-gram 
matical. 
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( iv ) If an amendment refers to , or is not intelligible 
without a subsequent amendment or schedule, notice of the sub 
sequent amendment or schedule shall be given before the first 
amendment is moved so as to make the series of amendments 
intelligible as a whole. 

( v ) The Speaker may disallow an amendment which is in 
his opinion frivolous or meaningless . 

( vi) An amendment may be moved to an amendment 
which has already been moved . 

81. Arrangement of amendments. - Amendments of which 
notice has been given shall, as far as practicable, be arranged 
in the list of amendments, issued from time to time, in the 
order in which they may be called. In arranging amendments 
raising the same question at the same point of a clause, pre 
cedence may be given to an amendment moved by the member 
in -charge of the Bill. Subject as aforesaid , amendments may 
be arranged in the order in which notices thereof are received . 

82. . Order of amendments. - Amendments shall ordinarily be 
considered in the order of the clauses of the Bill to which they 
respectively relate ; and in respect of any such clause a motion 
shall be deemed to have been made " That this clause stand 
part of the Bill." 

83. Mode of moving amendments. - When a motion that a 
Bill be taken into consideration has been carried, any member 
may, when called upon by the Speaker, move an amendment 
to the Bill of which he has previously given notice : 

Provided that if the member who has given notice of an 
amendment is absent, any other member authorised by him 
in writing in this behalf may, with the permission of the 
Speaker , move the amendment : 

Provided also that in order to save time and repetition of 
arguments, a single discussion may be allowed to cover a series 
of inter -dependent amendments. 

84. Withdrawal of amendments. An amendment moved 
may, by leave of the Assembly , but not otherwise, be withdrawn , 
on the request of the member moving it. If an amendment nas 
been proposed to an amendment, the original amendment 
shall not be withdrawn unless the amendment proposed to it 
has been disposed of. 
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85. Submission of Bills clause by clause.- ( 1 ) Notwith 
standing anything contained in these Rules the Speaker may, 
when a motion that a Bill be taken into consideration has been 
carried , submit the Bill, or any part of the Bill, to the Assembly 
clause by clause . The Speaker may call each clause separately , 
and when the amendments relating to it have been dealt with , 
shall put the question : " That this clause (or as the case 
may be, that this clause as amended ) stand part of the Bill." 

( 2 ) The Speaker may, if he thinks fit put as one question 
group of clauses to which no amendments have been moved : 

Provided that if a member requests that any clause be 
put separately, the Speaker shall do so . 

86. Postponement of clause . — The Speaker may, if he thinks 
fit , postpone the consideration of a clause . 

87. Consideration of Schedule. — The consideration of the 
Schedule or Schedules, if any, shall follow the consideration of 
clauses. Schedules shall be put from the Chair and may be 
amended in the same manner as clauses , and the consideration 
of new Schedules shall follow the consideration of the original 
Schedules. The question shall then be put: " That this Schedule 
(or , as the case may be, that this Schedule as amended ) stand 
part of the Bill.” 

Provided that the Speaker may allow the Schedule or 
Schedules, if any, being considered before the clauses are dis 
posed of or along with a clause or otherwise as he may think fit. 

88. Clause one, enacting formula , preamble and title of the 
Bill.- Clause one, the enacting formula , the preamble, if any, 
and the title of a Bill shall stand postponed until the other 
Clauses and Schedules (including new clauses and new sche 
dules ) have been disposed of, and the Speaker shall then put 
the question : " That clause one or the enacting formula or the 
preamble or the title (or, as the case may be, that clause one. 
enacting formula, preamble, or title as amended ) stand part 
of the Bill." 

89. Passing of Bills.- ( 1 ) When a motion that a Bill be 
taken into consideration has been carried and no amendment 
of the Bill is made, the member -in - charge may at once move 
that the Bill be passed . 

(2 ) Where a Bill has undergone amendments , any member 
may object to any motion being made , on the same day , that 
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the Bill be passed , and such objection shall prevail , unless the 
Speaker in his discretion allows the motion to be made . 

( 3 ) Where the objection prevails , a motion that the Bill 
be passed may be brought forward on any future day. 

( 4 ) To such a motion no amendment may be inoved which 
is not either formal, verbal or consequential upon an amenu 
ment made after the Bill was taken into consideration . 

90. Scope of debate.- The discussion on a motion that the 
Bill be passed shall be confined to arguments either in support 
of the Bill or for the rejection of the Bill . In making his 
speech a member shall not refer to the details of the Bill 
further than is necessary for the purpose of his arguments 
which shall be of a general character. 

91. Correction of patent errors. - When a Bill is passed 
by the Assembly the Speaker shall have power to correct 
patent errors and make such changes in the Bill as are conse 
quential on the amendments accepted by the Assembly . 

92. Withdrawal of a Bill. — The member- in -charge of a Bill 
may at any stage of the Bill move for leave to withdraw the 
Bill on the ground that , 

( a ) the legislative proposal contained in the Bill is 
to be dropped ; or 
( b ) the Bill is to be replaced subsequently by a 

new 
Bill which substantially alters the provisions contained therein ; 
or 


( c ) the Bill is to be replaced subsequently by another 
Bill which in udes all or any of its provisions in addition to 
other provisions ; 

and if such leave is granted no further motion shall be 
made with reference to the Bill: 


Provided that where a Bill has been referred to a Select 
Committee notice of any motion for the withdrawal of the Bill 
shall automatically stand referred to the Committee and after 
the Committee has expressed its opinion in a report to the 
Assembly the motion shall be set down in the list of business. 

93. Explanatory statement by member who moves or op 
poses withdrawal motion . — If a motion for leave to withdraw 
a Bill is opposed , the Speaker may, if he thinks fit, permit the 
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member who moves and the member who opposes the motion 
to make brief explanatory statements and may thereafter, 
without further debate, put the question. 

94. Removal of a Bill from the Register of Bills.- ( 1 ) Where 
any of the following motions under these Rules in regard to 
a Bill is rejected by the Assembly , no further motion shall be 
made with reference to the Bill , and such Bill shall be 
removed from the Register of Bills pending in the Assembly : 

( i) that leave be granted to introduce the Bill; 
( ii) that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee ; 
( iii) that the Bill be taken into consideration ; 
(iv ) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee 

be taken into consideration ; and 
(v ) that the Bill (or as the case may be, that the Bill, 

as amended ) be passed . 
( 2 ) A Bill pending before the Assembly shall also be 
removed from the Register of Bills pending in the Assembly 
in case a Bill substantially identical is passed by the Assembly 
or the Bill is withdrawn under Rule 92. 

Explanation . — A Bill pending before the Assembly shall 
include : 

(i) a Bill introduced in the Assembly which does not fall 
within the categories of Bills mentioned in this Rule or Rule 
95 , and 

(ii) a Bill - returned by the Governor with a message 
under Article 200 of the Constitution . 


95. Special provision for removal of private members Bill 
from the Register of Bills . - A private members Bill pending 
before the Assembly shall also be removed from the Register of 
Bills pending in the Assembly in case : 

( a ) the member in charge ceases to be a member of the 
Assembly ; 

(b ) the member in charge is appointed as a Minister ; or 

(c ) a Bill substantially identical in nature is passed by 
the Assembly . 
96. Authentication of Bills. When a Bill is passed by the 
Assembly , the Bill shall be signed by the Speaker and presented 
to the Governor. 
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Reconsideration of Bills returned under Article 200 and 
201 of the Constitution . 

97. Message of the Governor. - When a Bill passed by the 
Assembly is returned by the Governor with a message re 
questing that the Assembly should reconsider the Bill or any 
specified provisions thereof or any such amendments as are 
recommended in his message, the Speaker shall read the 
message of the Governor in the Assembly if in session , or if 
not in session , direct that it may be published in the Bulletin 
for the information of the members . 


98. Notice of motion for reconsideration . - At any time after 
3 Bill has been returned by the Governor with a message as 
stated in Rule 97 any Minister in the case of a Government 
Bill , or in any other case, any member may give notice of his 
intention to move that the Bill so returned be taken up for 
reconsideration in the light of the directions contained in the 
message . 


99. Motion for reconsideration . - On the day on which the 
motion for reconsideration is set down in the list of business, 
which shall, unless the Speaker otherwise directs , be not less 
than two clear days from the receipt of the notice, the Minister 
or the member giving notice may move that the Bill be taken up 
for reconsideration in the light of the directions contained in 
the message. 

100. Scope of debate. — The debate on such a motion shall 
be confined to consideration of matters referred to in the 
message of the Governor or to any suggestion relevant to the 
subject matter of the amendments recommended by the 
Governor. 


101. Consideration of amendments.- ( 1 ) If the motion that 
the Bill be taken up for reconsideration is carried , any member 
may, when called upon by the Speaker, move an amendment to 
the Bill of which he has previously given notice. 

( 2 ) When specific amendments are recommended by the 
Governor an amendment relevant to the subject matter of an 
amendment recommended by the Governor may be moved , but 
no other amendment shall be moved to the Bill, unless it is 
consequential upon , incidental or alternative to an amendment 
recommended by the Governor . 
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( 3 ) When no specific amendment is recommended by the 
Governor no amendment shall be moved which does not come 
within the scope of the message recommending reconsideration . 
of the Bill. 

( 4 ) The Speaker shall put the amendments recommended 
by the Governor, if any, and such other amendments as would 
come within the scope of the message from the Governor, re 
commending reconsideration of the Bill. 

102. Passing again of Bin . — When all the amendments have 
been disposed of, the Minister or the member giving notice of 
the motion under Rule 98 may move that the Bill as originally 
passed by the Assembly be passed again or passed again 
amended , as the case may be. 

103. Disagreement of Assembly with the message. If the 
motion that the Bill returned by the Governor with a message 
be taken up for reconsideration in the light of the directions 
contained in the message is not carried , the Minister or the 
member giving notice of the motion under Rule 98 may at once 
move that the Bill as originally passed by the Assembly be 
passed again without amendment . 

104. Reconsideration of Bills returned with a message under 
Proviso to Article 201 of the Constitution . When a Bill which 
has been passed by the Assembly is returned to the Assembly 
with a message for reconsideration in pursuance of the Proviso 
to Article 201 of the Constitution the procedure shall be the 
same as when a Bill passed by the Assembly is returned for 
reconsideration under Proviso to Article 200 of the Constitu 
tion and the provisions of the above rules shall apply subject 
to such adaptations, whether by way of modification , addition 
or omission as the Speaker may deem to be necessary or ex 
pedient. 


CHAPTER XTV 

Petitions 
105. Scope of petitions . - Petitions may be presented or sub 
mitted to the Assembly with the consent of the Speaker on 

(i) a Bill which has been published under Rule 67 or 
which has been introduced in the Assembly ; 
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( ii ) any matter connected with the business pending 
before the Assembly ; and 

(iii ) any matter of general public interest provided that 
it is not one 
( a ) which falls within the cognizance of a court of law 

having jurisdiction in any part of India or a court 
of enquiry or a statutory tribunal or authority or a 

quasi- judicial body or a commission ; 
( b ) which should ordinarily be raised in the Indian 

Parliament ; 
( c ) which can be raised on a substantive motion or 

resolution ; or 
( d ) for which remedy is available under the law includ 

ing rules , regulations etc. 
106. General form of petition.- ( 1 ) The general form of 
petition set out in the first schedule attached to these Rules 
with such variations as the circumstances of each case require, 
may be used , and if used , shall be sufficient. 

( 2 ) Every petition shall be couched in respectful, decorous 
and temperate language. 

107. Authentication of petition . The full name and address 
of every signatory to a petition shall be set therein and shall 
be authenticated by his signature and if illiterate by his thumb 
impression . 

108. Documents not to be attached . - Letters, affidavits or 
other documents shall not be attached to any petition . 

109. Countersignature of petitions.- ( 1 ) Every petition 
shall, if presented by a member , be countersigned by him . 

( 2 ) A member shall not present a petition from himself . 
110. Petition to be addressed to the Assembly . Every peti 
tion shall be addressed to the Legislative Assembly and shall 
conclude with a prayer reciting the definite object of the peti 
tioner in regard to the matter to which it relates. 

111. Presentation of petition . - A petition may be presented 
by a member or be forwarded to the Secretary, who shall re 
port it to the Assembly . No debate shall be permitted on the 
presentation or the making of such report. The report shall 
be made in the form set out in the second schedule . 
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112. Form of presentation . A member presenting a peti 
tion shall confine himself to a statement in the following 
form : 

" I present a petition signed by . 

...petitioner (s ) regarding 


No debate shall be permitted on this statement. 

113. Reference to Committee on Petitions. Every petition 
after presentation by a member or report by the Secretary , 
as the case may be, shall stand referred to the Committee on 
Petitions. 


CHAPTER XV 

Resolutions 
114. Notice of Resolution .-- A member other than a Minister 
who wishes to move a resolution shall give ten clear days 
notice of his intention and shall , together with the notice , 
submit the text of the resolution which he wishes to move : 

Provided that the Speaker may allow it to be entered in 
the list of business with notice shorter than ten clear days : 

Provided also that in respect of the resolution envisaged 
in Article 213 ( 2 ) ( a ) of the Constitution the period of notice 
required and the method of procedure to be followed shall be 
decided by the Speaker in his discretion consistent with the 
period and the items of business fixed for the session . 

115. Form of Resolution . - A resolution may be in the 
form of a declaration of opinion , or recommendation or may 
be in the form so as to record either approval or disapproval 
by Assembly of an act or polic of Government, or convey 

a message ; or commend , urge or request an action ; or call 
attention to a matter or situation for consideration by Govern 
ment or in such other form as the Speaker may consider 
appropriate. 

116. Subject matter of Resolution . — Subject to the provi 
sions of these Rules, a member or a Minister may move a reso 
lution relating to a matter of general public interest. 

117 . Conditions of admissibility of resolution . In order 
that a resolution may be admissible it shall satisfy the follow 
ing conditions, namely : -- 

( a ) it shall be clearly and precisely expressed and shall 
raise substantially one definite issue; 
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( b ) it shall not contain arguments , inferences, ironical 
expressions , imputations, or defamatory statements, nor shall 
it refer to the conduct or character of persons except in their 
official or public capacity ; 

(c ) it shall not relate to a matter which is under adjudi 
cation by a court of law ; and 

( d ) it shall not relate to any matter which is not the 
concern of the State Government. 

118. Raising discussion on matters before tribunals , con 
missions etc.No resolution which seeks to raise discussion 
on a matter pending before any statutory tribunal or statu 
tory authority performing any judicial or quasi-judicial func 
tions or any commission or court of enquiry appointed to 
enquire into or investigate any matter shall ordinarily be per 
mitted to be moved : 

Provided that the Speaker may , in his discretion , allow 
such matter being raised in the Assembly as is concerned with 
the procedure or subject or stage of enquiry , if the Speaker 
is satisfied that it is not likely to prejudice the consideration 
of such matter by the statutory tribunal, statutory authority , 
commission or court of enquiry . 

119. Speaker to decide admissibility.- ( 1 ) The Speaker shall 
decide the admissibility of a resolution and may disallow a 
resolution or a part thereof when , in his opinion , it is an 
abuse of the right of moving a resolution or calculated to 
obstruct or prejudicially affect the procedure of the Assembly 
or is in contravention of these Rules . 

( 2 ) When a resolution or any portion of it is not admitted 
or is admitted with any modification the fact shall be intimated 
to the member concerned . 

120. Moving of resolutions.- ( 1 ) A member in whose name 
a resolution stands on the list of business shall, except when 
he wishes to withdraw it, when called upon , move the resolu 
tion , and shall commence his speech by a formal motion. 

(2 ) A member may, with the permission of the Speaker , 
authorise any other member in whose name the same resolu 
tion stands lower in the list of business to move it on his behalf 
and the member so authorised may move it accordingly . 

( 3 ) If a member when called on is absent, any other mem 
ber authorised by him in writing in this behalf may, with the 
permission of the Speaker, move the resolution . 
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121. Amendments.- ( 1 ) After a resolution has been moved , 
any member may, subject to the rules relating to resolutions, 
move an amendment to the resolution . 

( 2 ) If notice of such amendment has not been given one 
clear day before the day on which the resolution is moved , any 
member may object to the moving of the amendment, and such 
objection shall prevail, unless the Speaker allows the amend 
ment to be moved . 

( 3 ) The Secretary shall, if time permits, make available to 
members from time to time, lists of amendments of which 
notices have been received . 


122. Time limit of speeches. — No speech on a resolution , 
except with the permission of the Speaker, shall exceed fifteen 
minutes in duration : 


Provided that the mover of a resolution , when moving the 
same and the Minister concerned when speaking for the first 
time may speak for thirty minutes or for such longer time as 
the Speaker may permit. 

123. Scope of discussion . - The discussion on a resolution 
shall be strictly relevant to and within the scope of the resolu 
tion . 


124. Withdrawal of resolution and amendment.-- ( 10) A 
member in whose name a resolution stands in the list of busi 
ness, may when called upon withdraw the resolution , and shall 
confine himself to a mere statement to that effect . 

( 2 ) A member who has moved a resolution or an amend 
ment to resolution shall not withdraw the same except by 
leave of the Assembly . 

( 3 ) No discussion shall be permitted on a motion for leave 
to withdraw , except with the permission of the Speaker . 


125. Splitting of resolution . - When any resolution involving 
several points has been discussed , the Speaker may divide the 
resolution , and put each or any point separately to the vote as 
he may think fit. 


126. Repetition of resolution .- ( 1 ) When a resolution has 
been moved no resolution or amendment raising substantially 
the same question shall be moved within one year from the 
date of the moving of the earlier resolution . 
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( 2 ) When a resolution has been withdrawn with the leave 
of the Assembly, no resolution raising substantially the same 
question shall be moved during the same session . 


127. Copy of resolution passed to be sent to Government.--A 
copy of every resolution which has been passed by the Assembly 
shall be forwarded to the Government. 


CHAPTER XVI 


Motions 


128. Discussion on a matter of public interest. - Save in so 
far as is otherwise provided by the Constitution or by these 
Rules, no discussion of a matter of general public interest shall 
take place except on a motion made with the consent of the 
Speaker. 

129. Notice of motion . — Notice of a motion shall be given 
in writing addressed to the Secretary . 

130. Conditions of admissibility of a motion . - In order that 
a motion may be admissible it shall satisfy the following condi 
tions, namely : 

( 1 ) it shall raise substantially one definite issue; 

( 2 ) it shall not contain arguments, inferences, ironical 
expressions, imputations, or defamatory statements, nor shall 
it refer to the conduct or character of persons except in their 
official or public capacity ; 

( 3 ) it shall be restricted to a matter of recent occurrence ; 
( 4 ) it shall not raise a question of privilege ; 

(5 ) it shall not revive discussion on a matter which has 
been discussed during the same session ; 

(6 ) it shall not anticipate discussion of a matter which 
is likely to be discussed during the same session ; 

( 7 ) it shall not relate to a matter which is under adjudi. 
cation by a court of law ; and 
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(8 ) it shall not relate to a matter which is not the concern 
of the State Government. 

131. Motion for raising discussion on matters before tri 
bunals , commissions etc. — No motion which seeks to raise dis 
cussion on a matter pending before any statutory tribunal or 
statutory authority performing any judicial or quasi- judicial 
functions or any commission or court of enquiry appointed to 
enquire into or investigate any matter shall ordinarily be per 
mitted to be moved : 


Provided that the Speaker may, in his discretion , allow 
such matter being raised in the Assembly as is concerned with 
the procedure or subject or stage of enquiry if the Speaker is 
satisfied that it is not likely to prejudice the consideration of 
such matter by the statutory tribunal, statutory authority , 
commission or court of enquiry . 


132. Speaker to decide admissibility of a motion .--- The 
Speaker shall decide the admissibility of a motion and may 
disallow a motion or a part thereof when in his opinion it 
is an abuse of the right of moving a motion or is calculated to 
obstruct or prejudicially affect the procedure of the Assembly 
or is in contravention of these Rules. 


133. Circulation of No-Day -Yet-Named Motions --If the 
Speaker admits notice of a motion and no date is fixed for the 
discussion of such motion it shall be immediately notified in the 
Assembly Bulletin with the heading " No-Day- Yet-Named 
Motions. " 


134. Allotment of time and discussion of motions. The 
Speaker may after considering the state of business in the 
Assembly and in consultation with the Leader of the House , 
allot time for the discussion of any such motion . 


135. Speaker to put question at the appointed time.-- The 
Speaker shall at the appointed hour on the allotted day, or as 
the case may be the last of the allotted days, forthwith put 
every question necessary to determine the decision of the 
Assembly on the original question when a decision is deemed 
necessary . 


- 


136. Time limit for speeches .-- The Speaker may, if he thinks 
fit, prescribe a time limit for speeches. 
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CHAPTER XVII 
Procedure in Financial Matters 
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137. Presentation of Budget.- ( 1 ) The Annual Financial 
Statement of the estimated receipts and expenditure of the 
State in respect of each financial year (hereinafter referred to 
as the Budget) shall be presented to the Assembly on such day 
as the Governor may appoint. 

(2 ) No discussion of the Budget shall take place on the 
day on which it is presented . 

138 . Demands for grants.- ( 1 ) A separate demand shall 
ordinarily be made in respect of the grant proposed for each 
department of Government, provided that the Finance Minister 
may include in one demand grants proposed for two or more 
departments or make a demand in respect of expenditure which 
cannot readily be classified under particular departments. 

( 2 ) Each demand shall contain , first, a statement of the 
total grant proposed , and then a statement of the detailed esti 
mate under each grant divided into items. 

( 3 ) Subject to these Rules , the Budget shall be presented 
in such form as the Finance Minister may after considering 
the suggestions, if any, of the Estimates Committee , settle . 

139. General discussion on the Budget.— ( 1 ) On a day to be 
appointed by the Speaker subsequent to the day on which the 
Budget is presented , and for such time as the Speaker may 
allot for this purpose , the Assembly shall be at liberty to dis 
cuss the Budget as a whole or any question of principle involved 
therein but no motion shall be moved at this stage nor shall 
the Budget be submitted to the Vote of the Assembly . 

( 2 ) The Finance Minister shall have a general right of 
reply at the end of the discussion . 

( 3 ) The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, prescribe a time 
limit for speeches. 

140. Voting of Demands for Grants.- ( 1 ) The Speaker, in 
consultation with the Leader of the House and the Leader of 
the Opposition shall allot so many days as may be compatible 
with public interest for discussion and voting of the demands 
for grants. 
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( 2 ) On the last day of the allotted days at 1 p . m ., the 
Speaker shall forthwith put every question necessary to dis 
pose of all the outstanding matters in connection with the de 
mands for grants. 

( 3 ) Motions may be moved to reduce any grant but not to 
increase or alter the destination of a grant. 

(4 ) No amendments to motions to reduce any grant shall 
be permissible. 

(5 ) When several motions relating to the same demand 
are offered they shall be discussed in the order in which the 
heads to which they relate appear in the Budget. 

141. Presentation of Budget in parts. - Nothing hereinafter 
contained shall be deemed to prevent the presentation of the 
Budget to the Assembly in two or more parts and when such 
presentation takes place, each part shall be dealt with in ac 
cordance with these Rules as if it were the Budget. 

142. Notice of cut motions. - If notice of a motion to reduce 
any grant has not been given one clear day before the day on 
which the demand is to be considered , any member may object 
to the moving of the motion and such objection shall prevail , 
unless the Speaker allows the motion to be made. 

143. Vote on account.- ( 1 ) A motion for vote on account 
shall state the total sum required , and the various amounts 
needed for each department or item of expenditure which com 
pose that sum shall be stated in a schedule appended to the 
motion . 

( 2 ) Amendments may be moved for the reduction of the 
whole grant or for the reduction or omission of the itemswhere 
of the grant is composed . 

( 3 ) Discussion of a general character may be allowed on 
the motion or any amendments moved thereto, but the details 
of the grant shall not be discussed further than is necessary 
to develop the general points . 

( 4 ) In other respects , a motion for vote on account shall 
be dealt with in the same way as if it were a demand for grant. 

144. Supplementary , additional, excess and exceptional 
grants and votes of credit. - Supplementary , additional, excess 
and exceptional grants and votes of credit shall be regulated by 
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the same procedure as is applicable in the case of demands for 
grants subject to such adaptations, whether by way of modi. 
fication , addition or omission as the Speaker may deem to be 
necessary or expedient. 

145. Scope of discussion on Supplementary grants .-- The 
debate on the Supplementary grants shall be confined to the 
items constituting the same and no discussion may be raised 
on the original grants or policy underlying them save in so far 
as it may be necessary to explain or illustrate the particular 
items under discussion . 


146. Token grant.--When funds to meet proposed expendi 
ture on a new service can be made available by reappropriation 
a demand for the grant of a token sum may be submitted to 
the vote of the Assembly and, if the Assembly assents to the 
demand , funds may be so made available . 

147. Appropriation Bill.- ( 1) Subject to the provisions of 
the Constitution , the procedure in regard to an Appropriation 
Bill shall be the same as for Bills generally with such modifi 
cations as the Speaker may consider necessary . 

(2 ) At any time after the introduction in the Assembly 
of an Appropriation Bill, the Speaker may allot a day or days 
for the completion of all or any of the stages involved in the 
passage of the Bill by the Assembly, and when such allotment. 
has been made, the Speaker shall at 1 p . m ., on the allotted day , 
or , as the case may be , the last of the allotted days, forthwith 
put every question necessary to dispose of all the outstanding 
matters in connection with the stage or stages for which the 
day or days has or have been allotted . 

( 3 ) The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, prescribe a time 
limit for speeches at all or any of the stages for which a day or 
days has or have been allotted under the preceding sub -rule. 

( 4 ) The debate on an Appropriation Bill shall be restricted 
to matters of public importance or administrative policy implied 
in the grants covered by the Bill which have not already been 
raised while the relevant demands for grants were under con 
sideration . 

(5 ) . The Speaker may, in order to avoid repetition of 
debate, require members desiring to take part in the discussion 
on an Appropriation Bill to give advance intimation of the

specific points they intend to raise , and he may withhold per 
mission for raising such of the points as in his opinion appear to 
be repetitions of the matters discussed on a demand for grant 
or as may not be of sufficient public importance . 

(6 ) If an Appropriation Bill is in pursuance of a supple 
mentary grant in respect of an existing service the discussions 
shall be confined to the items constituting the same and no 
discussion shall be raised on the original grant or the policy 
underlying it save in so far as may be necessary to explain or 
illustrate a particular item under discussion . 


CHAPTER XVIII . 
Questions of Privilege 


148. Question of Privilege . - A member may, with the con 
sent of the Speaker, raise a question involving a breach of pri 
vilege either of a member, or of the Assembly or of a Com 
mittee thereof. 

149. Notice of question of privilege. - A member wishing to 
raise a question of privilege shall give notice in writing to the 
Secretary before the commencement of the sitting on the day 
the question is proposed to be raised . If the question raised 
is based on a document, the notice shall be accompanied by the 
document. 

150. Conditions of admissibility of question of privilege : 
The right to raise a question of privilege shall be governed by 
the following conditions, namely : 

( i ) not more than one question shall be raised at the 

same sitting ; 
( ii) the question shall be restricted to a specific matter 

of recent occurrence ; 
( iii) the matter requires the intervention of the Assembly . 
151. Mode of raising a question of privilege.- ( 1 ) The 
Speaker if he gives consent under Rule 148 and holds that the 
matter proposed to be discussed is in order, shall, after the 
questions and before the list of business is entered upon, call 
the member concerned , who shall rise in his place and, while 
asking for leave to raise the question of privilege, make a short 
statement relevant thereto . 

( 2 ) Where the Speaker has refused his consent under Rule 
148 or is of opinion that the matter proposed to be discussed 
is not in order , he may, if he thinks it necessary , read the 
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notice of question of privilege and state that he refuses consent 
or holds that the notice of question of privilege is not in order : 

Provided that the Speaker may , if he is satisfied about the 
urgency of the matter, allow a question of privilege to be raised 
at any time during the course of a sitting after the disposal of 
questions. 

( 3 ) If objection to leave being granted is taken , the 
Speaker shall request those members who are in favour of 
leave being granted to rise in their places and if not less than 
fifteen members rise accordingly, the Speaker shall intimate 
that leave is granted . If less than fifteen members rise , the 
Speaker shall inform the member that he has not the leave 
of the Assembly . 

152. Consideration of question of privilege to which leave 
is granted .- If leave under Rule 151 is granted , the Assembly 
may consider the question and come to a decision or refer it to 
a Committee of Privileges on a motion made by the Leader of 
the House or any other member to whom he may delegate his 
function under this Rule . 

153. Reference of questions of privilege to Committee by 
Speaker . - Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules 
the Speaker may refer any question of privilege to the Com 
mittee of Privileges for examination , investigation or report. 

154. Power of Speaker to give directions.- The Speaker may 
issue such directions as may be necessary for regulating the 
procedure in connection with all matters connected with the 
consideration of the question of privilege either in the Com 
mittee of Privileges or in the Assembly . 

155. Intimation to Speaker by Magistrate of arrest, deten 
tion etc., of a member .---When a member is arrested on a crimi 
nal charge or for a criminal offence or is sentenced to imprison 
ment by a court or is detained under an executive order , the 
committing judge, magistrate or executive authority , as the 
case may be, shall immediately intimate such fact to the 
Speaker indicating the reasons for the arrest, detention or con 
viction , as the case may be , as also the place of detention or 
imprisonment of the member in the appropriate form set out 
in the third Schedule . 

156. Intimation to Speaker on release of a member.When 
a member is arrested and after conviction released on bail pend 
ing an appeal or otherwise released , such fact shall also be inti 
mated to the Speaker by the concerned authority in the appro 
priate form set out in the third Schedule. 
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157. Treatment of communications received from magis 
trate. - As soon as may be, the Speaker shall, after he has 
received a communication referred to in Rule 155 or Rule 150 
read it out in the Assembly if in session , or if the Assembly is 
not in session direct that it may be published in the Assembly 
Bulletin for the information of the members : 


Provided that if the intimation of the release of a member 
either on bail or by discharge on appeal is received before the 
Assembly has been informed of the original arrest, the fact of 
his arrest , or his subsequent release or discharge may not be 
intimated to the Assembly by the Speaker. 


158. Arrest within the precincts of the Assembly . - No 
arrest shall be made within the precincts of the Assembly with 
out obtaining the permission of the Speaker. 


159. Service of legal process.-- A legal process , 

civil or 
criminal, shall not be served within the precincts of the As 
sembly without obtaining the permission of the Speaker. 


CHAPTER XIX 

Subordinate Legislation 
160. Laying of regulation , rule etc., on the Table.- ( 1 ) All 
regulations, rules, sub -rules, bye -laws etc., framed in pursuance 
of the Constitution or of the legislative functions delegated by 
the Assembly to a subordinate authority shall be laid before 
the Legislative Assembly for the periods specified in the Consti 
tution or the relevant Acts. 


(2 ) Where the specified period is not so completed, the 
regulation , rule, sub -rule, bye-law etc., shall be relaid in the 
succeeding session or sessions until the said period is com 
pleted . 


161. Allotment of time for the discussion of amendment.- 
The Speaker shall in consultation with the Leader of the House , 
fix a day or days or part of a day , as he may think fit for the 
consideration and passing of an amendment to such regulation , 
rule, sub-rule , bye-law etc., of which notice may be given by a 
member. 
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CHAPTER XX 
Resignation and Vacation of seats in the Assembly and 

leave of absence from meetings of the Assembly 
162. Resignation of seats in the Assembly.- (1 ) A member 
who desires to resign his seat in the Assembly shall intimate , 
in writing, under his hand addressed to the Speaker, his inten 
tion to resign his seat in the Assembly in the following form 
and shall not give any reason for his resignation :

I hereby tender my resignation of my seat in the Assembly

Provided that where any member gives any reason or 
introduces any extraneous matter, the Speaker may, in his dis 
cretion , omit such words, phrases or matter and the same shall 
not be read out in the Assembly . 

( 2 ) As soon as may be, the Speaker shall , after he has 
received an intimation in writing from a member under his 
hand resigning his seat in the Assembly , inform the Assembly 
that such and such a member has resigned his seat in the 
Assembly : 

Provided that when the Assembly is not in session , the 
Speaker shall inform the Assembly immediately after the 
Assembly re-assembles , that such and such a member has re 
signed his seat in the Assembly during the inter-session period . 

(3 ) The Secretary shall, as soon as may be, after the 
Speaker has received such intimation from a member resigning 
his seat in the Assembly , cause the information to be published 
in the Gazette and forward a copy of the notification to the 
Election Commission for taking steps to fill the vacancy thus 
caused. 
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163. Permission to remain . absent from meeting of the 
Assembly.- ( 1 ) A member desiring permission of the Assembly 
to remain absent from meetings thereof under clause (4 ) of 
Article 190 of the Constitution shall make an application in 
writing to the Speaker . 

(2 ) An application under sub -rule ( 1 ) shall specify the 
period for which leave of absence is required , indicating also 
the date of commencement and of termination of such leave 
of absence and the grounds for it : 

Provided that leave of absence applied for at any one time 
shall not exceed a period of sixty days. 

( 3) After the receipt of an application under sub-rule ( 1) 
of this Rule the Speaker shall, as soon as may be, read out the 
application to the Assembly and ask : " Is it the pleasure of the 
Assembly that permission be granted to such and such a mem 
ber for remaining absent from all meetings of the Assembly for 
such and such a period " . If no one dissents , the Speaker shall 
say " Permission to remain absent is granted .” But if any dis 
sentient voice is heard , the Speaker shall take the sense of the 
Assembly and thereupon declare the decision of the Assembly . 

(4 ) No discussion shall take place on any question before 
the Assembly under this Rule . 

(5 ) The Secretary shall , as soon as may be, after a deci 
sion has been signified by the Assembly , communicate it to the 
member . 

(6 ) If a member , who has been granted leave of absence 
under sub -rule ( 2 ) attends the session of the Assembly during 
the period of his leave , the unexpired portion of the leave from 
the date of his resumed attendance shall lapse . 

164. Vacation of seats in the Assembly.- ( 1 ) The seat of a 
member may be declared vacant under clause ( 4 ) of Article 
190 of the Constitution on a motion by the Leader of the House 
or by such other member to whom he may delegate his func 
tions in this behalf . 

( 2 ) If the motion referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) of this Rule 
is carried , the Secretary shall cause the information to be pub 
lished in the Gazette and forward a copy of the notification 
to the Election Commission for taking steps to fill the vacancy 
thus caused . 

165 . Record of attendance of members. — The Secretary shall 
on the days of sittings of the Assembly , keep an attendance 
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book, which shall be signed every day by the members ( other 
than the Speaker and the Ministers ) present. A member (other 
than the Speaker and the Ministers ) who has not signed the 
attendance book on any day shall be presumed to have been 
absent from the Assembly on that day . 


CHAPTER XXI 
Communications between the Governor and the Assembly 

166. Communications from the Governor to the Assembly .- 
Communications from the Governor to the Assembly shall be 
made to the Speaker by written message signed by the Gov 
ernor . 

167. Communications from the Assembly to the Governor.- 
Communications from the Assembly to the Governor shall be 
made by formal address, after motion made and carried in the 
Assembly, and through the Speaker. 


CHAPTER XXII 

Secret sitting of the Assembly 
168. Secret sitting.-- ( 1 ) On a request made by the L.eader 
of the House, the Speaker shall fix a day or part thereof for 
sitting of the Assembly in secret. 

(2 ) When the Assembly sits in secret no stranger shall be 
permitted to be present in the Chamber, Lobby or Galleries : 

Provided that persons authorised by the Speaker may be 
present in the Chamber , Lobby or Galleries. 

169. Report of the proceedings.- The Speaker may cause 
a report of the proceedings of a secret sitting to be issued in 
such manner as he thinks fit, but no other person present shall 
keep a note or record of any proceedings or decisions of a 
secret sitting, whether in part or full , or issue any report of , 
or purport to describe such proceedings. 

170 . Procedure in other respects.--- The procedure in all 
other respects in connection with a secret sitting shall be in 
accordance with such directions as the Speaker may give . 

171. Lifting ben of scurecy ..-( 1 ) When it is considered that 
the necessity for maintaining secrecy in regard to the pro 
ceedings of a secret sitting has ceased to exist and subject to 
the consent of the Speaker, a motion may be moved by the 
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Leader of the House or any member authorised by him that 
the proceedings in the Assembly during a secret sitting be no 
longer treated as secret. 

( 2 ) On adoption by the Assembly of the motion under sub 
rule ( 1 ) , the Secretary shall cause to be prepared a report of 
the proceedings of the secret sitting and shall, as soon as prac 
ticable, publish it in such form and manner as the Speaker may 
direct . 

172 . Disclosure of proceelings or decisions.--Subject to the 
provisions of Rule 171 , disclosure of proceedings or decisions 
of a secret sitting by any person in any manner shall be treated 
as a gross breach of privilege of the Assembly . 


CHAPTER XXIII 
Legislature Committees 

( a ) GENERAL 
173. Appointment of Legislature . Committees -- ( 1) The 
members of a Legislature Committee shall be appointed or 
elected by the Assembly or nominated by the Speaker , as the 
case may be. 

( 2 ) No member shall be appointed to a Committee if he is 
not willing to serve on it. The proposer shall ascertain whether 
the member whose name is proposed by him is willing to serve 
on the Committee. 

( 3 ) Casual vacancies in a Committee shall be filled by 
appointment or election by the Assembly or nomination by the 
Speaker, as the case may be, and any member appointed , elected 
or nominated to fill such vacancy shall hold office for the 
unexpired portion of the term for which the member in whose 
place he is appointed , elected or nominated would have normally 
held office . 

174. Term of office of Committee nominated by the 
Speaker.- A Committee nominated by the Speaker shall, unless 
otherwise specified in the rules contained in this Chapter, hold 
office for the period specified by him or until a new Committee 
is nominated . 

175. Resignation from Committee .--- A member may resign 
his seat from a Committee by writing under his hand, addressed 
to the Speaker . 
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176. Chairman of Committee.-- ( 1 ) The Chairman of a 
Committee shall be appointed by the Speaker from amongst 
the members of the Committee : 

Provided that if the Deputy Speaker is a member of the 
Committee , he shall be appointed Chairman of the Committee. 

( 2 ) If the Chairman is for any reason unable to act, the 
Speaker may appoint another Chairman in his place. 

(3 ) If the Chairman is absent from any sitting , the Com 
mittee shall choose another member to act as Chairman for 
that sitting 

177. Quorum .- ( 1 ) Unless otherwise fixed , the quorum to 
constitute a sitting of a Committee shall be, as near as may 
be, one third of the total number of members of the Committee . 

( 2 ) If at any time fixed for any sitting of a Committee or 
if at any time during any such sitting, there is no quorum the 
Chairman of the Committee shall either suspend the sitting 
until there is a quorum or adjourn the sitting to some future 
day. 

( 3 ) When the Committee has been adjourned in pursuance 
of sub -rule (2 ) on two successive dates fixed for sittings of 
the Committee, the Chairman shall report the fact to the 
Assembly : 

Provided that where the Committee has been appointed 
by the Speaker, the Chairman shall report the fact of such 
adjournment to the Speaker. 

178. Discharge of members absent from sittings of Com 
mittees. If a member is absent from two or more consecutive 
sittings of a Committee without the permission of the Chair 
man , a motion may be moved in the Assembly for the discharge 
of such member from the Committee : 

Provided that where the members of the Committee are 
nominated by the Speaker such member may be discharged by 
the Speaker . 

179.. Voting in Committee. - All questions at any sitting of 
. a Committee shall be determined by a majority of votes of the 
members present and voting. 

180. Casting vote of Chairman .-- In the case of an equality 
of votes on any matter, the Chairman , or the person acting as 
such shall have a second or casting vote. 

181. Power to appoint sub -committees.- (1 ) A Committee 
may appoint one or more sub -committees, each having the 
powers of the undivided Committee, to examine any matters 
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that may be referred to them , and the reports of such sub 
committees shall be deemed to be the reports of the whole 
Committee, if they are approved at a sitting of the whole 
Committee. 

( 2 ) The order of reference to a sub -committee shall clearly 
state the point or points for investigation . The report of the 
sub -committee shall be considered by the whole Committee . 

182. Date and time of sittings of Commitlec . — The sittings 
of a Committee shall be held on such days and at such hour 
as the Chairman of the Committee may fix . 

183. Sittings of Committee in private. - The sittings of a 
Committee shall be held in private . 

184. Venue of sittings. — The sittings of a Committee shall 
be held within the precincts of the Legislature Secretariat 
Buildings and if it becomes necessary to change the place of 
sitting outside the Legislature Secretariat Buildings, the matter 
shall be referred to the Speaker whose decision shall be final. 

185. All strangers to withdraw when Committee deliberates.- 
All persons other than members of the Committee and officers 
whose services are required by the Committee shall withdraw 
whenever the Committee is deliberating . 

186. Power to take evidence or call for documents .-- ( 1 ) A 
witness may be summoned by an order signed by the Secretary 
and shall also produce such documents as are required for the 
use of a Committee. 

( 2 ) It shall be in the discretion of the Committee to treat 
any evidence tendered before it as secret or confidential. 

( 3 ) No document submitted to the Committee shall be 
withdrawn or altered without the knowledge and approval of 
the Committee. 

187. Power to send for persons , papers and records.-- A 
Committee shall have power to send for persons, papers and 
records : 

Provided that if any question arises whether the evidence 
of a person or the production of a document is relevant for the 
purposes of the Committee, the question shall be referred to 
the Speaker whose decision shall be final : 

Provided further that Government may decline to produce 
a document on the ground that its disclosure would be prejudi 
cial to the safety or interest of the State. 
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188. Counsel for a witness . - A Committee may, under the 
direction of the Speaker, permit a witness to be heard by a 
counsel appointed by him and approved by the Committee . 

189. Evidence on oath .— ( 1 ) A Committee may administer 
oath or affirmation to a witness examined before it. 

( 2 ) The form of the oath or affirmation shall be as 
follows: 

I, A. B., do swear in the name of God ] ( solemnly affirm ) 
that the evidence which I shall give in this case shall be true, 
that I will conceal nothing, and that no part of my evidence 
shall be false. 

190. Procedure for examining witnesses. The examination 
of witnesses before a Committee shall be conducted as 
follows: 

( i) The Committee shall, before a witness is called for 
examination , decide the mode of procedure and the nature of 
questions that may be asked of the witness. 

( ii) The Chairman of the Committee may first ask the 
witness such question or questions as he may consider neces 
sary with reference to the subject matter under consideration 
or any subject connected therewith according to the mode of 
procedure mentioned in clause (i) of this rule. 

( iii ) The Chairman may call other members of the 
Committee one by one to ask any other questions. 

( iv ) A witness may be asked to place before the Com 
mittee any other relevant points that have not been covered 
and which a witness thinks are essential to be placed before 
the Committee. 

( v ) A verbatim record of proceedings of the Committee 
shall, when a witness is summoned to give evidence, be kept. 

(vi) The evidence tendered before the Committee may 
be made available to all members of the Committee. 

191. Record of decisions . A record of minutes of the meet 
ings of a Committee, approved by the Chairman , shall be main 
tained and circulated to members of the Committee. 

192. Evidence, report and proceedings treated as confiden 
tial.- ( 1 ) A Committee may direct that the whole or part of 
the evidence or a summary thereof may be laid on the Table. 

( 2 ) The evidence given before a Committee shall not be 
published by any member of the Committee or by any other 
person until it has been laid on the Table : 
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Provided that the Speaker may, in his discretion , direct 
that such evidence be confidentially made available to members 
before it is formally laid on the Table . 

193. Special reports. - A Committee , if it thinks fit, may 
make a special report on any matter that arises or comes to 
light in the course of its work which it may consider necessary 
to bring to the notice of the Speaker or the Assembly , not 
withstanding that such matter is not directly connected with , 
or does not fall within or is not incidental to, its terms of 
reference. 

194. Report of Committee.- ( 1 ) Reports may be either pre 
liminary or final. 

( 2 ) The report of the Committee shall be signed by the 
Chairman on behalf of the Committee : 

Provided that in case the Chairman is absent or is not 
readily available the Committee shall choose another member 
to sign the report on behalf of the Committee. 

195. Availability of report to Government before presenta 
tion . - A Committee may , if it thinks fit , make available to 
Government any completed part of its report before presenta 
tion to the Assembly. Such reports shall be treated as confi 
dential until presented to the Assembly . 

196. Presentation of report.- ( 1 ) The report of a Com 
mittee shall be presented to the Assembly by the Chairman or 
in his absence by any member of the Committee . " 

( 2 ) In presenting the report the Chairman or, in his 
absence, the member presenting the report shall, if he makes 
any remarks, confine himself to a brief statement of fact, but 
there shall be no debate on that statement at this stage . 

197. Printing, publication or circulation of report prior to 
its presentation to Assembly . — The Speaker may, on a request 
being made to him and when the Assembly is not in session, 
order the printing, publication or circulation of a report of a 
Committee although it has not been presented to the Assembly . 
In that case the report shall be presented to the Assembly dur 
ing its next session at the first convenient opportunity . 

198. Power to make suggestions on procedure. - A Com 
mittee shall have power to pass resolution on matters of pro 
cedure relating to that Committee for the consideration of the 
Speaker , who may make such variations in procedure as he may 
consider necessary . 
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199. Power of Committee to make detailed rules. - A Com 
mittee may with the approval of the Speaker make detailed 
rules of procedure to supplement the provisions contained in 
the rules in this Chapter . 

200 . Power of Speaker to give directions.- ( 1 ) The Speaker 
may from time to time issue such direction to the Chairman 
of a Committee as hemay consider necessary for regulating its 
procedure and the organisation of its work . 

( 2 ) If any doubt arises on any point of procedure or other 
wise , the Chairman may, if he thinks fit , refer the point to 
the Speaker whose decision shall be final. 

201. Business before Committee not to lapse on prorogation 
of Assembly . - Any business pending before a Committee shall 
not lapse by reason only of the prorogation of the Assembly 
and the Committee shall continue to function notwithstanding 
such prorogation . 

202. Unfinished work of Committee . - A Committee which 
is unable to complete its work before the expiration of its term 
or before the dissolution of the Assembly may report to the 
Assembly that the Committee has not been able to complete 
its work . Any preliminary report memorandum or note that 
the Committee may have prepared or any evidence that the 
Committee may have taken shall be made available to the new 
Committee . 

203. Applicability of general rules to Committees. - Except 
for matters for which special provision is made in the rules 
relating to any particular Committee , the general rules in this 
Chapter shall apply to all Committees ; and if and so far as 
any provision in the special rules relating to a Committee is 
inconsistent with the general rules, the former rules shall 
prevail. 


(b ) Constitution and functions of the Committees 

( i) BUSINESS ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
204. Constitution of Business Advisory Committee. - At the 
commencement of the Assembly or from time to time, as the 
case may be, the Speaker may nominate a Committee called 
the Business Advisory Committee consisting of not more than 
nine members including the Speaker who shall be the Chair 
man of the Committee. 
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205. Functions of the Committee.-- ( 1 ) It shall be the func 
tion of the Committee to recommend the time that should be 
allocated for the discussion of the stage or stages of such Gov 
ernment Bills and other Government business as the Speaker 
in consultation with the Leader of the House , may direct for 
being referred to the Committee. 

( 2 ) The Committee shall have the power to indicate in 
the proposed time-table the different hours at which the vari 
ous stages of the Bill or other Government business shall be 
completed . 

( 3 ) The Committee shall have such cther functions as 
may be assigned to it by the Speaker from time to time. 

206. Report of Committee. — The recommendations of the 
Committee shall be presented to the House in the form of a 
report. 

207. Consideration of Report. - At any time after the report 
has been presented to the House a motion may be moved that 
the House agrees or agrees with amendments or disagrees with 
the report : 

Provided that an amendment may be moved that the 
report be referred back to the Committee either without limita 
tion or with reference to any particular matter : 

Provided further that not more than half an hour shall be 
allotted for the discussion of the motion and no member shall 
speak for more than five minutes on such motion . 

208 . Allocation of time Order. The allocation of time in 
respect of Bills and other business as approved by the House 
shall take effect as if it were an order of the House and shall 
be notified in the Bulletin . 

209. Disposal of outstanding matters at the appointed 
hour .-- At the appointed hour, in accordance with the Alloca 
tion of Time Order for the completion of a particular Stage of a 
Bill, the Speaker shall forthwith put every question necessary 
to dispose of all the outstanding matters in connection with that 
stage of the Bill. 

210. Variation in the Allocation of Time Order No varia 
tion in the Allocation of Time Order shall be made except on 
the request of the Leader of the House who shall notify orally 
to the Assembly that there was general agreement for such 
variation , which shall be enforced by the Speaker after taking 
the sense of the Assembly . 
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( ii) COMMITTEE ON PRIVATE MEMBERS BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS 


211. Constitution of Committee on Private Members Bills 
and Resolutions.- ( 1 ) There shall be a Committee on Private 
Members Bills and Resolutions consisting of not more than 
seven members. 

(2 ) The Committee shall be nominated by the Speaker and 
shall hold office for a term not exceeding one year . 

212. Functions of Committee.- ( 1 ) The functions of the 
Committee shall be 

(a ) to examine all private members Bills after they 
are introduced and before they are taken up for consideration 
in the Assembly and to classify them according to their nature, 
urgency and importance ; 

(b ) to recommend the time that should be allocated for 
the discussion of the stage or stages of each private members 
Bill and also to indicate in the time- table so drawn up the 
different hours at which the various stages of the Bill in a 
day shall be completed ; 

(c ) to examine every private members Bill which is 
opposed in the Assembly on the ground that the Bill initiates 
legislation outside the legislative competence of the Assembly , 
and the Speaker considers such objection prima facie tenable ; 

(d ) to recommend time limit for the discussion of pri 
vate members resolutions and other ancillary matters . 

( 2 ) The Committee shall perform such other functions in 
respect of private members Bills and Resolutions as may be 
assigned to it by the Speaker from time to time. 

( 3 ) The mover of the non -official Bill or resolution may 
be allowed to take part in the discussions of the Committee 
relating to the Bill or resolution of which he is the mover , but 
he shall not be considered to be a member of the Committee, 
nor shall he be allowed to vote if any voting becomes necessary . 

213. Motion moved in Assembly on the report. - At any time 
after the report has been presented to the Assembly a motion 
may be moved that the Assembly agrees or agrees with amend 
ments or disagrees with the report : 

Provided that not more than half an hour shall be allotted 
for discussion of the motion and no member shall speak for 
more than five minutes on such motion : 
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Provided further that an amendment may be moved that 
the report be referred back to the Committee without limita 
tion or with reference to any particular matter . 

214. Disposal of outstanding matters at the appointed 
hour. – At the appointed hour, in accordance with the alloca 
tion of time, the Speaker shall forthwith put every question 
necessary to dispose of all the outstanding matters in connec 
tion with the completion of a particular stage of the Bill . 


( iii) COMMITTEE ON PETITIONS 
215. Constitution of Committee on Petitions.-- At the Com 
mencement of the Assembly , or from time to time, as the 
case may be, the Speaker shall nominate a Committee on Peti 
tions consisting of not more than seven members : 

Provided that a Minister shall not be nominated a member 
of the Committee, and that if a member, after his nomination 
to the Committee, is appointed a Minister he shall cease to be a 
member of the Committee from the date of such appointment. 

216. Functions of the Committee.- ( 1 ) The Committee shall 
examine every petition referred to it, and if the petition com 
plies with these rules, the Committee may direct that it be 
circulated. Where circulation of the petition has not been 
directed , the Speaker may at any time direct that the petition 
be circulated . 
( 2 ) Circulation of the petition shall be in extenso 

or in 
summary form as the Committee or the Speaker, as the case 
may be, may direct. 

( 3 ) It shall also be the duty of the Committee to report 
to the Assembly on specific complaints made in the petition 
referred to it after taking such evidence as it deems fit and 
to suggest remedial measures either in concrete form 
applicable to the case under review or to prevent such cases in 
future. 
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( iv ) SELECT COMMITTEE ON BILLS 
217. Constitution of Select Committee. — The members of a 
Select Committee on a Bill shall be appointed by the Assembly 
when a motion that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee 
is made . 
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218. Other members may be present at a sitting. – Members 
who are not members of the Select Committee may be present 
during the deliberations of the committee, but shall not address 
the committee nor sit in the body of the committee : 

Provided that a Minister may with the permission of the 
Chairman address the committee of which he may not be a 
member . 


219. Notice of amendments and procedure generally .- ( 1) 
If notice of a proposed amendment has not been given before 
the day on which the Bill is taken up by the Select Committee, 
any member may object to the moving of the amendment and 
such objection shall prevail unless the Chairman allows the 
amendment to be moved. 

(2 ) In other respects, the procedure in a Select Committee 
shall, as far as practicable, be the same as is followed in the 
Assembly during the consideration stage of a Bill, with such 
adaptations whether by way of modification , addition or 
omission as the Speaker may consider necessary or convenient. 

220. Notice of amendments by members other than members 
of Committee . - When a Bill has been referred to a Select , 
Committee, any notice given by a member of any amendment 
to a clause in the Bill shall stand referred to the Committee 
provided that where notice of an amendment is received from 
a member who is not a member of the Select Committee , such 
amendment shall not be taken up by the Committee unless 
moved by a member of the Committee. 


221. Power of Committee to take evidence. - A Select Com 
mittee may hear expert evidence and representatives of 
special interests affected by the measure before them . 

222. Report of Committee.- ( 1) As soon as may be, after 
a Bill has been referred to a Select Committee, the Select 
Committee shall meet from time to time to consider the Bill 
and shall make a report thereon within the time fixed by the 
Assembly : 

Provided that where the Assembly has not fixed any time 
for the presentation of the report by the Select Committee, the 
report shall be presented before the expiry of three months 
from the date on which the Assembly adopted the motion for 
the reference of the Bill to the Select Committee : 
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Provided further that the Assembly may at any time, on 
a motion being made, direct that the time for the presentation 
of the report by the Select Committee be extended to a date 
specified in the motion . 
( 2 ) The Select Committee shall their report 

state 
whether the publication of the Bill directed by these rules has 
taken place, and the date on which the publication has taken 
place. 

( 3 ) When a Bill has been altered , the Select Committee 
may, if they think fit , include in their report a recommendation 
to the member in charge of the Bill that his next motion should 
be a motion for circulation , or where the Bill has already been 
circulated , for re-circulation . 

( 4 ) Any member of the Select Committee may record a 
minute of dissent on any matter or matters connected with 
the Bill or dealt with in the report . 

(5 ) A minute of dissent shall be couched in temperate and 
decorous language and shall not refer to any discussion in the 
Select Committee nor cast aspersions on the Committee . 

(6 ) If, in the opinion of the Speaker a minute of dissent 
contains words, phrases or expressions which are unparlia 
mentary or otherwise inappropriate, he may order such words, 
phrases or expressions to be expunged from the minute of 
dissent. 

223. Printing and publication of report.- ( 1) The Secre 
tary shall cause every report of a Select Committee to be 
printed and a copy of the report shall be made available for 
the use of every member of the Assembly . The report and 
the Bill as reported by the Select Committee shall be published 
in the Gazette . 

( 2 ) . If any member is unacquainted with English , the 
Secretary shall also , if requested cause the report to be 
translated for his use into Malayalam or Tamil or Kannada. 


( v ) COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC ACCOUNTS 
224. Functions of Committee on Public Accounts.-- ( 1 ) 
There shall be a Committee on Public Accounts for the examina 
tion of accounts showing the appropriation of sums granted 
by the Assembly for the expenditure of the Government of 
Kerala , the annual finance accounts of the Government of 
Kerala and such other accounts laid before the Assembly 
as 
the Committee may think fit. 
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( 2 ) In scrutinising the Appropriation Accounts of the 
Government of Kerala and the report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor -General thereon , it shall be the duty of the Committee 
to satisfy itself 

( a ) that the moneys shown in the accounts as having 
been disbursed were legally available for, and applicable to , 
the service or purpose to which they have been applied or 
charged ; 

(b ) that the expenditure conforms to the authority 
which governs it ; and 

(c ) that every re -appropriation has been made in ac 
cordance with provisions made in this behalf under rules framed 
by competent authority . 

( 3 ) It shall also be the duty of the Committee 

(a ) to examine the statements of accounts showing the 
income and expenditure of State corporations, trading and 
manufacturing schemes, concerns and projects together with 
the balance sheets and statements of profit and loss accounts 
which the Governor may have required to be prepared or 
are prepared under the provisions of the statutory rules re 

gulating the financing of a particular corporation , trading or 
manufacturing scheme or concern or project and the report of 
the Comptroller and Auditor -General thereon ; 

( b ) to examine the statement of accounts showing the 
income and expenditure of autonomous and semi-autonomous 
bodies, the audit of which may be conducted by the Comptroller 
and Auditor -General either under the directions of the Governor 
or by a statute of the Legislature; and 

( c) to consider the report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General in cases where the Governor may have re 
quired him to conduct an audit of any receipts or to examine 
the accounts of stores and stocks. 

(4 ) If any money has been spent on any service during a 
financial year in excess of the amount granted by the Assembly 
for the purpose, the Committee shall examine with reference 
to the facts of each case the circumstances leading to such an 
excess and make such recommendations as it may deem fit . 

225. Constitution of Committee. - The Committee shall con 
sist of nine members who shall be elected by the Assembly , 
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as soon as may be, after the commencement of each financial 
year , from among its members according to the principle of 
proportional representation by means of the single transferable 
vote : 

Provided that a Minister shall not be elected a member of 
the Committee and that if a member , after his election to the 
Committee , is appointed a Minister he shall cease to be a 
member of the Committee from the date of such appointment. 


(vi) COMMITTEE ON ESTIMATES 


226. Functions of Committee on Estimates. — There shall be 
à Committee on Estimates for the examination of such of the 
estimates as may seem fit to the Committee or are specially 
referred to it by the Assembly or the Speaker. The functions 
of the Committee shall be 

( a ) to report what economies, improvements in organi 
sation , efficiency or administrative reform , consistent with 
the policy underlying the estimates , may be effected ; 

( b ) to suggest alternative policies in order to bring 
about efficiency and economy in administration ; 

(c ) to examine whether the money is well laid out with 
in the limits of the policy implied in the estimates ; and 

( d ) to suggest the form in which the estimates shall be 
presented to the Assembly . 

227. Constitution of Committee.-- The Committee shall con 
sist of nine members who shall be elected by the Assembly , 
as soon as may be, after the commencement of each financial 
year , from among its members according to the principle of 
proportional representation by means of the single transferable 
vote : 


Provided that a Minister shall not be elected a member of 
the Committee , and that if a member, after his election to the 
Committee, is appointed a Minister he shall cease to be a 
member of the Committee from the date of such appointment. 


228. Examination of Estimates by Committee . The Com 
mittee may continue the examination of the estimates from 
time to time throughout the financial year and report to the 
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Assembly as its examination proceeds. It shall not be incum 
bent on the Committee to examine the entire estimates of any 
one year. The demands for grants may be finally voted not 
withstanding the fact that the Committee has made no report. 


(vii ) COMMITTEE OF PRIVILEGES 
229. Constitution of Committee. - At the commencement of 
the Assembly or from time to time, as the case may be, the 
Speaker shall nominate a Committee of Privileges consisting 
of not more than seven members . 


230. Examination of question by Committee .- ( 1 ) The Com 
mittee shall examine every question referred to it and deter 
mine with reference to the facts of each case whether a breach 
of privilege is involved and, if so, the nature of the breach , the 
circumstances leading to it and make such recommendations as 
it may deem fit. - 

( 2 ) The report may also state the procedure to be fol 
lowed by the Assembly in giving effect to the recommendations 
made by the Committee. 


231. Consideration of report.- ( 1 ) After the report has 
been presented, the Chairman or any member of the Committee 
or any other member may move that the report be taken into 
consideration , whereupon the Speaker may put the question to 
the Assembly . 

( 2 ) Before putting the question to the Assembly , the 
Speaker may permit a debate on the motion , not exceeding half 
an hour in duration , and such debate shall not refer to the 
details of the report further than is necessary to make out a 
case for the consideration of the report by the Assembly . 

( 3 ) After, the motion made under sub -rule ( 1 ) is agreed 
to , the Chairman or any member of the Committee or any other 
member, as the case may be, may move that the House agrees, 
or disagrees or agrees with amendments, with the recommenda 
tions contained in the report. 

232. Priority for consideration . — A motion that the report 
of the Committee be taken into consideration shall be accorded 
the priority assigned to a matter of privilege under sub- rule 
( 1 ) of Rule 151, unless there has been undue delay in bringing 
it forward : 
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Provided that when a date has already been fixed for the 
consideration of the report, it shall be given priority as a 
matter of privilege on the day so appointed . 

( viii ) COMMITTEE ON SUBORDINATE LEGISLATION 
233. Functions of Committee on Subordinate Legislation. 
There shall be a Committee on Subordinate Legislation to scruti 
nise and report to the Assembly whether the powers to make 
regulations, rules , sub -rules, bye-laws etc., conferred by the 
Constitution or delegated by the Legislature are being properly 
exercised within such delegation . 

234. Constitution of Committee .- ( 1) The Committee shall 
consist of not more than seven members who shall be nominated 
by the Speaker : 

Provided that a Minister shall not be nominated a member 
of the Committee, and that if a member , after his nomination 
to the Committee, is appointed a Minister he shall cease to be 
a member of the Committee from the date of such appointment. 

( 2 ) The term of office of members of the Committee shall 
not exceed one year. 

235. Numbering, and Publication of Orders. - Each regula 
tion , rule, sub - rule, bye-law etc., framed in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Constitution or the legislative functions dele 
gated by the Legislature to a subordinate authority and which 
is required to be laid before the Assembly , hereinafter referred 
to as " Order " , shall subject to such rules as the Speaker may 
in consultation with the Leader of the House prescribe, be 
numbered and published in the Gazette immediately after it is 
promulgated. 

236. Duties of Committee. — After each such Order referred 
to in Rule 235 is laid before the Assembly , the Committee shall 
in particular , consider 

(i ) whether it is in accord with the general objects of 
the Constitution or the Act pursuant to which it is made ; 

( ii ) whether it contains matter which in the opinion of 
the Committee should more properly be dealt with in an Act 
of the Legislature ; 

(iii), whether it contains imposition of any tax ; 

( iv ) whether it directly or indirectly bars the jurisdic 
tion of the Courts ; 
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(v ) whether it gives retrospective effect to any of the 
provisions in respect of which the Constitution or the Act does 
not expressly give any such power ; 

( vi ) whether it involves expenditure from the Consoli 
dated Fund of the State of Kerala or the public revenues ; 

( vii) whether it appears to make some unusual or un 
expected use of the powers conferred by the Constitution or the 
Act pursuant to which it is made; 

( viii) whether there appears to have been unjustifiable 
delay in its publication or in laying it before the Legislature ; 
and 

( ix ) whether for any reason its form or purport calls for 
any elucidation. 

237. Report of Committee.- ( 1) If the Committee is of 
opinion that any order should be annulled wholly or in part, 
or should be amended in any respect, it shall report that opinion 
and the grounds thereof to the Assembly . 

( 2 ) If the Committee is of opinion that any other matter 
relating to any Order should be brought to the notice of the 
Assembly, it may report that opinion and matter to the 
Assembly . 


( ix ) COMMITTEE ON GOVERNMENT ASSURANCES 
238. Functions of Committee on Government Assurances. 
There shall be a Committee on Government Assurances to 
scrutinise the assurances, promises, undertakings etc., given by 
Ministers, from time to time, on the floor of the Assembly and 
to report on 

(a ) the extent to which such assurances, promises, under 
takings etc., have been implemented ; and 

(b ) where implemented , whether such implementation 
has taken place within the minimum time necessary for the 
purpose. 

239. Constitution of Committee.- ( 1) The Committee shall 
consist of not more than seven members who shall be nominat 
ed by the Speaker : 

Provided that a Minister shall not be nominated a member 
of the Committee , and that if a member, after his nomination 
to the Committee, is appointed a Minister he shall cease to be 
2 member of the Committee from the date of such appoint 
ment. 

( 2 ) The term of office of members of the Committee shall 
not exceed one year. 
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( x ) RULES COMMITTEE 
240. Functions of Rules Committee.-- There shall be a Com 
mittee on Rules to consider matters of procedure and conduct 
of business in the Assembly and to recommend any amend 
ments or additions to these rules that may be deemed neces 
sary. 

241. Constitution of Committee . The Committee on Rules 
shall be nominated by the Speaker and shall consist of eleven 
members including the Chairman of the Committee. The 
Speaker shall be the ex officio Chairman of the Committee . 

242. Laying of Report on the table.- ( 1 ) The recommenda 
tions of the Committee shall be laid on the Table and within a 
period of seven days, beginning with the day on which they 
are so laid , any member may give notice of any amendment to 
such recommendations. 

( 2 ) Any notice given by a member of any amendment to 
the recommendations of the Committee shall stand referred to 
the Committee who shall consider it and make such changes in 
their recommendations as the Committee may consider fit. The 
final report of the Committee after taking into consideration 
the amendments suggested by the members shall be laid on the 
Table, Thereafter, on the Assembly agreeing to the report on 
a motion made by a member of the Committee, the amendments 
to the rules as approved by the Assembly , shall be promulgated 
by the Speaker in the Bulletin . 

( 3 ) If notice of such amendments has not been given with 
in seven days, the recommendations of the Committee shall be 
deemed to have been approved by the Assembly and on the 
expiry of the said period the Speaker shall promulgate in the 

Bulletin the amendments to the rules as recommended by the 
. Committee. 

( 4 ) The amendments to the rules shall come into force 
on their publication in the Gazette. 


CHAPTER XXIV 


General Pules of Procedure 
248. Notices by members.- ( 1 ) Every notice required by 
these rules shall be given in writing addressed to the Secretary 
and signed by the member giving notice and shall be left at 
the Assembly Office which shall be open for this purpose bet 
ween the hours of 10 a . m . and 3 p.m. on every day except 
Sunday or a public holiday. 
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(2 ) Notices left when the office is closed or after 3 p . m . 
shall be treated as given on the next open day . 

244. Circulation of notices and papers io members.-- ( 1 ) 
The Secretary shall make every effort to circulate to each 
member a copy of every notice or other paper which is required 
by these rules to be made available for the use of the members . 

( 2 ) A notice or other paper shall be deemed to have been 
made available for the use of every member if a copy thereof 
is deposited in such manner and in such place as the Speaker 
may, from time to time, direct. 

245. Lapse of pending notices on prorogation of Assembly - 
On the prorogation of the Assembly , all pending notices, other 
than notices of intention to move for leave to introduce a Bill 
shall lapse and fresh notices shall be given for the next ses 
sion : 

Provided that a fresh notice shall be necessary of inten 
tion to move for leave to introduce any Bill in respect of which 
sanction or recommendation has been granted under the Consti 
tution , if the sanction or recommendation , as the case may be, 
has ceased to be operative. 

246. Motion , resolution or amendrient moved not to iupse. 
A motion , resolution or an amendment which has been moved 
and is pending in the Assembly shall not lapse by reason only 
of the prorogation of the Assembly . 

247. Speaker to amend notices of questions, motions etc. 
If in the opinion of the Speaker , any notice contains words, 
phrases or expressions which are argumentative, unparlia 
mentary, ironical, irrelevant, verbose or otherwise inappro 
priate, he may, in his discretion , amend such notice before it 
is circulated . 

248. Repetition of motions. - A motion shall not raise & 
question substantially identical with one on which the Assen 
bly has given a decision in the same session . 

249. Withdrawal of motion.— ( 1 ) A member who has made 
a motion may withdraw the same by leave of the Assembly . 

( 2 ) The leave shall be signified not upon question but by 
the Speaker taking the pleasure of the Assembly . The Speaker 
shall ask : " Is it your pleasure that the motion be withdrawn ?" 
If no one dissents, the Speaker shall say : " The motion is by 
leave withdrawn " . But if any dissentient voice be heard or a 
member rises to continue the debate , the Speaker shall forth 
with put the motion : 
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Provided that if leave of the Assembly has been given to 
withdraw a motion to which an amendment has been proposed , 
the mover of the amendment may forthwith move the motion 
in its amended form . 

(3 ) No discussion shall be permitted on a request for 
leave to withdraw , except with the permission of the Speaker . 

250. Adjournment of debate on motion . At any time after 
a motion has been made, a member may move that the debate 
on the motion be adjourned . 

251. Dilatory motion in abuse of rules of the Assembly .- 
( 1) If the Speaker is of opinion that a motion for the adjourn 
ment of a debate is an abuse of the Rules , he may either forth 
with put the question thereon or decline to propose the question , 

( 2 ) If the Speaker is of opinion that a motion for re-cir 
culation of a Bill , to elicit further opinion thereon is in the 
nature of a dilatory motion in abuse of the Rules in as much as 
the original circulation was adequate or comprehensive or that 
no circumstance has arisen since the previous circulation to 
warrant the re - circulation of the Bill, he may forthwith put 
the question thereon or decline to propose the question . 

( 3 ) If the Speaker is pf opinion that a motion for re- com 
mittal of a Bill to a Select Committee of the Assembly or circu 
lation or re -circulation of the Bill after the Select Committee 
of the Assembly has reported thereon , is in the nature of a 
dilatory motion in abuse of the Rules in as much as the Select 
Committee of the Assembly has dealt with the Bill in a proper 
manner or that no unforeseen or new circumstance has arisen 
since the Bill emerged from such Committee, he may forthwith 
put the question thereon or decline to propose the question . 

252. Motion that policy or situation or statement or any 
other matter be taken into consideration . - A motion that the 
policy or situation or statement or any other matter be taken 
into consideration shall not be put to the vote of the Assembly , 
but the Assembly shall proceed to discuss such matter im 
mediately after the mover has concluded his speech and no 
further question shall be put at the conclusion of the debate 
at the appointed hour, unless a member moves a substantive 
motion in appropriate terms to be approved by the Speaker and 
the vote of the Assembly shall be taken on such motion . 

253. Anticipating discussion . — No member shall anticipate 
the discussion of any subject of which notice has been given 
provided that in determining whether a discussion is out of 
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order on the ground of anticipation , regard shall be had by the 
Speaker to the probability of the matter anticipated being 
brought before the Assembly within a reasonable time. 

254. Notice of amendments.-- Notice of an amendment to a 
motion shall be given one clear day before the day on which 
the motion is to be considered , unless the Speaker allows the 
amendment to be moved without such notice. 

255. Scope of amendments .- ( 1 ) An amendment shall be 
relevant to , and within the scope of the motion to which it is 
proposed . 

( 2 ) An amendment shall not be moved which has merely 
the effect of a negative vote . 

( 3 ) An amendment on a question shall not be inconsistent 
with a previous decision on the same question. 

256. Selection of amendments.-- The Speaker shall have 
power to select the amendments to be proposed , and may , if he 
thinks fit , call upon any member who has given notice of an 
amendment to give such explanation of the object of the amend 
ment as may enable him to form a judgment upon it. 

257. Putting of amendments.--The Speaker may put amond 
ments in such order as he may think fit : 

Provided that the Speaker may refuse to put an amend 
ment which in his opinion is frivolous. 

258. Rules to be observed by members while present in the 
Assembly .--Whilst the Assembly is sitting , a member 

( i) shall not read any book, newspaper or letter except 

in connection with the business of the Assembly ; 
( ii ) shall not interrupt any member while speaking by 

disorderly expression or noises or in any other dis 

orderly manner ; 
( iii) shall bow to the Chair while entering or leaving the 

Assembly, and also when taking or leaving his seat; 
( iv ) shall not pass between the Chair and any member 

who is speaking ; 
(v ) shall not leave his seat when the Speaker is addres 

sing the Assembly ; 
( vi) shall always address the Chair ; 
(vii ) shall keep to his usual seat while addressing the 

Assembly ; 
(viii) shall maintain silence when not speaking in the 

Assembly ; and 
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( ix ) shall not obstruct proceedings , hiss or interrupt and 

shall avoid making running commentaries when 

speeches are being made in the Assembly . 
259. Member to speak when called by Speaker - When a 
member rises to speak, his name shall be called by the Speaker. 
If more members than one rise at the same time, the member 
whose name is so called shall be entitled to speak . 

260. Mode of addressing the Assembly .-- A member desiring 
to make any observations on any matter before the Assembly 
shall speak from his place, shall rise when he speaks and shall 
address the Speaker. At any time, if the Speaker rises, any 
member speaking shall resume his seat : 

Provided that a member disabled by sickness or infirmity 
may be permitted to speak sitting. 

261. Rules to be observed while speaking. – A member while 
speaking shall not 

(i) refer to any matter of fact on which a judicial deci 

sion is pending ; 
( ii) make a personal charge against a member ; 
( iii ) use offensive expressions about the conduct or pro 

ceedings of the Indian Parliament or any State 

Legislature; 
( iv ) reflect on any determination of the Assembly except 

on a motion for rescinding it ; 
(v ) reflect upon the conduct of persons in high authority 

unless the discussion is based on a substantive 

motion drawn in proper terms ; 
Explanation . — The words " persons in high authority " mean 
persons whose conduct can only be discussed on a substantive 
motion drawn in proper terms under the Constitution or such 
other persons whose conduct, in the opinion of the Speaker , 
should be discussed on a substantive motion drawn in terms 
to be approved by him ; 
( vi) use the name of the President of India. or any 

Governor for the purpose of influencing the debate ; 
( vii) utter treasonable, seditious or defamatory words; 

and 
( viii) use his right of speech for the purpose of obstruct 

ing the business of the Assembly. 
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262. Procedure regarding allegation against a person .--No 
allegation of a defamatory or incriminatory nature shall be 
made by a member against any person unless the member has 
given previous intimation to the Speaker and also to the 
Minister concerned so that the Minister may be able to make 
an investigation into the matter for the purpose of reply : 

Provided that the Speaker may at any time prohibit any 
member from making any such allegation if he is of opinion 
that such allegation is derogatory to the dignity of the Assem 
bly or that no public interest is served by making such allega 
tion . 

263. Questions to be asked through the Speaker.- When for 
the purposes of explanation during discussion or for any other 
sufficient reason, any member has occasion to ask a question of 
another member on any matter then under the consideration of 
the Assembly , he shall ask the question through the Speaker . 

264. Irrelevance or repetition . The Speaker, after having 
called the attention of the Assembly to the conduct of a mem 
ber who persists in irrelevance or in tedious repetition either 
of his own arguments or of the arguments used by other mem 
bers in debate , may direct him to discontinue his speech . 

265. Personal explanation . A member may , with the per 
inission of the Speaker, make a personal explanation although 
there is no question before the Assembly , but in this case no 
debatable matter may be brought forward, and no debate shall 
arise . 

266. Order of Speeches and right of reply .- ( 1 ) After the 
member who moves a motion has spoken , other members may 
speak on the motion in such order as the Speaker may call 
upon them . If any member who is so called upon does not 
speak, he shall not be entitled , except by the permission of the 
Speaker, to speak to the motion at any later stage of the 
debate. 

(2 ) Except in the exercise of a right of reply or as other 
wise provided by these Rules, no member shall speak more 
than once on any motion , except with the permission of the 
Speaker. 

( 3 ) A member who has moved a motion may speak again 
by way of reply, and if the motion is moved by a private mem 
ber , the Minister concerned may , with the permission of the 
Speaker, speak (whether he has previously spoken in the 
debate or not) after the mover has replied : 
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Provided that nothing in this sub -rule shall be deemed to 
give any right of reply to the mover of a motion to reduce any 
demand for grant or to the mover of an amendment to a Bill 
or a resolution save with the permission of the Speaker . 


267. Mover s reply concludes debate.-- Subject to the pro 
vision of Rule 266 ( 3 ) the reply of the mover of the original 
motion shall in all cases conclude the debate. 


268. Address by the Speaker .-- The Speaker may himself, 
or on a point being raised or on a request made by a member, 
address the Assembly at any time on a matter under considera 
tion in the Assembly with a view to aid members in their deli 
berations and such expression of views shall not be taken to 
be in the nature of a decision . 


269. Procedure when Speaker rises.- ( 1 ) Whenever the 
Speaker rises, he shall be heard in silence and any member who 
is then speaking or offering to speak shall immediately sit 
down ; 

(2 ) No member shall leave his seat while the Speaker is 
addressing the Assembly . 

270. Closure.- ( 1 ) At any time after a motion has been 
made, any member may move, " That the question be now put" 
and, unless it appears to the Speaker that the motion is an 
abuse of these Rules or an infringement of the right of reason 
able debate, the Speaker shall then put the motion , " That the 
question be now put" .. 

( 2 ) Where themotion , " That the question be now put" has 
been carried , the question or questions consequent thereon shall 
be put forthwith without further debate : 

Provided that the Speaker may allow any member any 
right of reply which he may have under these Rules . 

271. Limitation of debate.- ( 1 ) Whenever the debate on 
any motion in connection with a Bill or on any other motion 
becomes unduly protracted , the Speaker may , after taking the 
sense of the Assembly , fix the hour at which the debate shall 
conclude. 

( 2 ) The Speaker shall at such appointed hour , unless the 
debate be sooner concluded , proceed forthwith to put all such 
questions as may be necessary to determine the decision of the 
Assembly on the original question . 
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272. Papers quoted to be laid on the Table. If a Minister 
quotes in the Assembly a despatch or other State paper which 
has not been presented to the Assembly , he shall lay the rele 
vant paper on the Table : 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to any documents 
which are stated by the Minister to be of such a nature that 
their production would be inconsistent with public interest : 

Provided further that where a Minister gives in his own 
words a summary or gist of such despatch or State paper it 
shall not be necessary to lay the relevant papers on the Table . 

273. Treatment of papers laid on the Table.- ( 1) A paper 
or document to be laid on the Table shall be duly authenticated 
by the member presenting it. 

(2 ) All papers and documents laid on the Table shall be 
considered public . 

274. Procedure when a Minister discloses source of advice 
or opinion given to him . — If, in answer to a question or during 
debate a Minister discloses the advice or opinion given to him 
by any officer of the Government or by any other person or 
authority , he shall ordinarily lay the relevant document or 
parts of document containing that opinion or advice or a sum 
mary thereof on the Table . 

275. Procedure for obtaining decision of the Assembly . - A 
matter requiring the decision of the Assembly shall be decided 
by means of a question put by the Speaker. 

276. Proposal and putting of question . — When a motion has 
been made, the Speaker shall propose the question for the con 
sideration and put it for the decision of the Assembly . If a 
motion embodies two or more separate propositions, those pro 
positions may be proposed by the Speaker as separate ques 
tions. 

277. Statement made by a Minister.- A Statement may be 
made by a Minister on a matter of public importance with the 
consent of the Speaker, but no questions shall be asked at the 
time the statement is made. 

278. Statement by a Minister who has resigned .- ( 1 ) A 
member who has resigned the office of Minister may, with the 
consent of the Speaker, make a personal statement in explana 
tion of his resignation . 
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( 2 ) A copy of the statement shall be forwarded to the 
Speaker and the Leader of the House one day in advance of 
the day on which it is to be made : 

Provided that in the absence of a written statement, the 
points or the gist of such statement shall be conveyed to 
the Speaker and the Leader of the House one day in advance 
of the day on which it is to be made. 

( 3 ) Such statement shall be made after questions and 
before the list of business for the day is entered upon . 

( 4 ) On such statement no debate shall be allowed : 

Provided that a Minister shall be entitled , after the mem 
ber has made his statement, to make a statement pertinent 
thereto . 

279. Division .- ( 1 ) Votes may be taken by voices or divi 
sion and shall be taken by division if any member so desires . 
The Speaker shall determine the method of taking votes by 
division . 

(2 ) The result of a division shall be announced by the 
Speaker and shall not be challenged . 

280. Power to order withdrawal of member.- ( 1 ) The 
Speaker shall preserve order and have all powers necessary for 
the purpose of enforcing his decisions . 

( 2 ) He may direct any member whose conduct is in his 
opinion grossly disorderly to withdraw immediately from the 
Assembly, and any member so ordered to withdraw shall do so 
forthwith and shall absent himself during the remainder of the 
day s meeting . If any member is ordered to withdraw a second 
time in the same session , the Speaker may direct the member 
to absent himself from the meetings of the Assembly for any 
period not longer than the remainder of the session , and the 
member so directed shall absent himself accordingly . The 
member so directed to be absent shall not be deemed to be 
absent for the purpose of clause (4 ) of Article 190 of the 
Constitution . 

( 3 ) The Speaker may in the case of grave disorder arising 
in the Assembly suspend any sitting for a time to be named 
by him . 

281. Points of order and decisions thereon .- ( 1 ) A point of 
order shall relate to the interpretation or enforcement of these 
rules or such Articles of the Constitution as regulate the busi 
ness of the Assembly and shall raise a question which is within 
the cognizance of the Speaker . 
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( 2 ) A point of order may be raised in relation to the 
business before the Assembly at the moment: 

Provided that the Speaker may permit a member to raise 
a point of order during the interval between the termination of 
one item of business and the commencement of another if it 
relates to maintenance of order in , or arrangement of business 
before the Assembly . 

( 3 ) Subject to the conditions referred to in sub- rules ( 1 ) 
and ( 2 ) a member may formulate a point of order and the 
Speaker shall decide whether the point raised is a point of 
order and if so give his decision thereon, which shall be final. 

( 4 ) No debate shall be allowed on a point of order , but the 
Speaker may, if he thinks fit , hear members before giving his 
decision . 

(5 ) A point of order is not a point of privilege. 
(6 ) A member shall not raise a point of order 

( a ) to ask for information ; or 
(b ) to explain his position ; or 

(c ) when a question on any motion is being put to the 
Assembly ; or 

( d ) which may be hypothetical; or 

( e ) that Division Bells did not ring or were not heard . 
282. Raising a matter which is not a point of order . — A 
member who wishes to bring to the notice of the Assembly any 
matter which is not a point of order shall give notice to the 
Secretary in writing stating briefly the point which he wishes 
to raise in the Assembly together with reasons for wishing to 
raise it, and he shall be permitted to raise it only after the 
Speaker has given consent and at such time and date as the 
Speaker may fix . 

283. Language of the Assembly .- ( 1) The business of the 
Assembly shall be transacted in Malayalam , Tamil, Kannada 
or English . 

(2 ) The official records of the proceedings of the Assem 
biy shall be kept in English or in the language in which such 
proceedings are conducted in the Assembly . 

284. Report of proceedings. - The Secretary shall cause to 
be prepared a full report of the proceedings of the Assembly 
at each of its meetings , and shall, as soon as practicable, pub 
lish it in such form and manner as the Speaker may, from 
time to time, direct. 
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285. Expunging of words from debates.— ( 1) If the Speaker 
is of opinion that a word or words has or have been used in 
debate which is or are defamatory or indecent or unparlia 
mentary or undignified , he may in his discretion order that 
such word or words be expunged from the proceedings of the 
Assembly . 

( 2 ) The portion of the proceedings so expunged shall be 
marked by asterisks and an explanatory foot -note shall be in 
serted in the proceedings as follows: 

" Expunged as ordered by the Chair" . 
286. Duties of Secretary . — The Secretary shall be bound to 
perform the following duties in addition to those specified in 
these Rules 

(i ) to take charge of the records of the Assembly ; 

(ii) to attend all meetings and to take minutes of the 
proceedings ; 

( iii) to prepare and publish full reports of the proceed 
ings of the Assembly under the direction of the Speaker and 
to superintend the printing of all papers ordered to be printed ; 

( iv ) to prepare and revise the marginal abstracts of 
Bills and the headings and arrangements of chapters and the 
numbering of the clause thereof and to check and correct the 
references to the numbers of the clauses, etc., made in Bills ; 

(v ) to note the questions and resolutions which are not 
admissible under these Rules ; and 

( vi) to carry on correspondence under the orders of the 
Assembly and generally to assist the Assembly . 

287. Admission of strangers. The admission of strangers 
during the sittings of the Assembly to those portions of the 
Assembly Chamber which are not reserved for the exclusive 
use of members shall be regulated in accordance with orders 
made by the Speaker . 

288. Withdrawal of strangers. The Speaker, whenever he 
thinks fit, may order the withdrawal of strangers from any 
part of the Assembly Chamber . 

289. Removal and taking into custody of strangers. - An 
officer of the Secretariat authorised in this behalf by the 
Speaker shall remove from the precincts of the House or take 
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into custody any stranger whom he may see or who may be 
reported to him to be, in any portion of the precincts of the 
House which is reserved for the exclusive use of members and 
also any stranger, who having been admitted into any portion 
of the precincts of the House , misconducts himself or wilfully 
infringes the regulation made by the Speaker under Rule 287 
or does not withdraw when the strangers are directed to with 
draw under Rule 288 while the House is sitting . 

290 . Use of the Assembly Chamber. — The Assembly Cham 
ber shall not be used for any purpose other than the sittings 
of the Assembly and of its committees. 

291. Suspension of rules. - Any member may, with the con 
sent of the Speaker , move that any rule may be suspended in 
its application to a particular motion before the Assembly and 
if the motion is carried the rule in question shall be suspended 
for the time being.

1. Constitution of House Committee.- ( 1 ) There shall be 
a House Committee consisting of not more than seven members 
including the Chairman . 

( 2 ) The Committee shall be nominated by the Speaker 
and shall hold office for a term not exceeding one year . A 
member may be re- nominated by the Speaker to the new House 
Committee.

3. Functions of the Committee.- ( 1 ) The functions of the 
House Committee shall be 

(i) to deal with all questions relating to accommodation

(ii) to exercise supervision over facilities for accom 
modation , food , medical aid and other amenities accorded to 
members. 

( 2 ) The functions of the Committee shall be advisory. 


4. Powers to appoint sub- committee.- ( 1 ) The Committee 
may appoint one or more sub - committees, each having the 
powers of the undivided committee, to examine any special 
points relating to accommodation, food , medical aid and other 
amenities accorded to members and the reports of sub - com 
mittees shall be deemed to be the reports of the whole Com 
mittee, if they are approved at a sitting of the whole Com 
mittee. 

( 2 ) The order of reference to a sub -committee shall 
clearly state the point or points for investigation . The report 
of the sub -committee shall be considered by the whole Com 
mittee. 


5. Record of Proceedings and minutes of Committee.- ( 1 ) 
A record of the proceedings of the House Committee and its 
sub -committees shall be maintained . 

( 2 ) The draft minutes shall be prepared by the Secretary 
and approved by the Chairman . 

( 3 ) The minutes of each sitting shall be circulated to 
members of the Committee or the sub -committee, as the case 
may be.

Counting of votes at Elections in Council Constituencies,

115. Definitions. In this Chapter 

( 1) the expression continuing candidate means any candi 
date not elected and not excluded from the poll at any given 
time; 

(2 ) the expression first preference means the figure 1, 
the expression second preference means the figure 2 and the 
expression third preference means the figure 3, set opposite 
the name of any candidate and so on ; 

( 3 ) the expression unexhausted paper means a ballot 
paper on which a further preference is recorded for a continu 
ing candidate ; 

(4 ) the expression exhausted paper means a ballot paper 
on which no further preference is recorded for a continuing 
candidate provided that a paper shall also be deemed to be 
exhausted in any case in which 

( a ) the names of two or more candidates, whether 

continuing or not, are marked with the same figure 

and are next in order of preference ; or 
(b ) the name of the candidate next in order of pre 

ference , whether continuing or not , is marked by a 
figure not following consecutively after some other 

figure on the ballot paper by two or more figures ; 
(5 ) the expression original vote in relation to any candi 
date means a vote derived from a ballot paper on which 
а 
first preference is recorded for such candidate ; 

(6 ) the expression transferred vote in regard to any 
candidate means a vote the value or the part of the value of 
which is credited to such candidate and which is derived from 
a ballot paper on which a second or a subsequent preference is 
recorded for such candidate ; 

( 7) the expression surplus means the number by which 
the value of the votes, original and transferred of any candi 
date exceeds the quota ; and 

(8 ) the expression count means 
(a ) all the operations involved in the counting of the 

first preferences recorded for candidates ; or 
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(b ) all the operations involved in the transfer of the 

surplus of an elected candidate ; or 
( c ) all the operations involved in the transfer of the 

total value of votes of an excluded candidate. 
116. Grounds for declaring ballot papers invalid.- ( 1) A 
ballot paper shall be invalid on which 

( a ) the figure 1 is not marked ; or 
(b ) the figure 1 is set opposite the name of more than 

one candidate or is so placed as render it 
doubtful to which candidate it is intended to apply ; 

or 
( c) the figure 1 and some other figures are set opposite 

the name of the same candidate ; or 
any mark is made by which the elector may after 

wards be identified ; or 
(e ) if it is a postal ballot paper, the signature of the 

elector is not duly attested . 
(2 ) A postal ballot paper shall also be invalid if it is 
not returned in the cover sent along with it to the elector by 
the returning officer. 

117. Appointment of time, place and date for the counting 
of votes.- ( 1) The returning officer shall appoint a date (which 
shall be as soon as practicable after the close of the poll) for 
the counting of votes and shall fix the place and time at which 
the votes shall be counted on the date so appointed . 

( 2 ) The returning officer shall give notice of such date, 
time and place in writing to all candidates and their counting 
agents. 

( 3 ) If for any unavoidable cause the returning officer is 
unable to proceed with the counting of votes at the time and 
date appointed under sub -rule ( 1 ) , the returning officer may 
postpone the counting to another date and time and may fix , 
if necessary, another place for the counting of votes on thic 
date to which the counting has been so postponed , and shall 
give notice thereof in writing to the candidates and their count. 
ing agents. 

118. Appointment of counting agents and revocation of 
such appointment.- (1 ) The number of counting agents that 
a candidate may appoint under section 47 shall, subject to such 
general or special directions as the Election Commission may 
issue in this behalf, not exceed eight at the place or each of 
the places fixed for the counting of votes under rule 117. 

( 2 ) Every such appointment shall be made in form 19 in 
duplicate, one copy of which shall be forwarded to the return 
ing officer while the other copy shall be made over to the count: 
ing agent for production at the counting of votes. 
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( 3 ) No counting agent shall be admitted into the place 
fixed for counting unless he has delivered to the returning 
officer the second copy of the instrument of his appointment 
under sub -rule ( 2 ) after duly completing and signing the 
declaration contained therein . 

(4 ) The revocation of appointment of counting agent 
under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 48 shall be made in form 20 
and shall be lodged with the returning officer. 

(5 ) In the event of any such revocation before the com 
mencement of the counting of votes the candidate or his elec 
tion agent may make a fresh appointment in accordance with 
sub - rule ( 2 ) . 

119. Admission to the place fixed for counting- ( 1) The 
returning officer shall exclude from the place fixed for the 
counting of votes all persons except 

( a ) such persons as he may appoint to assist him in 

the counting ; 
(b ) every candidate and his agents ; 
( c ) persons authorised by the Election Commission ; and 

( d ) public servants on duty. 

( 2 ) No person who has been employed by or on behalf of, 
or has been otherwise working for, a candidate in or about 
the election shall be appointed to assist the returning officer 
in the counting of votes. 

( 3 ) Any person who during the counting of votes mis 
conducts himself or fails to obey the lawful directions of the 
returning officer may be removed from the place where the 
votes are being counted by the returning officer or by any police 
officer on duty or by any person authorised in this behalf by 
the returning officer. 

120. Scrutiny and opening of ballot boxes and packets of 
postal ballot papers.- (1 ) On the date and at the time and 
place fixed under rule 117 , the returning officer shall, before 
he commences the counting , read out the provisions of section 
128 to such persons as may be present. 

(2 ) The returning officer shall decide which counting 
agent or agents of candidates shall attend the counting of 
ballot papers contained in any particular ballot box or packet. 

( 3) The returning officer shall then 
( a ) open the ballot boxes and take out from each box 

the ballot papers contained therein ; 
(b ) count the ballot papers so taken out or cause them 

to be counted and record the number thereof in 

a statement. 
( 4 ) The returning officer shall thereafter deal with the 
postal ballot papers in the following manner : 

( a ) no cover in Form 18C containing a postal ballot 

paper received by the returning officer after the 
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expiry of the time fixed in that behalf shall be 
opened and no vote contained in any such ballot 

paper shall be counted ; 
( b ) returning officer shall close and seal the packet 

referred to in sub- rule (2 ) of rule 88 or, as the 

case may be, in sub -rule ( 2 ) of rule 113 ; 
( c ) all other covers in Form 18C containing postal 

ballot papers shall then be opened one after ancther ; 
( d ) as each cover is opened , the returning officer shall 

scrutinize the declaration in Form 26B or, as the 
case may be, Form 29B contained therein and shall 
reject the ballot paper and make an appropriate 
endorsement on the cover in Form 18B without 
opening the same 
( i ) if the said declaration is not found in the 

cover in Form 18C ; or 
(ii) if the said declaration has not been duly 

signed or attested or is otherwise sub 

stantially defective ; or 
(iii ) if the serial number ( if any ) of the ballot 

paper entered in the said declaration differs 
from such number endorsed in the cover in 

Form 18B ; 
( e ) each cover so endorsed and the declaration received 

with it shall be replaced in the cover in Form 18C ; 
and all such covers in Form 18C shall be kept in a 
separate packet with the word " Rejected " endorsed 

thereon .

(6 ) The returning officer shall then cause the declarations 
* relating to the ballot papers which have not been rejected 
under sub-rule (4 ) to be kept in a separate packet. 

( 7) The returning officer shall then scrutinize the ballot 
papers taken out of the ballot boxes as well as the postal 
ballot papers taken out from the covers and separate the 
ballot papers which he deems valid from those which he rejects 
endorsing on the latter the word Rejected and the ground of 
such rejection . 

(8 ) After rejecting the ballot papers which are invalid the 
returning officer shall arrange the remaining ballot papers in 
parcels according to the first preference recorded for each 
candidate . 

121. Counting of votes .- ( 1 ) The returning officer shall 
then count the number of papers in each parcel and credit the 
candidates concerned with the value of those papers . 

( 2 ) The returning officer shall also ascertain and record 
the total number of valid papers .

( 3 ) For the purpose of facilitating the process prescribed 
in rules 122 to 127 , each valid ballot paper shall be deemed to 
• be of the value of one hundred. 

( 4 ) In carrying out the provisions of rules 122 to 127 the 
returning officer shall disregard all fractions and ignore all 
preferences recorded for candidates already elected or excluded 
from the poll. 

122. Ascertainment of quota.- ( 1) The returning officer 
shall add together the values of the papers in all the parcels and 
divide the total by a number which exceeds by one the number 
of vacancies to be filled . 

( 2 ) The quotient so obtained increased by one shall be 
the number sufficient to secure the return of a candidate, here 
inafter called the quota . 

123. Candidates with quota elected . - If at the end of any 
count or at the end of the transfer of any parcel or sub -parcel 
of an excluded candidate the value of ballot papers credited to 
a candidate is equal to , or greater than the quota , that candi 
date shall be declared elected . 

124. Transfer of surplus.- ( 1 ) If at the end of any count 
the value of the ballot papers credited to a candidate is greater 
than the quota the surplus shall be transferred to the conti 
nuing candidates indicated on the ballot papers of that candi 
date as being next in order of the elector s preference in 
accordance with the provisions of this rule .. 

( 2 ) If more than one candidate has a surplus, the largest 
surplus shall be dealt with first and the others in order of 
magnitude: 

Provided that every surplus arising on the first count of 
votes shall be dealt with before those arising on the second 
count and so on . 

( 3 ) Where there are more surpluses than one to distribute 
and two or more surpluses are equal, regard shall be had to 
the original votes of each candidate and the candidate for 
whom most . original votes are recorded shall have his surplus 
first distributed ; and if the values of their original votes are 
equal, the returning officer shall decide by lot which candidate 
shall have his surplus first distributed . 

(4 ) ( a ) If the surplus of any candidate to be transferred 
arises from original votes only , the returning officer shall 
examine all the papers in the parcel belonging to that candi 
date, divide the unexhausted papers into sub - parcels according 
to the next preferences recorded thereon and make a separate 
sub-parcel of the exhausted papers. 

( b ) He shall ascertain the value of the papers in each 
sub -parcel, and of all the unexhausted papers . 

( c ) If the value of the unexhausted papers is equal to 
or less than the surplus, he shall transfer all the unexhausted 
papers at the value at which they were received by the candi 
date whose surplus is being transferred . 
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( d ) If the value of the unexhausted papers is greater 
than the surplus , he shall transfer the sub-parcels of unexhau 
sted papers, and the value at which each paper shall be trans 
ferred shall be ascertained by dividing the surplus by the total 
number of unexhausted papers. 

(5 ) If the surplus of any candidate to be transferred 
arises from transferred as well as original votes , the returning 
officer shall re - examine all the papers in the sub- parcel last 
transferred to the candidate, divide the unexhausted papers in 
to sub -parcels according to the next preferences recorded 
thereon , and then deal with the sub - parcels in the samemanner 
as is provided in the case of sub-parcels referred to in sub 
rule ( 4 ) . 

(6 ) The papers transferred to each candidate shall be 
added in the form of a sub -parcel to the papers already belong 
ing to such candidate. 

( 7 ) All papers in the parcel or sub-parcel of an elected 
candidate not transferred under this rule shall be set apart as 
finally dealt with . 

125. Exclusion of candidates lowest on the poll. (1 ) IT 
after all surpluses have been transferred as hereinbefore pro 
vided , the number of candidates elected is less than the required 
number , the returning officer shall exclude from the poll the 
candidate lowest on the poll and shall distribute his unexhau 
sted papers among the continuing candidates according to the 
next preferences recorded thereon ; and any exhausted papers 
shall be set apart as finally dealt with . 

(2 ) The papers containing original votes of an excluded 
candidate shall first be transferred , the transfer value of each 
paper being one hundred . 

( 3 ) The papers containing transferred votes of an exclud 
ed candidate shall then be transferred in the order of the trans 
fers in which , and at the value at which , he obtained them . 

(4 ) Each of such transfers shall be deemed to be a sepa 
rate transfer but not a separate count. 

(5 ) The process directed by this rule shall be repeated on 
the successive exclusions one after another of the candidates 
lowest on the poll until such vacancy is filled either by the 
election of a candidate with the quota or as hereinafter pro 
vided . 

(6 ) If at any time it becomes necessary to exclude a 
candidate and two or more candidates have the same value of 
votes and are the lowest on the poll, regard shall be had to 
the original votes of each candidate and the candidate for 
whom fewest original votes are recorded shall be first excluded ; 
and if the values of their original votes are equal the candi 
date with the smallest value at the earliest count at which 
these candidates had unequal values shall be first excluded. 
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. ( 7 ) If two or more candidates are lowest on the poll and 
each has the same value of votes at all counts the returning 
officer shall decide by lot which candidate shall be first 
excluded . 

126. Transfer when to be discontinued. If as a result of 
the transfer of papers, the value of the votes obtained by a 
candidate is equal to or greater than the quota the count then 
proceeding shall be completed but no further papers shall be 
transferred to him . 

127. Filling the last vacancies.- ( 1 ) When at the end of 
any count the number of continuing candidates is reduced to 
the number of vacancies remaining unfilled , the continuing 
candidates shall be declared elected . 

(2 ) When at the end of any count only one vacancy 
remains unfilled and the value of papers of some one candidate 
exceeds a total value of all the other continuing candidates 
together with any surplus not transferred , that candidate shall 
be declared elected . 

( 3 ) When at the end of any count only one vacancy 
remains unfilled and there are only two continuing candidates 
and each of them has the same value of votes and no surplus 
remains capable of transfer, the returning officer shall decide 
by lot which of them shall be first excluded ; and after the 
exclusion of one of the candidates in the manner aforesaid 
the other candidate shall be declared elected . 

128. Provision for recounts .- ( 1 ) Any candidate or in his 
absence his election or counting agent may, at any time during 
the counting of the votes , either before the commencement or 
after the completion of any transfer of votes (whether surplus 
or otherwise ) , request the returning officer to re- examine and 
re -count the papers of all or any candidates ( not being papers 
set aside at any previous transfer as finally dealt with ) , and 
the returning officer shall forthwith re - examine and re - count 
the same accordingly .

This is a petition filed by Sri K. Eacharan under Section 81 of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951, questioni the right of the 1st 
respondent Sri K. V. Narayanan to contest the seat reserved for Sche 
duled Caste in the Chittur Constituency and praying for declaring the 
election of the 1st respondent void and to declare the petitioner elected 
to fill the seat reserved for the Scheduled Caste in the Chittur Constituency. 

2. The petitioner has made the following allegations in the petition 
against the election of the 1st respondent. The petitioner and the res 
pondents were the contesting candidates for the two seats in No. 77 
Chittur Double -Member Constituency in Kerala State for the General 
Elections held on 1-2-1960 to the Kerala State Assembly . One of the 
two seats is reserved for Scheduled Caste. The petitioner is a mernber 
of the Scheduled Caste. The 1st respondent is not a member of the 
Scheduled Caste . The 1st respondent pretending to be a member of the 
Scheduled Caste filed his nomination and he received more valid votes 
than the petitioner and he was declared by the Returning Officer on 
3-2-1960 to be elected to fill the seat reserved for the Scheduled Caste . 
The Returning Officer acted illegally in not declaring the petitioner elected 
to the reserved seat under the provisions of Section 54 of the Representa 
tion of the People Act, 1951, he being the only candidate belonging to 
the Scheduled Caste who had filed nomination . The Returning Officer ought 
to have rejected the nomination paper of the 1st respondent. The 1st 
respondent is an Ezhuva by caste and does not belong to the Scheduled 
Caste notified under Art. 341 of the Constitution . The 1st respondent 
styles himself as Thandan. He belongs to an area in the erstwhile 
Cochin State where Thandans are prominent members of the Ezhuva 
community . The 1st respondent does not belong to the community known 
as Thandans in certain parts of the erstwhile Travancore -Cochin State. 
The 1st respondent does not belong to the community of Thandans referred 
to in Part V of the schedule to the Constitution (Scheduled Castes ) Order, 
1950. In spite of the written objection of the petitioner before the 
Returning Officer against the nomination of the 1st respondent the 
Returning Officer, by his proceedings dated 5-1-1960, accepted the 1st 
respondent s nomination as valid . The decision of the Returning Officer 
is wrong. No. 77 Chittur Constituency consists of areas which were 
partly in the Travancore -Cochin State and partly in the Malabar District 
of the Madras State before the States Reorganisation . Thandan has 
not been specified as a Scheduled Caste in the Malabar District. There 
fore the 1st respondent is not eligible to be declared elected to the reserved 
seat in the Chittur Constituency, the major areas and population of which 
are in the Malabar District. The specification of Thandan as Scheduled 
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Caste to certain areas of the Kerala State is against the provisions of 
Article 341 and therefore offends Article 14 of the Constitution and 
hence invalid 

and ultra vires. It is unconstitutional to 
specify Thandans alone among Ezhuvas as belonging to Scheduled Caste. 
The election of the 1st respondent has therefore to be declared void under 
Section 100 ( 1 ) ( a ) and ( c ) of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 
and the petitioner declared elected to fill the seat reserved for the Scheduled 
Caste in the Chittur Double Member Constituency . 

3. The 1st respondent has filed a counter statement denying the alle 
gations made against him . He admits that the petitioner is a member 
of the Scheduled Caste . He also claims to be a member of the Scheduled 
Caste. The provisions of Section 54 of the Representation of the People 
Act, 1951 are not cable to this case. There were three candidates 
qualified for the reserved seat and they had filed their nomination papers 
with the necessary deposits. One of them , Sri Velayudhan, withdrew 
his nomination only after this respondent s candidature was accepted 
by the Returning Officer. This respondent being a member of the Sche 
duled Caste was bound to deposit only Rs. 125 along with his nomination . 
This respondent is not an Ezhuva by caste. He is a Thandan by caste 
and he was born as such . Thandans of old Cochin State were not members 
of Ezhuva community, much less prominent members thereof. He belongs 
to Ayalur in the erstwhile Travancore-Cochin State and his community 
has been declared as a Scheduled Caste under the Representation of the 
People Act as per the provisions of Articles 14 and 341 of the Constitution . 
The major areas of Chittur Constituency are parts of the erstwhile Tra 
vancore-Cochin State . The specification of Thandan as a Scheduled Caste 
in certain areas of the Kerala State is not against the provisions of 
Articles 341 and 14 of the Constitution. The declaration of a commu 
nity or part thereof as included in the Schediled Caste is a prerogative 
of the President which cannot be challenged before a tribunal. The elec 
tion of 

this respondent cannot be declared void and in any 
event the petitioner cannot be declared elected even if the 1st res 
pondent s election is declared void . This is a vexatious petition which 
should be dismissed with exemplary costs . 

4. The 2nd respondent filed a counter adopting the contentions of 
the 1st respondent. He further added that the 1st respondent is a mem 
ber of the Thandan community of erstwhile Travancore - Cochin State and 
the position of Thandan community in Cochin has no bearing on the 
question since after the integration of Travancore and Cochin the old 
Cochin State ceased to exist. About 75 per cent of the population and 
area of the Chittur Constituency are of Chittur taluk uf erstwhile Tra 
vancore -Cochin State . 

5. The 3rd respondent filed a counter stating that the acceptance of 
the nomination of the 1st respondent was improper and illegal, that the 
acceptance of his nomination has vitiated the entire elections and the 
results thereof, that the illegal acceptance of the nomination of the 1st 
respondent and the consequent election had its repercussion in the con 
duct and result of the election in respect of the general seat also, that 
this respondent was seriously prejudiced by the election propaganda of 
the 1st respondent that if the objection against the nomination of the 
1st respondent had been upheld this respondent also would have been 
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returned to the general seat in the Assembly and that therefore the entire 
elections to both the seats in the Constituency have to be declared null 
and void. 

6. On the allegations and contentions raised by the petitioner and the 
respondents the following issues were framed for trial : 

1. Whether the 1st respondent is an Ezhuva ? 

2. Whether the 1st respondent is a Thandan as contemplated by 
Part V of the schedule of the Constitution and if so whether he is not 
a member of the Scheduled Caste ? 

3. Whether the 1st respondent is not entitle:1 to contest from the 
reserved constituency ? 

4. Whether the inclusion of Thandan in the Travancore- Cochin area 
alone will offend Articles 14 and 341 of the Indian Constitution Act and 
whether it is ultra vires of the Constitution ? 

5. Whether the election can be declared void for the reasons set 
forth in the petition ? 

6 . Whether the petitioner can be declared elected even if it is found 
that the election is void ? 

7. Whether the acceptance of the nomination of the 1st respondent 
vitiated the entire election ? 

8. Whether the election in the general constituency has been vitiated 
by the acceptance of the nomination of the 1st respondent ? 

9. Whether the 3rd respondent is entitled to put forth points 7 
and 8 ? 

10. Whether the petition is frivolous and vexatious and if so whether 
the 1st respondent is entitled to .compensatory costs ? 

7. Issues 1 to 3. - These three issues can be considered together . The 
main question that arises for consideration is, whether the 1st respondent 
is a member of the Ezhuva community as contended by the petitioner or 
whether he is a member of Thandan community, which is separate and 
distinct from the Ezhuva community . Thandan community has been 
included in Part V of the Constitution ( Scheduled Castes ) Order , 1950 
as amended by the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes List (modi 
fication ) Order, 1956. Part V relates to Kerala and under item 4 , through 
out the State except Malabar District Thandan is included in the Scheduled 
Caste. Art. 332 ( 1 ) provides for reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes in the Legislative Assembly of every State. Art. 341 
authorises the President with respect to any State , after consultation with 
the Governor or Rajapramukh thereof, by public notification, to specify 
the castes, races or tribes or parts of or groups within castes, races or 
tribes which shall for the purpose of the Constitution be deemed to be 
Scheduled Castes in relation to that State. It is under the provisions of 
Art. 341 that the President has notified Thandan as included in the 
Scheduled Castes in the Kerala State excluding Malabar. The Consti 
tution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 1950 states that the order shall be 
called the Constitution ( Scheduled Castes ) Order , 1950. Section 2 states: 

" Subject to the provisions of this Order, the castes, races or 
tribes or parts of, or groups within , castes or tribes, specified in 
Parts I to XIII of the Schedule to this Order shall, in relation to 
the States to which those parts respectively relate, be deemed to be 
Scheduled Caste so far as regards members thereof resident in the 
localities specified in relation to them in those Parts of that Schedule." 
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8. The petitioner s case is that Thandan mentioned in Part V of the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes ) Order , 1950 relates to Thandans in the 
erstwhile Travancore area and that there are no Thandans belonging to 
that Scheduled Caste in the erstwhile Cochin or Malabar area . According 
to the petitioner, Thandan in Cochin and Malabar is a title conferred on 
some of the members of the Ezhuva community by Rajahs or chieftains 
in olden days and they are prominent people among Ezhuvas. The peti 
tioner has not specifically stated in the petition that Thandan is a title. 
He has only stated that Thandans are prominent people among Ezhuva 
cornmunity . Even though the petitioner has not specifically stated that 
Thandan is a title the allegation that they are prominent members of 
the Ezhuva community amounts to saying that they are title holders 
or distinguished people of the Ezhuva community . According to the 
petitioner the Ezhuvas are known by different names in different parts of 
Keraia . In Travancore area they are known as Ezhuvas, Chanas and 
Cholans, in Cochin as Chovans and in Malabar as Ezhuvas or Thiyyas. 
It is also stated by the petitioner and his witnesses that titles like 
Panicker and Mudaliyar were conferred on some of the members of the 
Ezhuva community in Travancore area and the title of Thandan conferred 
on some members of the Ezhuvas in Cochin and the title of Thandan , 
Panicker and Mooppan conferred on the Ezhuvas of Malabar by the 
Rajahs or local chieftains for distinguished services rendered by them . 
I think it will be useful to refer to some of the text books by eminent 
authors about the castes and tribes found in the different parts of 
Kerala . 

9. Reference has been made to "The Cochin Tribes and Castes by 
Sri L. K. Anantha Krishna Iyer, Volume I, Chapter 15 , dealing with 
Izhuvans. This is a book published for the Government of Cochin . 
The learned author says that Ezhuvas are known as Thiyyas as far as 
Calicut, and in Cochin and Travancore they are known as Chovans or 
Ezhuvans. The learned author dealing with the marriage custom says 
at page 285 that two or three days before the date of marriage , the 
father and the near relatives of the bride proceed to her house with an 
astrologer for the ceremony of Ashtamangallyam , which is performed in 
the presence of the Thandan (head-man ) and his assistant, the Ponamban . 
At page 288 the learned author states that in South Malabar the tali 
tying ceremony is dispensed with , but the tali is tied either by the bride 
groom or his sister during the marriage, and the Thandan plays an 
important part in the ceremony as usual. At page 289 it is stated that 
the parties of the bride and bridegroom visit the village head -man 
( Thandan ) with the customary dues of eight annas and betel-leaf to get 
his permission for the union. At page 290 the learned author refers 
to the part played by the Thandan who is the headman or priest in 
the marriage ceremony. The learned author explains the origin of the 
strange custom of the bridegroom s sister tying the tali on the neck of the 
bride on behalf of the bridegroom . At page 293 the author says that 
in obedience to the oath given by the ancestors to the ruler of Ceylon 
the Izhuvans of Palghat and Chittur do not themselves marry, but 
allow their sisters to do so for them . The 1st respondent has stated 
that one of the customs prevalent in the Thandan community to which 
he belongs is for two or more brothers to marry a common wife . The 
learned advocate for the petitioner refers to page 294 of the book wherein 
the author says as follows: 
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" In the northern part of the State, especially in Talappilly Taluk , 
and in the Valluvanad Taluk , of South Malabar, there is a peculiar 
form of marriage prevailing among the Izhuvans, who are called 
Thandans. In a family in which there are four or five brothers living 
together, the eldest of them marries an adult woman , who, by a 

simple ceremony, becomes the wife of all. 
At page 295 the author says 

" The bride and bridegroom are then seated on a mat, and given 
some milk , plantain fruits , and sugar. This completes the union * * . 
If she is however intended as the wife of his brothers, the sweet 
preparation is served to them and the bride , either in the hut of 
the bridegroom by their mother, or in that of the bride by their 
mother- in - law . Thenceforward, she becomes the common wife of 
all. It is the custom even now for four or five brothers to marry 

a young woman " . 
At page 305 it is stated as follows: 

" In former times, the Izhuvans, in certain parts of the Stato, 
had a council of thirty - one and sixty - one elderly men of their caste to 
settle all disputes, connected with the caste, and their decisions 
were always final.*** . In the southern parts of the State, only one 
man is appointed by the ruler of the State, for specified localities , 
and he is called the Thandan (head -man of the caste in his village ), 
whose privileges consist in wearing a gold knife and style , walking 
before a Nair with a cloth on his head , riding on a palanquin or 
a horse, carrying a silk umbrella, and having a brass lamp borne 
before him , for each of which he pays separately a tax to the Govern 
ment.** In Travancore and North Malabar, the head -men of the 
caste are known by the names of Panikans and Tharakarnavans.* * 
Thus, in the Cochin State the name " Thandan is given to the head 
man of the caste, while in the adjoining taluks of Palghat and 
Valluvanad it is referred to a sub -caste , the members of which 

observe the custom of polyandry." 
The learned author does not refer to a separate caste known as Thandan 
when dealing with the Cochin Tribes and Castes. According to the 
author his studies disclosed that Thandan is only a head -man among 
the Ezhuvas of Cochin . 

10. The learned advocate for the petitioner refers me to the Census 
of India , 1941, Volume XIX — Cochin , and states that Thandan community 
has not been included as a separate community in the Census of 1941 in 
Cochin State. At page 42, under paragraph 149, it is stated that the 
main sub -classes of the Hindus are Brahmins, Ambalavasis, Nairs, Ezhuvas 
and the Scheduled Castes including Tribal Caste. But in that paragraph 
the various communities in the Scheduled Castes are not mentioned. 

At 
page 45 under paragraph 159 , it is stated as follows: 

" For this census " Scheduled Castes " comprise 
Kanakkan, Kuravan , Koodan , Kavara , Pulayan , 

Sambavan (Parayan ), Valluvan and Vettuvan ." 
At page 97 under Part II of the same book , the Scheduled Castes are 
mentioned. We do not find Thandan included among the Scheduled 
Castes. The population by caste is given at page 103 onwards. Thandan 
is not found as one of the castes in that list. In the 1951 census report 
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dealing with Trichur District, at page 170 we find Thandan included in 
the table ; but it is stated therein that the table gives the figures for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and the Hindu Community listed 
in it fall under the category Scheduled Castes in the State. The learned 
advocate for the petitioner therefore states that the list is for the whole 
of Travancore- Cochin State and not for Trichur District of the State . 
The book is styled as Census of India , 1951, Travancore-Cochin , District 
Census Handbook, Trichur I do not think that the list of Scheduled 
Castes is with reference to the whole State ; because we find communi 
ties like Boyan included in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order 
1950 not included in the Census List of 1951. So also we find Eravalan 
included in the Scheduled Castes list in the census report not included 
in the Constitution ( Scheduled Castes) Order , 1950 . 

11. Two things have come out from the above facts , and they are , 
that the census list regarding the Scheduled Castes is not with respect 
to the castes in the whole Travancore- Cochin State and secondly a caste 
which has been included in the Scheduled Caste in the census of 1951 in 
the Trichur District does not find a place in the Constitution (Scheduled 
Castes) Order 1950 as amended in 1956. Therefore , it is not correct to 
say that there was no Thandan Community in Trichur District. Trichur 
District at the time of 1951 census consisted of Kunnathunad and Paroor 
Taluks, which were not formerly in Cochin State . Therefore we do not 
know whether Thandan enumerated in the 1951 census live in Kunnathu 
nad and Paroor Taluks of Trichur District. However, the petitioner s 
case as spoken to by P.W. 7 is that Scheduled Caste Thandans are found 
only in the southern parts of the Trivandrum District. The 1941 census 
report, page 103, dealing with population by caste does not show a caste 
by name Thandan . Under the Hindu Community Ezhava is included 
but not Chovan even though the evidence is that a section of Ezhuva 
community is known as Chovan in Trichur District. 

12. In the text book Malabar by William Logan, Volume I, pages 142 
and 145 refer to Thandan. Thandan , according to the learned author, 
is the headman or priest among the Thiyyas. Thandan is not stated as a 
separate community. The text book " Castes and Tribes of Southern 
India by Thvrston , Volume II, pages 392 to 418 deal with Izhuvas. The 
learned author says that Izhuvas are known as Izhuvas in south and 
parts of the Central Travancore and Chovans in parts of Central and 
Northern Travancore . The learned author says that in middle ages they 
were largely employed as soldiers by the rulers of Malabar and titles and 
privileges were distributed among these soldiers. The Icarned author 
l efers to the title of Panikkans, Channans, and the author says that 
Channan title was conferred upon distinguished members of the caste 
as a family honour by the ancient sovereigns of the country . Panikkan 
comes next in rank and is derived from pani work ; Tantan from danda 
meaning punishment or control is a popular title in some parts. The 
learned author refers to the title of Mudaliyar in some parts of South 
Travancore. Admittedly there are Thandans not belonging to Izhuva 
community in Southern Travancore and they are Scheduled Castes. 
Therefore the reference by the learned author to Tantan may be to the 
title conferred on certain families among the Izhuvas in Travancore . At 
page 40 of the above book , Volume VII it is stated that Ezhuvas will cat 
rice cooked by a Thiyyan but a Thiyyan will not eat rice cooked by an 
Ezhuvan , a circumstance pointing to the inferiority of the Izhuvans. At 


page 41 the learned author refers to Thandan as the headman. Dealing 
with the marriage custom of the Thiyyan or Ezhuvan the learned author 
at pages 48 to 73 gives the various customs prevalent among them . The 
learned author says that it was formerly a custom among the Thiyyans 
in South Malabar for several brothers to share one wife, The 1st respon 
dent has a case that in his community the social custom permits two 
or more brothers to have a common wife and that there is no such custom 
among the Izhuvas . That does not appear to be correct in view of the 
observation made by the learned author. The learned author says that 
he has recorded two existing instances of such a custom . At page 49 
the learned author says : 

" The Thandan is a caste governmental head in all matters affect 
ing his own castes and the artisans. He is a Thiyyan and his office 
which is authorised by the local Rajah or rather by his senior Rani 
is hereditary . In exceptional cases however the hereditary right 
may be interrupted by the Rani appointing someone else. Thandan 
of the thara is required to assist in every ceremony connected with 
the marriage, at the ceremony when a girl attains puberty, at the 

time of tying thali and the 5th and 7th months of pregnancy " . 
Torcughout the pages referred to we find Thandan mentioned as the 
head of the village or priest for the Izhuva community . At page 99 the 
learned author says: 

" Thandan is the principal person in the thara to decide all caste 
disputes. In South Malabar he is as a rule appointed by the senior 

Rani of the Zamorin " . 
At page 9 of the same book the learned author observes as follows: 

" It is recorded in the Madras Census Report, 1891, that in Walluva 
nad and Palghat, Tandan is distinct caste. The ceremonies 
observed by Thandans are in general outline is same as the southern 
Thiyyas. But the two do not inter-marry each claiming superiority 
over the other. * Thandans of Malabar are described by Mr. 
F. Fawcett as a people allied to the Ezhuvans who observe the custom 
of fraternal polyandry which the Ezhuvans abhor. For the following 
note on Thandan of the Travancore I am indebeted to Mr. 
N. N. Subramania Iyer . The caste men are known as Ooralis to the. 

south of Varkely and Thandans to the north of it." 
At page 10 the learned author says: 

" Tandans are said to have once belonged to the same caste as 

Izhuvans but have fallen away from that position " . 
Therefore, according to this author, Tandan is not the same as Tandan . 
The former is a caste and the latter is the headman of the Izhuvans. 
We also find that according to the author Tandan community is found 
• not only in Travancore but in parts of South Malabar also. At page 109 

of Volume II by the same author it is stated that the headmen of the 
Ezhuva caste are Chanans and Panikkans. There he does not say that 
Thandan is the headman . 

13. The Travancore State Manual, Volume I, 1940 edition , pages 844 
to 846 deal with Ilavan . It is stated that sections of the community have 
been known in certain parts as Chovans and in Malabar they are called 
Thiyyas. At page 863 of this book Thandan community is described as 
follows: 

" Thandans are tree climbers in the south and they are known as 
Ooralis ."

At page 81 of Lectures on Ethnography by Sri c . Anantha Krishna 
Iyer, 1925 edition, it is said : 

" Changes in the sub-castes are constantly going on and whilo 
new groups are being formed old groups are being absorbed" . 
At page 157 the learned author refers to the custom among the lot: 
castes in India of a widow marrying her husband s brother. The lcarned 
author says as follows: 

" Among Izhuvans, Thandans, Valans, Panans, Kaniyang, Pulayans 

and Parayans the custom still prevails." 
At page 301 of "The Cochin Tribes and Castes by Sri Anantha Krishna 
Iyer, Volume I, it is stated that polyandıy prevails among the Thandans 
of Thalappilli taluk of the State as well as in Valluvanad and Ernad 
taluks of South Melabar. At pages 125 and 126 of the Gazetteer of 
Malabar District it is stated as follows: 

" Thandans are a section of the South Malabar Thiyyans found in 
Ernad and Walluvanad taluks who consider themselves a separate 
caste. They are a Makkathayam caste, and commonly practise 
fraternal polyandry ; they will not marry either Thiyyans o Ezhuvans. 
The word " Thandan is properiy a title, and is conferred to the head 
men of the local caste groups of the Thiyyans and Kammalans who 
have to perform specified functions at inarriages and other cere 
monies" . 
14. I have now dealt with the various text books on castes and sub 
castes . It has come out from these text books that there are people 
belonging to Thandan community who undoubtedly come under the Sche 
duled Caste. There are Thandans among Izhuvans who perform certain 
cerenionies at marriage functions etc. But they do not form a separate 
caste from the Izhuvas. They have on the other hand a high position 
among the Izhuvas. There are also Ezhuvas on whom the title Thandan 
had been conferred . We also find that there are Thandans in Walluva 
nad, Palghat, Thalappilli and Ernad taluks who originally formed part 
of the Ezhuva community , had in the course of time considered them 
selves to be a separate community . We have now to consider, whether 
the evidence adduced by the petitioner proves that the 1st respondent 
is a Thandan , he being a prominent member of the Ezhuva conin ity , 
or whether Thandan is a title conferred on his family or whether he 
belongs to a community known as Thandan . 

15. The learned advocate for the 1st respondent has argued that there 
is nothing in the petition to show that Thandan is a title. Even though 
it is not specifically stated that Thandan is a title the allegation that 
Thandan is a prominent member of the Ezhuva community may amount 
to saying that it is a title conferred on members of the Ezhuva com 
munity . 

16. The petitioner as P.W. 2 deposes that the 1st respondent belongs 
to Ezhuva community and that among Ezhuvas there are sub -castes 
known as Ezhuvan, Thiyyan , Thandan , Puluvan , Channan etc., and that 
Ezhuvan , Thandan and Thiyyan are not Scheduled Castes. He says that 
Thandan is a title conferred by Cochin Government on certain Ezhuvas 
of Trichur District and that the 1st respondent married in Ezhuva family 
of Koorkancheri. He says that there are Thandans in Travancore gene 
rally found in Trivandrum District and they belong to Scheduled Casto 
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community . He says that he does not know whether there is a caste 
as Thandan in Ayalur. He admits that he has not seen any document 
wherein the 1st respondent has been described as Dzhuvan . Srl 
Krishnan ( P.W. 3) deposes that the 1st respondent belongs to Ezhuva 
community and that in Trichur , Ezhuva is called Chovan and in Calicut 
as Thiyyan and that the adults of Ayalur Ezhuvas are called Thandang 
and that Thandan is a title. He says that there is title of Mooppan in 
Calicut and Panikkan in Cherppu . The 1st respofident was the Secretary 
of S.N.D.P. Yogam of Nemmara Firkah for one year. The petitioner 
has a case that meinbership of S.N.D.P. Yogam is open to Ezhuvas alone 
and the fact that the 1st respondent was a member and secretary of 
the branch will show that he is an Ezhuva. But P.W. 3 in cross-exami 
nation stated that S.N.D.P. Yogam is not a communal organisation and 
members of communities other than Ezhuvas can join the Yogam . There 
is no other evidence adduced to show that membership of S.N.D.P. Yogam 
is open to Ezhuvas alone. P.W. 3 admits that the males of the family 
of the 1st respondent are called Thandans, and that there are no 
Thandans in Nemmara . The witness has stated that there are Thandan 
families in Mudappallur and they are called Thandan community and 
their males are called Thandans and the females, Thandathi. This 
witness says that for the marriages among Ezhuvas the Panan is deputed 
to invite guests and he does not know whether among Thandans Panan 
goes to invite guests. He admits that in olden days Ezhuva bridegroom 
will not go to bride s house for tying thali on the bride. He admits that 
the sister of the bridegroom ties the thali on behalf of the bridegroom . 
He says that he does not know the custom among Thandans. He says 
that Vella Thandan and brother Rama Thandan of Ayalur had a com 
mon wife. He further says that Ezhuva families wear one mundi (620 
QoS ) Ajon ) and Thandan women wear onnara ( emo 2 casejos 
A com 12 9 *3. )He has no information of an Ezhuva male having married a 
Thandathi. He also says that when documents are registered there will 
be recital in the documents about the caste of the executant and executee . 
The evidence of this witness bring out the fact that there is distinction 
in the social customs of Ezhuvans and Thandans. He does not say that 
Thandan is a title conferred on the family of the 1st respondent by any 
chieftain or rajahs. On the other hand he says that Sakthan Thampuran 
had conferred Thandan title on some Ezhuvans in Trichur. Sri Govindan 
(P.W. 4 ) says that he belongs to Thiyya community of Koduvayur 
amsom , which formerly was in Malabar. He says that he has the title 
of Thandan . According to him there are Thandans in Palghat, Kollen 
gode, Chittur, Thathamangalam and other places and that his father 
was called a Thandan . According to hin his ancestors were living in 
western places and for serving the chieftains and rajahs received the 
Thandan title . He says that he has heard that there are Thandans in 
Ayalur. According to this witness Ezhuva community is different from 
Thiyya community. Except his oral testimony there is no document pro 
duced to show that he is described in documents as Thandan . I think 
no reliance can be placed on the evidence of this witness who says that 
he is a Thiyyan and not an Ezhuvan. 
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17. Sri Chami ( P.W.6) says that Thandan is a stanom (title ) and 
is given to Chovan caste . According to him , the title Thandan might 
have been conferred by local chieftains . He claims to have the title of 
Thandan . His evidence is that Thandan should settle the disputes and 
give advice in certain functions. He says that he and the 1st respondent 
belong to the same community and is also related to him . His father 
was known as Thandan Rantan and not as Ezhuvan Raman . He has 
further stated that in his documents the community is written as Thandan 
and that in his registered partition deed in his family the caste is shown 
as Thandan . He also admits that he mentioned his caste as Thandan 
when he gave evidence as a witness in a criminal case. He admits that 
there is a custom in his community for two brothers to marry one wife 
and Chovans also had a similar custom , and such custom was not seen 
among Ezhuvas. In his community bridegroom goes to the bride s house 
and marries. He does not know the marriage custom in Ezhuva com 
munity . This witness also does not help the petitioner s case to prove 
that Thandan is a section of the Ezhuva community. On the other hand 
he helps to a great extent the case of the 1st respondent that Thandan 
is a separate community from Ezhuva community . 

18. Narayanan (P.W.7) is a Retired Sub Registrar belonging to 
Quilon District. He belongs to Thandan community of that place . His 
evidence establishes that there is a community known as Thandan 
in the southern Travancore and that the main occupation of the people 
belonging to Thandan community is tree climbing. He says that to 
his information there is no Thandan belonging to his community in old 
Cochin State. His community has got an association known as A. T. T. 
Samajam . The witness admitted that he has not made personal enquiries 
about his caste people in the northern parts of Cochin State . He admits 
that he had no occasion to come into contact with Cochin and Malabar 
area and that he does not know what are the castes in Cochin and 
Malabar . It was only in 1102 that he made enquiries in Ernakulam about 
his caste people in Cochin State. Except to prove that there are Thandans 
belonging to the Scheduled Caste in South Travancore area the evidence 
of this witness does not show that there are no Thandans as a caste in 
Ayalur of Chittur taluk . 

19. I have now only to deal with the evidence of P.W.1, who is the 
Head Master of S. M. High School, Ayalur. He has produced the 
Admission Register , Exhibits A -1. Exhibit A - 1 is the Admission Register 
maintained in the High School of which P.W.1 is the Head Master. 
He refers to the admission Nos. 674 and 675 relating to v . Chandran 
and V. Gopalakrishnan . They are admittedly the children of Velayudhan 
(R.W.3 ), the elder brother of the 1st respondent. In the column 
for caste the pupils are shown as Ezhuva . R.W.3 says that the caste 
shown in it is incorrect and that the tuition master took his children 
to the school and he might have given wrong information regarding the 
caste . Admission No. 719 relates to one Ramakrishnan of Kandan 
kulangara house. The guardian s name is known as K. V. Vella Thandan 
and the caste also is shown as Thandan . Admission No. 756 relates 
to one Ramakrishnan . Appu Thandan is shown in the column for guardian 
and Thandan is shown in the caste column. So also for admission 
No. 759 the caste is shown as Thandan . Similarly for admission No. 871 
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V. Krishna Thandan is entered in the parent or guardian column and 
Thandan is entered in the caste column. We find from the same 
Register that Ezhuvan is also entered in the caste column in several 
instances . That shows that a distinction is being made between Thandan 
and Ezhuvan. Therefore it may be true that the caste Ezhuvan was entered 
by mistake in respect of the children of R.W.3. I may state here that 
this is the only document which the petitioner has been able to produce, 
where the 1st respondent s community is shown as Ezhuva . But in 
view of the fact that the same document shows Thandan also as a 
separate community that document has lost its evidentiary value for 
the petitioner 

20. The petitioner also relies on the evidence of P.W.5, the Principal 
of the Maharaja s Technological Institute, Trichur. Sri Bhaskaran, son 
of R.W.3 was a studer in that institution since 1958. He was admitted 
as a Scheduled Caste student and he was also allowed concessions which 
are given to Scheduled Caste students. P.W.5 says that he was 
provisionally admitted as a Scheduled Caste student. P.W.5 subsequently 
received Exhibit A - 2 letter on 2-9-1959 from the District Welfare Officer 
Trichur asking P.W.7 to ascertain whether Bhaskaran belongs to Thandan 
( Thachar ) community and whether he is a Thandan belonging to Ezhuva 
community . Exhibits A - 3 to A -21 relate to Bhaskaran : Finally 
Bhaskaran was asked to pay the fees . He was not allowed the concession 
allowed to Scheduled Caste pupils. All those things happended recently . 
R.W.3 says that he has filed an appeal before the Chief Secretary and 
it is still pending. I do not think that the order asking Bhaskaran to 
refund fees and he being not considered as a Scheduled Caste pupil can 
be urged against the 1st respondent. It is seen that the Tahsildar had 
issued a certificate stating that he belongs to the Scheduled Caste com 
munity . But the District Welfare Officer was not satisfied with it and 
Insisted upon the fees being collected. The decision whether the 1st 
respondent belongs to Thandan community or not rests entirely upon 
the evidence adduced before this Tribunal and not what transpired before 
the District Welfare Officer, Trichur . 

21. I shall now refer to the documents produced by the 1st respondent. 
R.W.1 is the Head Master of the Government Upper Primary School, 
Ayalur, which was formerly known as Lower Secondary School. Exhibit 
B - 2 is the Admission Register maintained in the school. Admission 
No. 1314 relates to one Govindan of Kandankulangara paramba and 
admission No. 1315 relates to Velayudhan of the same place. The father 
of Govindan is . Velu Thandan and the father of Velayudhan is Vella 
Thandan . Their caste is shown as Thandan.Admission No. 1315 in 
Exhibit B -2 relates to R.W. 3. Exhibit B -3 is a patta issued to the elder 
brother of the 1st respondent where the pattadar is mentioned as Thandan 
Vella s son Krishna Thandan . Exhibits B - 10 to B - 14 are revenue receipts 
issued to R.W.3 where he is described as Thandan Vella s son Velayudhan. 
Exhibit B -4 is a document dated 10th Edavam 1113 executed by Lakshmi 
(mother of the 1st respondent ) as guardian of her minor son 
Parameswaran , who is the son of Kandakulangara Parambil Thandan 
Vella . Exhibit B -5 is a sale deed dated 5th Meenam 1122 in favour of 
the elder brother of the 1st respondent wherein he is described as 
Kandankulangara Vella Thandan s son , Thandan caste, Chinnappan alias 
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Krishna Thandan . Exhibit B -6 is a sale deed executed by ine Viswa 
nathan on 18-12-1950 by Ezhuvan Viswanathan in favour of Vella s son 
Krishna Thandan , elder brother of the 1st respondent. Exhibit B - 7 is a 
sale deed executed by Devaki Amma and others on 20th Makaram 1103 
M.E. in favour of Kandankulangara Parambil Thandan Eachu s son Vella . 
Exhibit B -8 is registration copy of partition deed dated 10th Edavam 1113 
in the family of the 1st respondent. There it is stated , when describing the 
1st respondent and R.W.3 and others, as Thandan Vella s sons. Their 
mother is described as Thandan Unnappan s daughter. Exhibit B - 9 is 
the registered hypothecation bond dated 22nd Edavam 1118 executed by 
Theyyan and another to Velayudhan Thandan (R.W.3) . There it is 
stated, Hindu, Thandan , Velayudhan Thandan, whereas the executor is 
described as Ezhuvan Velu s son Theyyan. Thus we find distinctions 
have been made in the registered documents between Ezhuvan 
and 

Thandan . In some documents Thandan is mentioned 
as a caste also . These documents did not come into existence in recent 
times. If Thandan is a title there would not have been recitals as 
Thandan caste. The petitioner has not been able to produce a single 
registered document where the 1st respondent or anyone member of his 
family has been described as an Ezhuva or where a Thandan is also 
described as Ezhuva. That is a very important fact to be borne in mind. 
The witnesses may depose about certain customs in certain communities 
but the best evidence will be documents which have come into existence 
when there was no dispute between the parties . 

22. The petitioner as P.W. 2 stated that just like Cheruman female is 
called Cherumi, Thandan female is called Thandathi and that his name 
is mentioned as Eachara Cheruman and that the suffix Cheruman is not 
a title. He did not enquire whether there is any document btained or 
executed by Thandans of Ayalur and that he has not seen any registered 
document or record showing the 1st respondent as an Ezhuva . 

23. The petitioner relies on the evidence of P.W. 6 , who is admittedly 
a distant relation of the 1st respondent. I have already referred to the 
evidence of P.W. 6. He has admitted that in documents the caste of the 
parties will be written and that his caste as Chovan (he claims to be 
a Chovan ) is not written in his document, but on the other hand his 
caste is written as Thandan, and it was so written in his family parti 
tion deed ; and in his deposition in the criminal Court he stated his caste 
as Thandan . As already pointed out by me, he says that his sister was 
married by two brothers and there is the custom in his community for 
two brothers to marry one woman and that Chovans also had the sanie 
custom and that custom was not seen among the Ezhuvas . The 1st 
respondent had married in a Chovan family in Koorkancheri near Trichur . 
The 1st respondent as R.W. 2 says that ordinarily Thandan does not 
marry in Chovan caste and that his marriage was not according to the 
custom , and it was a special marriage and that there was no full consent 
of the members of his family for the marriage. The marriage of a 
single individual in a different comniunity is not sufficient to show that 
the two communities are the same. The petitioner has to show that 
the members belonging to the so-called Thandan community used to 
marry in the admitted Ezhuva families. P.W. 2 says that he has not 
enquiried whether any Thandan of Chittur taluk other than the 1st 
respondent has married in Ezhuva family . According to R. W. 2 and 
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R.W. 5 there are about 30 Thandan families in Ayalur . The petitioner has 
not pointed out any instance, other than of the 1st respondent, of a Thandan 
male or female marrying in the Ezhuva family . In the absence of evidence 
of inter-marriage excluding one instance I have to accept the 1st res 
pondent s case that his community people generally do not inarry in 
Ezhuva, Chovan or Thiyya families . P.Ws. 4 and 6 are Congress sympa 
thisers and therefore they will be inclind to support the petitioner, and 
yet they have not stated instances of Thandans of Ayalur marrying in 
Ezhuva , Chovan or Thiyya families. 

24. R. W. 4 Ramankutty Vaidyer deposes that he belongs to Thandan 
caste and that the 1st respondent also belongs to his caste and that he 
represented the reserved seat for Scheduled Caste in Ward No. 12 of 
Chittur municipality in 1953 election . He says that he was a councillor 
of the municipality on Congress ticket. He also says that one Sri Ponnan 
belonging to Thandan community is the present councillor for the reserved 
seat in Chittur municipality. The native place of the father of R.W. 4 
is Vatakkancherry in the present Alatur taluk, which was in the old 
Malabar District. P.W. 2 was asked about R.W. 4 and Sri Ponnan , 
municipal councillors of Chittur municipality . He stated that he has 
heard of Sri Ponnan but did not enquire whether Sri Ponnan and R.W. 4 
are councillors representing reserved seat for Scheduled Castes. He also 
says that he did not enquire whether they belong to Thandan commu 
nity . The petitioner could have easily proved by examining any one 
municipal councillor or an officer of Chittur municipality to show that 
R.W. 4 and Sri Ponnan are not Scheduled Caste councillors . There was 
no suggestion to R.W. 4 that anybody else represented the Scheduled 
Caste reserved. seat in the municipal council of Chittur. There was also 
no suggestion to R.W. 4 that he belongs to any admitted Scheduled Caste 
community. The evidence of R.W : 4 support to a great extent the case 
of the 1st respondent that there is a community known as Thandan in 
Chittur taluk and they were included in the Scheduled Caste . 

25. Sri Kuppandi (R.W. 5 ) is an Ezhuvan. He says that the 1st 
respondent is a Thandan by caste. He also speaks to the different cus 
toms prevalent among Ezhuvas . Chandans have only 14 days pollution 
period after a death whereas Ezhuvas have 15 days period. The 
Thandan bridegroom goes to the bride s house and ties the thali and 
marries her, whereas the sister of the Ezhuva bridegroom goes to the 
bride s house and performs the marriage ceremony on behalf of the bride 
groom and brings the bride to the bridegroom s house. In the case of 
Thandans their own people go and invite guests for functions in their 
houses whereas in the case of Ehuvas Panans are deputed to invite 
guests . There is also difference in the mode of gress of females in the 
two communities. Thus we find that some differences are noticed in the 
two communities. I have already referred to the various text books 
which state that there is Thandan community which is differens from the 
Ezhuva community. It is not seen from the text books that people 
belonging to Thandan community are found only in particular parts of 
Kerala and that they are confined to that place alone. We also find 
from the text books already referred to that there are Thandans among 
the Ezhuvas and they are the headmen or priests of Ehuvas. They 
do not form a separate caste within Ezhuva caste. They are called 
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Thandans because they are priests or headmen of the Ezhuvas. The peti 
tioner has not adduced evidence to show that any member of the family 
of the 1st. respondent had ever acted as a priest or headman of Ezhuva 
community. P.Ws. 4 and 6 , who know the family of the 1st respondent 
and the other Thandan families of Ayalur, do not say that the 1st 
respondent or any member of his family or for that matter any member 
of the Thandan families of Ayalur had ever sucted as priests or headmen 
in the Ezhuva community. According to P.W. 4. Chandan is only a 
title. P.W. 4 does not say that he or any other Thandan of his com 
munity ever acted as a priest or headman. P.W 6 stated that, I handans 
settle certain caste disputes and give advice in certain functions . But 
he does not give any instance of himself or any Thandan of his locality 
having acted as a priest or headman of his community. Wnen cross 
examined he stated that Ayinkudi Kammalars have only to inform the 
Thandans about certain functions in their houses. But he stated that 
there was no instance of his mediating in any of their matters. Thus 
the oral evidence adduced by the petitioner does not establish conclusively 
that Thandans of Ayalur, to which place the 1st respondent belongs, are 
Ezhuvas.. The evidence adduced shows that there are Ezhuva in 
Kerala who have 

got the title Thandan , 

and in the southern 
taluks of Kerala they are called Thandar as stated by P.W. 7. Admit 
tedly, there is. Thandan community in the erstwhile Travancore -Cochin 
area belonging to Scheduled Castes. According to the petitioner they 
are only in the southern taluks of the State . But according to the 1st 
respondent. Thandans of Ayalur also belong to the Scheduled Caste 
Thandan . 

26. The learned advocate for the 1st respondent has stated that if the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order intended to include the T handans 
of certain taluks of the State that would have been specifically mentioned 
in the order itself. We find from Part V of the Order that certain 
castes in the State excluding the Kasargode taluk have been stated , as 
belonging to Scheduled Caste. If the order intended to take in Thandans 
of the southern taluks in the State that would have been specified in the 
order itself . 

27 . The documents produced by the 1st respondent and to which I 
have already referred support the 1st respondent s case that there is 
a caste known as Thandan in Ayalur, and it is different from the Ezhuva 
caste. The evidence afforded by the documents which came into exist 
ence before any controversy arose between the parties have to be. 
preferred to the inconclusive oral evidence of the petitioner s witnesses. 
Thus considering the entire oral and documentary evidence I find that. 
the 1st respondent is not an Ezhuva and that he is a Thandan as con 
templated by. Part V of the Constitution ( Scheduled Castes ) Order, 1950 
and therefore he is a member of the Scheduled Caste and he is entitled 
to contest for the reserved seat in the Chittur Double -Member Consti 
tuency . 

28. Issue 4.- The evidenve has disclosed that there are Thandans 
belonging to the 1st respondent s community in parts of Malabar. It 
is therefore argued for the petitioner that the Thandans of Malabar have 
been discriminated against in that they have not been included in the 
Scheduled Caste and allowed the benefits and concessions conferred on . 
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members of the Scheduled Caste . Article 341 of the Constitution pro 
vides for notification by the President in consultation with the Governor 
or Rajapramukh as the case may be to specify the caste, races or tribes 
or parts of, or groups within castes, races or tribes, which shall for the 
purpose of the Constitution be deemed to be Scheduled Caste in relation 
" to that State . Article 14 provides that the State shall not deny to any 
person equality before the law or the equal protection of the laws within 
the territory of India . Under Article 13 any notification made by the 
President has the force of law . The learned advocate for the petitioner, 
relying on the ruling in Dalmia V. Justice Tendolkar (AIR 1959 Supreme 
Court ( J ) page 147) , argues that where there is a discrimination made 
against one individual in such instance the Court will strike down the 
law as an instance of naked discrimination . In the instant case the 
Thandans living in the erstwhile Travancore- Cochin State is declared as 
belonging to Scheduled Caste while Thandans belonging to 

the same 
community in the adjoining Malabar area has been excluded from it for 
no apparent reason . 

29. The learned advocate for the petitioner has further argued that 
the 1st respondent has stated that he does not worship in temples and 
therefore he is not a member professing Hindu religion and therefore he 
cannot claim to be a member of the Scheduled Caste. Section 3 of the 
Constitution ( Scheduled Castes) Order , 1950 states, potwithstanding 
anything contained in paragraph 2 no person who professes a religion 
different from the Hindu or the Sikh religion shall be deemed to be 
member of the Scheduled Caste . The section does not state that he 
must be a person who worships in the temple. It nas not been brought 
out in the examination of the 1st respondent that he does not profess 
the Hindu religion. One can profess a religion even though he does 
not worship in a temple. There are other forms and places of Worship . 
It has not been brought to my notice by the learned advocate for the 
petitioner that worship in a temple is absolutely necessary for a Hindu 
to profess the Hindu religion . I therefore find that there is no substance 
in the contention of the petitioner that the 1st respondent does not pro 
fess the Hindu Teligion . 

30. The learned advocate for the 1st respondent argues that the peti 
tioner is not an aggrieved person by not declaring Thandan of Malabar 
ares as a Scheduled Caste and therefore he cannot question the validity 
of the declaration of Thandan of Travancore - Cochin area as Scheduled 
Caste as void . He also argued that the notification made by the Presi 
dent is presumed to be made legally and constitutionally and the burden 
is on the petitioner to show that it is unconstitutional. At page 131 of 
Basu s Commentary on the Constitution of India , third edition , it is 
stated that the burden of showing that a classification rests upon an 
arbitrary and not reasonable basis is upon the person who impeaches 
the law as a violation of the guarantee of equal protection . It was held 
by the Supreme Court in Charanjit Lal v . Union of India (A.I.R. 1951 
Supreme Court 41) that the presumption is always in favour of the 
constitutionality of the enactment and the burden is upon him who attacks 
it to show that there has been a clear transgression of the constitutional 
principle. It has also been stated in the same ruling that no one except 
those whose rights are directly affected by a law can arise the question 
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of the constitutionality of that law . The ruling in State of Bengal v . 
Anwar Ali (A.I.R. 1952 Supreme Court 75 ) also lays down that if one s 
interests are not at all affected by a particular piece of legislation he 
may have no right to complain but if it is established that the person 
complaining has been discriminated against as a result of the legislation 
and denied equal privileges with others occupying the same position it 
is not incumbent upon him before he can claim relief on the basis of his 
fundamental right to assert and prove that in making the law the legis 
lature was actuated by a hostile or inimical intention against a particular 
person or class. In Budhan Chowdhary v . State of Bihar (A.I.R. 1955 
Supreme Court 191) Their Lordships have stated that the classification 
may be founded on different basis ; namely, geographical, or according 
to objects or occupations or the like, and what is necessary is that there 
must be a nexus between the basis of classification and the object of the 
Act under consideration . 

31. The petitioner is a member of the Scheduled Caste and he is not 
directly aggrieved by the declaration of Thandan communi in a part 
of the State as Scheduled Caste. A member belonging to Thandan com 
munity in Malabar area may perhaps validly contend that he has been 
directly prejudiced by being not included in the Scheduled Caste . The 
petitioner is not in any way prejudiced by declaring the petitioner as a 
Scheduled Caste. I therefore find that it is not necessary to consider 
in this petition, whether the inclusion of Thandan of Travancore-Cochin 
area in the Scheduled Caste is ultra vires of the Constitution under 
Article 14 of the Constitution . 

32. Issues 5 and 6.- I have already found that the 1st respondent is a 
member of the Scheduled Caste . Therefore the question whether his 
election is void or not does not arise for consideration . 

33. The learned advocate for the petitioner argued that if it is found 
that the election of the 1st respondent is found void the petitioner is 
entitled to be declared elected to the reserved seat. The learned advo 
cate for the 1st respondent argued that even if the election of the 1st 
respondent is void the petitioner cannot be declared as elected for two 
reasons. First of all there was one Velayudhan who had filed nonination 
for the reserved seat besides the petitioner and the 1st respondent. 
Velayudhan withdrew his candidature after scrutiny of the nomination 
papers and after the nomination of the 1st respondent was accepted . 
Secondly section 54 of the Representation of the People Act will apply 
only at the stage of accepting the nomination . Sections 100 and 101 
of the Representation of the People Act apply to cases coming after 
election . Anyhow this question does not arise now for consideration , 

34. Issues 7, 8 and 9. - The 3rd respondent contended that the accep 
tance of the nomination of the 1st respondent has vitiated the entire 
election . That question now does not arise for consideration . Moreover 
the 3rd respondent has not adduced any evidence to show how the entire 
election has been vitlated even if the acceptance of the nomination of 
the 1st respondent was invalid . Nor his counsel appeared at the time 
of arguments. Therefore issues 7, 8 and 9 do not arise for consideration 
in view of my findings on issues 1 to 3. 

35. Issue 10.- The 1st respondent has contended that this is a vexati 
ous and frivolous petition . I do not think so . We find that there are 
Thandans in the areas adjoining Ayalur village included in the old 
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Malabar District. Some villages of Malabar are included in Chittur 
Constituency. Those Thandans are not included in the Scheduled Caste. 
We also find that there are admittedly Ezhuvas in some parts of Cochin 
having the title of Thandan . I am therefore satisfied that this is a 
petition bona fide filed by the petitioner and not actuated by bad motives. 
I find that the petition is not frivolous and vexatious and therefore the 
1st respondent is not entitled to compensatory costs; and not only that, 
this is a fit case where the petitioner should not be ordered to pay the 
costs of the 1st respondent. We find that the 1st respondent, on account 
of the fact that he lives in a village in the Travancore-Cochin area, got 
the benefit of being declared as belonging to Scheduled Caste while people 
belonging to his own community in the adjoining areas of old Malabar 
are not included in the Scheduled Caste. The petitioner had therefore 
every reason to believe that the 1st respondent also is not a member of 
the Scheduled Caste and the Thandan included in the Constitution ( Sche 
duled Castes) Order 1950 is the Thandan of the southern taluks of old 
Travancore . 

36. Respondents 2 and 3 have been impleaded as necessary parties. 
The petitioner has not sought any relief as against them . The 2nd 
respondent claimed costs against the petitioner. But since no relief 
has been claimed by the petitioner against the 2nd respondent no costs 
can be awarded to him . Moreover I have already found that this is a 
bona fide petition filed by the petitioner and in that view also the 2nd 
respondent is not entitled to costs . 

37. I therefore find that the election of the 1st respondent to the State 
Assembly from the reserved seat in the Chittur Double -Member Consti 
tuency is valid . This petition is dismissed and for the reasons already 
stated by me the petitioner and the respondents shall bear their own 
costs.

This petition having come up for final hearing on 29-11-1960 in 
the presence of Advocates Shri P. P. Devassi for the petitioner and 
Shri K. Balakrishna Menon for the respondent and having stood over for 
consideration till this day the Tribunal passed the following :-- 

ORDER 
This Election Petition , by the petitioner, Puthur Achutha Menon, 
is for declaring the Election of the respondent, Chelat Achutha Menon , 
to the Kerala State Assembly, as void, and for declaring the petitioner 
as duly elected . 

2. The main averments in the petition are as follows: -Petitioner and 
respondent were the only contesting candidates in the GeneralElection Poll 
which was held on 1-2-1960, to the Kerala State Assembly from No. 65 
Irinjalakuda Constituency . * Petitioner put up by the Praja Socialist 
Party had the symbol "hut" assigned to him and respondent, put up by 
the Indian Communist Party , had the symbol " Sickle and Ear of Corns" 
assigned to him . After the completion of the poll, counting took place 
on 2-2-1960 . The Returning Officer announced after counting that the 
votes received by the candidates were as follows: 
Respondent 

29,069 
Petitioner 

28,708 
Invalid 

567 
Accordingly, the Returning Officer declared the respondent elected, 
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3. The petitioner states that the scrutiny of votes and counting were 
not done correctly and properly . The Returning Officer and many of the 
clerks appointed by him to attend the work of scrutiny and counting of 
votes were persons who had leanings towards the Communist Party 
and who were prejudiced in favour of the respondent. So there were 
Geliberate malpractice in scrutiny, sorting and counting of the ballot 
papers which led to the false and unreal result above referred to . In 
fact, the petitioner had received majority of valid votes. So 
he asserted that if a scrutiny and recount be held 

the peti 
tioner will be found to have been elected and the 

respondent 
defeated . He also stated that during the course of counting several 
ballot paper bundles were found to be missing indicating the careless 
and shabby manner in which the sorting took place. The petitioner s 
election agent Sri V. Raman Menon had submitted a petition to recount 
which was rejected by the Returning Officer on insufficient grounds. 
The rejection of that petition was illegal and improper. 

4. The petitioner also had set forth in the petition other irregularities 
and illegalities in the conduct of the Election in that constituency. 
Certain corrupt practices coming under section 123 ( 1 ) ( a ) and 123 (5 ) of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951, also were set down in the 
petition . On the above grounds the petitioner prayed that (a ) the 
petitiori may be referred to an Election Tribunal for trial, (b ) the 
Tribunal be pleased to order a scrutiny and recount, ( c ) the election of 
the respondent be declared as void, ( d ) the petitioner be declared duly 
elected to the Kerala State Assembly from No. 65 Irinjalakuda Consti 
tuency and (e ) the costs of the petition be ordered to be paid by the 
respondent. 

5. The abovesaid petition was duly presented before the Election 
Commission , India , on 14-3-1960. The Election Commission duly appointed 
me as the Election Tribunal, Trichur, under section 86 of the R. P. Act 
and under section 88 of the said Act, Trichur was appointed as the place 
of trial. I assumed charge as Tribunal on 23-5-1960 . The respondent 
entered appearance and filed written statement on 8-6-1960. In the 
written statement he repudiated the main averments in the petition and 
prayed for a dismissal of the petition with his costs . Subsequently he 
filed a recrimination statement also . 

6. Upon the contentions of the parties the following issues were 
raised for trial which give a clear idea of the contentions of the parties : 
1. Is the petitioner entitled to a scrutiny and recount of votes by 

the Election Tribunal for all or any of the reasons mentioned 
in the petition ? Are the grounds mentioned in the petition in 
this behalf true ? On such scrutiny and recount who will have 

a majority of valid votes, the petitioner or the respondent ? 
2. Whether the ballot papers were at any time subsequent to the 

declaration of the results of the Election tampered with by any 
body ? If so , whether the results of the Election have been 

materially affected thereby ? 
3 . Has there been violation of Article 321 of the Constitution of 

India in that the persons mentioned in schedule 1 to the petition 
voted in the election ? Should not their votes be struck off ? 
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4. Were the voters listed in schedule II of the petition personated 

by others ? Did they vote for the respondent? If so, should 

not their votes be struck off ? 
5. Have the persons in schedule III of the petition exercised their 

franchise more than once, on 1st February 1960 ? Did they vote 

for the respondent ? If so , should not their votes be struck off ? 
6. Where the names listed in schedule IV of the petition struck off 

from the Electoral Rolls illegally ? 
7. Did the persons listed in schedule V of the petition apply in time 

for inclusion of their names in the Electoral Rolls paying the 
prescribed fees ? Was it illegal to have rejected their applica 

tions ? 
8. Where the names if the voters listed in schedule VI of the peti 

tion removed from the Electoral Rolls ? Did they vote in the 
Election in favour of the Respondent ? If so, are their votes 

valid ? 
9. Did the persons mentioned in schedule VII apply for and receive 

a postal ballot paper ? Has he voted in the normal way at the 

Polling Station for the respondent ? If so, is his vote valid ? 
10 . Whether the irregularities alleged with regard to the preparation 

of the Electoral Rolls cannot be raised in an election petition ? 
11. Did the person listed in schedule VIII of the petition apply for 

postal ballot paper in time? Was he entitled to such ballot 
paper ? Did he receive it ? Was he disabled from voting ? Did 

he promise to vote for the petitioner ? 
12. Where the voters listed in schedule IX personated by others ? 

Are the tendered votes given by the persons who voted entitled 

to be counted ? Are the said votes liable to be struck off ? 
13. Has the result of the election been materially affected by any 

or all the irregularities referred to in issues 2 to 9, 11 and 12 ? 
14. Was corrupt practice under section 123( 5 ) of the Representation 

of the People Act, 1951, committed in the Election as alleged in 
para 17 of the petition ? Is the election of the respondent liable 

to be declared void on this ground ? 
15. Was corrupt practice under section 123 ( 1) ( a ) committed in the 

Election as alleged in para 18 of the petition ? Is the election 

of the Respondent liable to be declared void on this ground ? 
16. Is the election of the respondent liable to be declared void ? 
17. Is the petitioner entitled to be declared elected from the 

Irinjalakuda Constituency ? 
18. Regarding costs?

7. A brief account of what happened after the case came up for 
evidence, would not be out of place in the circumstances of this case . 
At the outset it may be noted that the first and the main prayer of the 
petitioner as can be seen from the petition is for an order from the 
Tribunal for a scrutiny and recount of all the votes. That aspect is 
covered by issue No. 1 in the case . To achieve this object, the petitioner 
in the first instance moved a petition I. A. No. 7/1960 for an order for 
scrutiny and recount of the ballot papers. That petition was vehemently 
opposed by the respondent both on the merits and regarding the stage 
at which that was moved. After hearing both parties I held that a re 
count and scrutiny will be better served, if allowed, at a later stage 
after some evidence was let in by both parties . It was therefore directed 
that the petitioner will be examined first regarding the whole case and 
then the respondent will be examined and thereafter further evidence of 
the petitioner will be received. With the above observation the petition 
was dismissed with the reservation that the petitioner will be at liberty 
to move again after some evidence has been let in to substantiate an 
order for scrutiny and recount: 

8. Thereafter the petitioner and the respondent were examined for 
the whole case . The Chief Election Agent of the petitioner , V. Raman 
Menon , whose name has been referred to in the petition also has been 
examined on the petitioner s side as witness No. 2. The petitioner also 
proved Exs. P - 1 to P - 15 on his side and the respondent got proved Exs. 
D - 1 and D - 2 on his side. After the above evidence has been let in , the 
petitioner moved again for an order for recount and scrutiny. This 
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time he set forth in detall the matters to be ascertained by the scrutiny 
and recount which are the following : 
( a ) The number of ballot papers issued to each polling station and 

the serial numbers of the said ballot papers: 
(b ) The number of used and unused ballot papers in each polling 

station with their serial numbers; 
( c ) The number of challenged votes and that of tendered votes in 

each polling station ; 
(d ) Scrutinise the votes declared as invalid by the Returning Officer 

and see whether all of them are invalid ; and 
(e ) By scrutinising the symbol and number of all the ballot papers 

to find out the actual. number of valid votes secured by the peti 

tioner and respondent respectively . 
That petition was also opposed by the respondent. After hearing both 
sides I found that in the circumstances of the case and in the interests 
of justice a recount and scrutiny has to be allowed and accordingly the 
petition was allowed . But as regards the details to be ascertained, the 
prayers Nos. ( c ), ( d ) and ( e ) were allowed in toto , but as regards 
prayers (a ) and (b ) the prayer for ascertaining the serial numbers of the 
ballot papers was disallowed and the former parts of the prayers alonewere 
allowed in respect of them , since the ascertainment of the serial numbers 
of the ballot papers and making it available to the parties may affect the 
secrecy of voting. This order was passed on 19th September 1960. 

9. It appears that the respondent filed a Writ petition before the 
Honourable High Court. The High Court declined to issue any writ . 

That order was again taken in appeal before a Division Bench of the 
Honourable High Court and the respondent obtained a stay of the pro 
ceedings of the Tribunal regarding the recount and scrutiny. That appeal 
was eventually dismissed with costs . The following observation of His 
Lordship the Chief Justice in that judgment being noteworthy I shall quote 
below : 

" Election to the Legislature under Democracy means not only 
election by majority, but election by fair and legal methods, and in 
determining the fairness of the methods, through which the choice 
is made, it is but proper that the votes polled at the election should 

be sifted on reasonable grounds at the initial stages" . 
After the receipt of that judgment from the High Court the date of re 
count and scrutiny was fixed after hearing the parties to be had on 
26-11-1960 

10. The recount and scrutiny were conducted in open court, beginning 
from 9 a.m. on 26-11-1960 and finishing at 5.30 p.m. The recount and 
scrutiny were conducted in the presence of advocates and agents of both 
sides and in the presence of the Chief Electoral Officer of the State who 
had been requested to be present on the occasion . The following facts 
were revealed at the recount and scrutiny . 

11. Besides the minor objections raised at the time of scrutiny by 
both sides regarding certain votes about which ruling was given then and 
there, serious objections were raised by either side regarding 18 votes from 
among the votes declared valid by the Returning Olicer. They were 
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separately produced before the Tribunal and after hearing both sides 
decision was taken by the Tribunal regarding them in the presence of 
advocates on both sides. Of these 18 votes 10 were those of the peti 
tioner and 8 were of the respondent. Of these one vote, found in the 
bundle of the petitioner had no voting impression and two others, (one 
each , of the petitioner and the respondent) contained the voting impres 
sions for both the candidates. Hence these three votes were found to 
have been improperly accepted by the Returning Officer . Two other 
votes also were found to be improperly accepted by the Returning Officer . 
Of the balance of 13 votes , 7 votes of the petitioner and 6 votes of the 
respondent were found to be rightly accepted by the Returning Officer. 

12. Three votes belonging to the petitioner were found to be bundled 
along with the votes of the respondent and 10 votes of the respondent 
were found in the bundles of the petitioner . That appears to be an 
inadvertent error and was regularised . 

13. The invalid votes rejected by the Returning Officer were counted 
and scrutinised by the Tribunal himself in the presence of advocates 
on both sides. Though the number of invalid votes were stated to be 
567 in the records, only 564 votes were placed before the Tribunal for 
scrutiny in sealed packets by the officers deputed from Returning Officer s 
office for the purpose. The cover alleged to be containing the 3 votes for 
polling station No. 25 was not found among the bundles in the sealed cover 
containing the votes of the other polling stations. Here it may be noted 
that the boxes containing the votes were opened before court by the 
keys produced by the officers of the Returning Officer specially deputed 
for that purpose on the request of the Tribunal. After the counting and 
scrutiny of the ballot papers they were rebundled and sealed by the Court 
seal in the same manner as before and were replaced in the respective 
boxes and sealed with the Court seal. On scrutiny of the abovesaid 
564 alleged invalid votes the rejection of 5 of the petitioner s votes and 
3 of the respondent s votes by the Returning Officer was found to be 
improper . As regards the other invalid votes no interference in the 
decision of the Returning Officer was called for . 

14. In short, the result of the scrutiny and recount showed the follow 
ing results:-The petitioner would get 28,700 valid votes and the res 
pondent would get 29,080 valid votes. The difference as per scrutiny and 
recount is 380 votes as against 361 declared by the Returning Officer . The 
total invalid votes would be 564 inclusive of the 3 invalid votes not pro 
duced before the Tribunal but had been declared invalid by the Return 
ing Officer as per records kept by him . The other informations called 
for by the petitioner and allowed by the order dated 19th September 
1960 in pursuance to which the scrutiny and recount were conducted were 
also ascertained as prayed for. Embodying all these the formal pro 
ceedings regarding the recount and scrutiny were pronounced on 
28-11-1960 

15. On 28-11-1960 the case was also posted for further evidence of the 
petitioner. Here it may be stated that by the time the petitioner had 
examined one more witness on his side to prove the age of two voters. 
The evidence of that witness does not prove any issue in the case. On 
28-11-1960 the petitioner came forward with a petition for adjourn 
ment of the case for further evidence. That petition was opposed by 
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if any , 


the respondent. After hearing both sides passed an order that if 
the petitioner wants to adduce any further evidence he must begin to 
do so from 29-11-1960 onwards and no further time will be allowed. 
Thus the case was posted for further evidence, 

on 
29-11-1960. On that day the petitioner filed a statement that in the 
light of the result of recount and scrutiny of the votes the petitioner does 
not propose to proceed with the petition. That petition was recorded. 
Then arguments of both sides were heard regarding the whole Election 
petition matter. The petitioner s counsel conceded that it may be taken 
that the Election petition is not pressed in view of the result of the 
recount and scrutiny. It was also conceded by the petitioner s counsel 
that the issues in the case can be taken to have not proved except 
the former part of issue No. 1. It follows therefore that no separate 
findings are called for on the various issues in the case other than issue 
No. 1 . 

16. The burden of proof regarding the main issues in the case were 
on the petitioner. The respondent s evidence had been reserved by an 
order on a petition moved in that behalf by the respondent. So the 
discharge of the burden to prove the recrimination statement fied by 
the respondent and the averments contained therein do not arise for 
consideration at this stage. Thus in short I hold that the retitioner 
miserably failed to prove the allegations he has set up in the petition . 
However I shall formally consider the above issues and enter findings on 
them . 

17. Issue No. 1. - As regards the former part of issue No. 1 relating 
to the question whether the petitioner is entitled to a scrutiny and re 
count of votes by the Election Tribunal, that part of the issue has heen 
practically decided by my order dated 19th September 1960 on I.A. 191 
1960 referred to above , allowing recount and scrutiny . That order has 
been impeached unsuccessfully before the Honourable High Court as I 
have already stated. In that order I have elaborately discussed the 
evidence adduced by both sides in respect of the petitioner s right to 
have a scrutiny and recount of the ballot papers in the circumstances of 
this case. The High Court judgment and especially the observations of 
His Lordship the Chief Justice also I have referred to above. It follows 
that the petitioner succeeded in proving the former part of issue No. 1. 
I therefore find the former part of issue No. 1 in favour of the petitioner. 

18. The latter part of issue No. relates to the result of the scrutiny 
and recount. The result, as I have stated above went against the peti 
tioner and in favour of the respondent. The difference regarding valid 
votes of the petitioner and the respondent as per scrutiny and recount is 
wider than the declaration of Returning Officer by 19 votes viz ., 380 
votes against 361. The recount and scrutiny shows that the petitioner 
would get only 28,700 valid votes while the respondent would get 29,080 
valid votes. Hence the latter part of issue No. 1 is found accordingly in 
favour of the respondent. 

19. The other issues were not pressed on behalf of the petitioner . The 
evidence adduced by the petitioner is not suficient to find any of the 
other issues in favour of the petitioner. Those issues have yet to be 
proved . The petitioner having stated in writing that he does not intend 
to proceed with the Election petition , the issues 2 to 17 have only to be 
found against the petitioner as having not been proved and I do so . 
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20. The burden of proving the additional issues Nos. 19 to 25 was 
upon the respondent. But since the petitioner does not seek to prove 
his averments and the petition fails the additional issues were not pressed. 
Hence they also stand not proved . 

21. I also find that though both sides had set up charges of corrupt 
practices having been committed at the election , no such corrupt practice 
has been proved by either side. 

22. The only other question which arises for consideration is regard 
ing the costs covered by issue No. 18. The respondent s counsel pressed 
for his costs. The costs must follow the result of the main petition . The 
petitioner having failed to substantiate his ilverments the respondent is 
entitled to his costs. But considering the fact that the petitioner succeeded 
in showing prima facie grounds for a recount and scrutiny of the ballot 
papers which was one of the main prayers in his petition and the fact 
that when he found that the recount and scrutiny did not yield favoura 
ble results in his favour, he did not proceed with the petition any further , 
and also other attendant circumstances referred to above, I think, a 
lenient view can be taken in fixing the quantum of the costs to be paid 
by the petitioner to the respondent. Issue found as indicated above. 

In the result, the Election petition is dismissed. The petitioner will 
pay Rs. 100 as costs to the respondent and will suffer his own . 
Declared in open court, this the 1st day of December 1960.
